On  motion  of  Mr.  Williams,  of  Giles,  the  rules  for  the 
government  of  the  House  of  Delegates  were  agreed  to  as 
follows : 

RULES. 

I. 

ORGANIZATIONS — ELECTIONS. 

1.  At  the  elections  in  the  House,  the  voting  shall  be  viva  voce,  and  the 
vote  recorded  In  the  Journal,  and  only  one  person  shall  be  chosen  at  a  time. 
If  on  the  first  voting  no  one  receives  a  majority,  the  person  having  the 
smallest  number  of  votes  shall  not  be  voted  for  on  the  next  trial,  and  so 
on  until  some  one  shall  receive  a  majority  of  the  whole  vote.  If  the  election 
be  by  joint  vote  of  the  two  houses,  messages  shall  be  exchanged  for  each 
voting  announcing  the  names  of  persons  in  nomination.  A  committee  of 
three  from  each  house  shall  compare  the  votes  and  ascertain  and  report 
the  result. 

THE    SPEAKER. 

2.  "The  House  of  Delegates  shall  choose  its  own  Speaker."  The  Speaker 
may  call  any  member  to  the  chair,  who  shall  exercise  its  functions  for  the 
time;  but  no  member  by  virtue  of  such  appointment  shall  preside  for  a 
longer  time  than  three  days.  During  such  substitution  the  Speaker  may 
participate  In  the  debates.  If  the  Speaker  be  absent,  and  have  named  no 
one  to  act  in  his  stead,  the  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  chairman  of 
one  of  the  standing  committees,  taking  precedence  in  the  order  In  which 
the  committees  are  named  in  Rule  16. 

3.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding  day;  and  shall 
immediately  call  the  House  to  order,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  shall 
cause  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read.     Any  mistakes  in  the 
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entries  shall,  upon  motion,  then  be  corrected;  and  being  found  correct,  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Speaker  and  the  Clerk  upon  the  last  day  of  the  session,  the 
Journal  for  that  day,  being  examined  and  found  correct,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Speaker  and  the  Clerk,  and  the  said  Journal,  when  so  signed,  shall  be  the 
authenticated  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House. 

4.  The  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  supervise  and  correct  the  Journal 
before  it  is  read.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  hall,  with  power 
in  the  *case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  such  part  thereof  as  may 
be  appropriated  to  spectators,  to  have  the  same  cleared.  Stenographers  and 
reporters  for  the  press,  wishing  to  take  down  the  proceedings  of  the  House, 
may  be  admitted  by  the  Speaker,  who  shall  assign  them  to  such  places  on 
the  floor  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  convenience  of  members. 

5.  All  acts,  and  joint  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker;  and  all  writs  and  warrants  issued  by 
order  of  the  House  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  Clerk. 

THE   CLERK. 

6.  A  Clerk  shall  be  elected  by  the  House,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  con- 
tinue in  office  until  another  is  chosen.  He  shall  appoint  an  assistant  clerk, 
an  enrolling  clerk,  a  journal  clerk,  a  reading  clerk,  the  lanltors  for  the 
hall  and  offices,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Speaker,  appoint 
the  six  committee  clerks  provided  for  by  law.  He  shall  be  charged  with 
the  whole  clerical  business  of  the  House,  and  of  its  committees,  and  shall 
see  that  the  committee  clerks  discharge  properly  the  duties  required  of 
them  by  the  several  committees  to  which  they  are  assigned,  and  that,  when 
not  BO  employed,  they  render  such  assistance  as  may  be  required  to  other 
committees  and  in  the  business  of  the  House.  The  several  clerks  and  jani- 
tors may  be  removed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Speaker,  and  the  committee  clerks  shall  be  so  removed  upon  the  request 
of  the  committees  to  which  they  are  severally  assigned. 

7.  The  Clerk  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  under  the  direction 
of  the  Speaker.  He  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House, 
and  shall  have  the  same  in  proper  form  to  be  signed  as  provided  by  Rule  3, 
and  shall  submit  it  daily  to  the  Speaker  in  time  to  be  examined  before 
the  next  assembling  of  the  House.  He  shall  keep  at  the  Clerk's  table,  during 
the  sittings  of  the  House,  a  calendar  or  docket  so  arranged  as  to  show  the 
condition  and  progress  of  the  business  of  the  House,  which  said  calendar 
shall  be  printed  each  day  and  laid  on  the  desk  of  each  member  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session. 

8.  He  shall  keep  accounts  of  the  compensation  of  the  members  and 
officers  of  the  House,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  certify  the  same  to  the 
Auditor.  He  shall  provide  the  stationery  required  for  the  business  of  his 
office  and  of  the  House  and  for  the  use  of  the  members  during  the  session; 
but  the  amount  furnished  to  each  member  shall  not  exceed  in  value  five  dol- 
lars a  session.  The  claims  shall  be  certified  for  pavment  as  provided  by  law.  He 
shall  keep  detailed  accounts  of  all  these  transactions  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
for  the  purpose,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  inspection  by  members 
of  the  House. 

SERGEANT- AT- ARM  S . 

9.  A  Sergeaut-at-Arms  shall  be  elected  by  the  House  and  shall  continue 
In  office  during  its  pleasure.  He  shall  have  as  his  assistant  two  doorkeepers, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  house,  and  six  pages  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker,  who  shall  receive  as  compensation  one-half  the  amount  provided 
by  law  for  a  doorkeeper. 

10.  He  shall,  with  his  assistants,  attend  upon  the  House  during  its 
sitting,  and  shall  execute  its  demands,  together  with  all  such  process,  issued 
by  its  authority,  as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  Speaker. 

11.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speaker,  have  charge  of  the 
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police  of  the  hall,  and  shall  prevent  any  interruption  of  the  business  of 
the  House  by  disorder,  within  or  without.  He  shall  distribute  among  the 
members  all  papers  printed  for  their  use,  and  shall  give  such  attendance 
upon  them  during  the  sittings  of  the  House  as  will  promote  their  comfort 
and  facilitate  the  business  of  the  House. 

12.  He  shall  procure  for  the  members,  when  required,  certificates  for 
pay  and  mileage,  and,  at  their  request  and  upon  their  endorsement,  shall 
collect  and  pay  over  to  those  entitled  the  money  due  upon  such  certificates. 

13.  He  shall  attend  to  receiving  and  dispatching  all  mail  or  telegraphic 
matter  intended  for  or  sent  by  members,  and  shall  make  such  arrangement 
therefor  as  to  promote  the  convenience  of  the  members. 

OAT  lis   OF  OFFICE. 

14.  The  oaths  which  the  officers  of  the  House  are  required  by  law  to 
take  shall  be  administered  and  certified  by  a  p-^rsou  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  and  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

COMMITTEES. 

15.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  unless  otherwise 
specially  directed  by  the  House,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  appointed  by 
ballot,  and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  prevail.  The  first  named  member  of 
any  committee  shall  be  the  chairman,  and  if  he  be  absent,  or  be  excused 
by  the  House,  the  next  named  member,  and  so  on,  unless  the  committee 
elect  a  chairman. 

16.  At  the  beginning  of  each  regular  session  there  shall  be  appointed 
standing  committees,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  thirteen 
members  (except  the  finance  committee,  which  shall  consist  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers), as  follows: 

1.  Privileges  and  Elections. 

2.  Courts  of  Justice. 

3.  Schools  and  Colleges. 

4.  General  Laws. 

5.  Poads  and  Internal  Navigation. 

6.  Finance. 

7.  Claims. 

8.  Militia  and  Police. 

9.  Asylims  and  Piisons. 

10.  I  abor  end  the  Pcor. 

11.  Public  Property. 

12.  Currercy  and  Commerce. 

13.  Agricultuie  and  MiniuL-. 

14.  Manufactures  and  Mechanic  Arts. 

15.  Counties,  Cities  and  To\uis. 

16.  Ofllcers  and  Oflices  at  ths  Capitol. 

17.  Executive  Expenditures. 

18.  Retrenchment  and  Economy. 

1?'.  Federal  Relations  and  Resolutions. 

20.  Enrolled  Bills. 

21.  Immigration. 

22.  Chesapeake  and    its  Tributaiies. 

23.  Insurance  and  Banking. 

17.  AIfo  a  standing  ccmmittce  to  ccp.Fist  of  five  members,  to  ho  called 
the  Committee  on  House  Expenses.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  examfiie  from  time  to  time  the  aM  cunts  keDt  by  the.  clerk,  v  ith  the 
members  nrd  ofiiceis  of  the  lioupo,  ami  to  deride  all  nueFliens  aiising  in 
relation  theirto,  pub'ect  to  an  appeal  to  the  Mouse.  Unless  other  .vise  pro- 
vided by  order  of  the  House,  no  account   for  piinting,  stationery,  or  any 
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Other  expenses  of  the  House  shall   be   certified   for   payment   without  the 
previous  approval  of  this  committee. 

18.  Also  a  standing  committee  on  rules,  to  consist  of  five  members.  In- 
cluding the  Speaker,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  committee. 

19.  Also  a  standing  committee  on  confirmations,  to  consist  of  five  members; 
one  on  the  Library,  to  consist  of  five  members;  one  en  printing,  to  conslts  of 
three  members;  one  on  special,  private  and  local  legislation,  to  consist  of 
seven  members,  and  one  on  auditing  to  consist  of  three  members.  These 
committees,  v. hen  acting  with  like  committees  from  the  Senate,  shall  con- 
stitute the  ?oint  committee  on  confirmation — the  "Library  Committee,'*  the 
"Committee  on  Printing,"  the  "Committee  on  Special,  Private  and  Local  Legis- 
lation," and  the  Auditing  Committee,  provldecl  for  by  law  and  the  Constitu- 
tion, but  in  all  other  respects  the  Library  Committee  and  the  Committee 
on  Printing  shall  act  as  committees  of  the  House. 

20.  Any  committee  of  the  House  may,  at  their  discretion,  confer  with  a 
committee  of  the  Senate  having  under  consideration  the  sume  subject.  No 
select  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  consider  any  subject  falling  properly 
within  the  province  of  a  standing  ccmmlttee. 

21.  After  the  minimum  number  required  for  any  committee  has  been* 
appointed,  the  Speaker  may,  from  time  to  time,  at  his  discretion,  fill  it  up 
to  the  ma,ximura  allowed  by  the  rules,  which  shall  in  no  case  be  exceeded. 

22.  Five  members  of  any  committee,  or  a  majority  if  less  than  five, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Each  committee  shall  appoint  its  own  regular 
meetings:  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  committee  to  meet  on  a  call  of 
any  two  of  its  members,  if  the  chairman  be  absent,  or  decline  to  appoint 
such  meeting:  but  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House 
withor.t  special  leave. 

23.  The  several  standing  committees  shall  not  only  consider  and  report 
upon  the  matters  specially  referred  to  them,  but  shall,  whenever  practicable, 
suggest  such  legislation  as  will  inovide  upon  general  principles  for  all  similar 
cases.  And  it  shall' bo  the  duty  of  ea-^h  comniittoo  to  inqnire  into  the  condi- 
tion and  administration  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  subjects  which  they 
have  In  rlmrge:  to  investigate  the  conduct  and  look  to  the  responsibility  of 
all  publl?  offir^ers  and  agents  concerned,  and  to  su^-^ircst  such  measures  as  will 
correct  abi'ses.  protect  the  public  interests,  and  promote  the  public  welfare. 

24.  Ccmmittees  shall  in  all  cases  report  by  bill  or  resolution  in  such 
form  that  if  passed  or  agreed  to,  it  will  cany  into  effe-t  their  recommenda- 
tion. Everv  such  bill  shall  be  prirted:  but  no  pa;)ors  returned  therewith 
shall  be  printed,  unless  the  ccmniittee  shall  so  rcccmmend. 

COMMITra:   OF   THE   WHOLE. 

25.  When  the  House  shall  go  into  the  committee  of  the  whole,  the 
Speaker  may  vacate  the  chair  and  call  scmo  member  to  ])reside  in  committee; 
the  other  cffifcrs  shall  attend  and  the  rules  of  the  House  sliall  bo  observed 
and  cn^oried  in  (cmmittee,  as  far  as  applicable,  except  that  the  previous 
question  shall  net  be  ordeied. 

26.  ir  the  cemmittce  aiise  before  the  consideration  of  the  subiect  re 
ferred  is  concluded,  the  same  shall  bo  reverted  back  and  ha\e  its  place  in 
order  as  urfmished  busiress  of  the  House.  When  it  shall  ho  again  reached 
In  order,  i  nlcss  it  be  otherwise  disDosed  of.  the  House,  after  making  such 
orders  cs  it  may  deem  pre  per  in  lelniicn  to  the  business  before  the  com- 
mittee, shall  stand  again  resolved  into  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and 
BO  on  until  the  business  therein  he  disposed  of. 

27.  Notliing  shall  be  in  order  in  the  c(;ninnltee  of  tlie  whole  except  such 
matters  ns  may  he  si:ecially   referred  to   it  by   the   House. 

28.  Whenever  the  committee  of  the  whole  shall  tlnd  itself  without  a 
quori:m.  the  chainnan  shall  cause  the  loll  to  he  called,  aiul  thereupon  the 
comniirtee  shall  rise,  and  the  chairman  shall  rei)oi  t  the  faet  and  the  names 
of  the  absentees,  which  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the  House. 
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29!  The  motion  to  go  into  committee  of  the  whole,  and  the  motion  to 
•discharge  the  committee  shall  not  be  debated. 

11. 

ATTENDANCE   AND   ADJOURNMENT. 

30.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House 
unless  he  have  leave  or  be  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

31.  Any  tea  members  or  more  (including  the  Speaker,  if  there  be  one, 
and  he  be  present)  shall  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members  by  a  call  of  the  House. 

32.  Upon  the  roll  of  the  House  the  names  of  the  members  shall  in  all 
cases  be  arranged  and  called  in  alphabetical  order,  except  that  the  Speaker 
shall  be  called  last. 

33.  Upon  a  call  of  the  House  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  first 
called  over  by  the  Clerk  and  the  absentees  noted;  after  which  the  names 
of  the  absentees  shall  be  again  called  over,  the  doors  shall  then  be  shut,  and 
those  for  whom  no  excuse  or  insuflScient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order 
of  those  present,  if  ten  in  number,  be  taken  in  custody  as  they  appear,  or 
may  be  sent  for  and  taken  in  custody,  wherever  to  be  found,  by  the  Ser- 
geant-at-Ai  ms  or  his  assistants,  or  by  special  messengers  to  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose.  v 

34.  When  a  member  shall  be  discharged  from  custody,  and  admitted  to 
his  seat,  the  House  shall  determine  whether  such  discharge  shall  be  with 
or  without  payment  of  fees  and  expenses. 

35.  Any  member  or  members  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day.  A  motion 
to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  fix  the  time  for  which  the  House  will  adjourn, 
shall  alv\ays  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

III. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  DUSINESS. 

36.  Messages  from  the  Governor  and  reports  and  communications  (ex- 
cept petitions  and  memorials)  from  any  public  officer  or  agent  may  be 
received  at  any  time,  and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Speaker,  they  require 
immediate  action,  may  be  brought  at  once  to  the  attention  of  the  House; 
otherwise  they  shall  lie  upon  the  Speaker's  table  and  be  disposed  of  in 
the  morning  hour.  The  same  rule  shall  be  observed  with  regard  to  mes- 
sages frcm  the  Senate. 

37.  Members  having  petitions,  memorials,  resolutions,  or  bills  to  present 
may  at  any  time  hand  them  to  the  Clerk,  endorsed  with  their  names,  and 
the  reference  or  disposition  desired.  The  Clerk  shall,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Speaker,  refer  all  such  papers  to  the  proper  committees,  and  enter 
the  fact  with  names  of  the  members  presenting  them,  upon  the  Journal. 

38.  No  petition,  memorial,  bill,  joint  resolution  or  resolution  calling  for 
information  from  the  Governor  or  other  public  officer  or  agent,  shall  be  intro- 
duced, considered,  or  acted  upon,  otherwise  than  is  provided  by  the  pre- 
ceding rule,  until  it  shall  have  been  examined  and  reported  upon  by  a  com- 
mittee. 

39.  Any  other  resolution  or  motion  upon  which  a  member  may  desire 
the  judgment  of  the  House,  or  any  action  other  than  a  reference  to  a  standing 
committee,  may  be  presented  to  the  House  in  the  morning  hour,  after  the 
business  on  the  Speaker's  table  is  disposed  of. 

4d.  Reports  of  committees  may  be  handed  to  the  Clerk  at  any  time.  He 
shall  endorse  upon  them  the  time  at  which  they  are  received,  and  place 
them  upon  the  Speaker's  table,  to  be  dispcsed  of  in  the  morning  hour.  If, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Speaker,  any  report  of  a  committee  requires  immediate 
action,  he  may  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the  House  at  any  time. 
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IV. 

OBDER   OF    BUSINESS — THE    MORNING    HOUB. 

41.  After  the  reading  and  signing  of  the  Journal,  one  hour,  to  be  called 
the  morning  hour,  shall  be  devoted  to  the  dispatch  of  business  upon  the 
Speaker's  table  and  to  resolutions  presented  under  rule  thirty-nine.  The 
business  on  the  Speaker's  table  shall  be  disposed  of  in  such  order  as  the 
Speaker  shall  deem  best,  except  as  may  be  herein  otherwise  provided,  or 
as  the  House  may  at  any  time  order. 

42.  The  annual  message  of  the  Governor  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
as  soon  as  it  is  received.  It  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  House,  and 
shall  be  considered  by  the  several  standing  committees  without  any  special 
order  therefor. 

43.  All  other  messages  from  the  Governor  shall,  unless  the  House 
otherwise  other,  be  referred  by  the  Speaker  to  the  proper  committees.  And 
the  same  rule  shall  be  observed  as  to  reports  and  communications  from 
other  public  officers. 

44.  Bills  and  joint  resolutions  sent  from  the  Senate  shall  be  referred 
by  the  Speaker  to  the  proper  committees.  All  other  messages  from  the 
Senate  shall,  unless  the  House  otherwise  order,  be  referred  by  the  Speaker 
to  the  proper  committees. 

45.  All  bills  reported  from  committees  shall  be  transferred  at  once  to 
the  calendar  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  reported.  Those  reported  for 
the  first  time  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  handed 
to  the  Clerk,  and  transferred  to  the,  calendar. 

46.  All  other  reports  from  committees  shall  be  considered  and  disposed 
of  in  the  order  in  which  the  Speaker  shall  present  them,  unless  the  House 
shall  in  any  case  otherwise  direct. 

47.  A  member  presenting  a  resolution  under  rule  thirty  nine  shall  be 
allowed  five  minutes  in  which  to  explain  his  wishes  in  relation  to  it;  after 
which  the  question  on  referring  to  a  standing  committee  shall  be  taken 
without  debate.  If  the  House  refuses  to  refer,  the  resolution  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  disposed  of. 

48.  Printing  recommended  by  committees  under  Rule  tw^enty-four  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  Speaker  unless  the  House  shall  otherwise  direct.  Under 
such  order  no  more  copies  of  any  document  shall  be  printed  than  is  pro- 
vided by  law:  nor  shall  more  than  two  hundred  and  thirty  copies  be  printed 
of  any  bill,  resolution,  petition  or  memorial,  without  the  special  order  of 
the  House. 

THE   CALENDAR. 

49.  At  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour,  or  sooner  if  the  business 
of  the  morning  hour  has  been  disposed  of,  the  House  shall  proceed  ot  consider 
bills  and  joint  resolutions  upon  the  calendar,  in  the  following  order: 

1st.  House  bills  on  their  first  reading. 

2d.  Senate  bills  on  their  first  reading. 

3d.  Fending  motions  to  reconsider,  relating  to  business  proper  for  the 
calendar. 

4th.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

5th.  House  bills,  etc.,  returned  from  the  Senate  with  amendments,  in 
the  order  in  which  they  were  transferred  to  the  calendar. 

6th.  Senate  bills  on  third  reading. 

7th.  Engrossed  House  bills,  etc.,  in  the  order  in  which  they  passed  to 
their  engrossment. 

8th.  Senate  bills  on  their  second  reading. 

9th.  House  bills,  etc.,  on  their  second  reading  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  numbered. 

50.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  see  that  the  printing  and  en- 
grossing, when  ordered,  shall  be  done  in  such  time  that  the  bills,  etc.,  may 
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be  acted  upon  according  to  their  priorities  upon  the  calendar.  If,  however, 
any  hill,  etc.,  shall  not  he  ready  when  It  Is  reached  upon  the  calendar,  it 
shall  be  passed  by,  and  he  allov^ed  to  retain  Its  place  upon  the  calendar. 

51.  When  the  calendar  has  been  called  through  It  may  be  called  again 
in  order  to  dispose  of  any  business  that  may  be  ready,  and  if  there  be  none 
such  the  business  of  the  morning  hour  shall  be  resumed  and  disposed  of; 
but  the  business  of  the  calendar  shall  in  no  case  be  allowed  to  Interfere 
with  that  of  the  morning  hour  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

52.  The  regular  order  of  business  herein  established  shall  not  be  changed, 
nor  shall  any  special  order  be  made,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present;  but  a  majority  may  postpone  the  calendar,  not  exceeding 
one  day  at  a  time,  or  may  pass  by  any  subject  coming  up  In  order,  without 
changing  Its  place,  or  may  agree  to  a  joint  order  with  the  Senate,  or  may 
postpone  or  discharge  any  special  order. 

V. 

CONDUCT  OF   BUSINESS ORDER  AND   DECORUM. 

53.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  may  speak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  decide  questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
House.  If  the  decision  relate  to  a  question  of  decorum  or  propriety  of  con- 
duct, it  shall  not  be  debatable;  If  It  relate  to  the  priority  of  business,  or  the 
relevency  or  applicability  of  propositions,  the  appeal  may  be  debated,  but 
no  member  shall  speak  on  It  more  than  once,  except  by  leave  of  the  House. 

54.  When  a  member  rises  to  speak  he  shall  respectfully  address,  "Mr. 
Speaker,"  standing  In  his  place;  he  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the 
question  before  the  House,  and  when  he  has  finished  he  shall  sit  down. 

55.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall 
name  the  person  to  speak,  but  In  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  rise 
and  address  the  chair  shall  speak  first. 

56.  Every  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  reduced  to  writing.  If  desired 
by  the  Speaker,  or  any  member,  and  shall  be  delivered  In  at  the  Clerk's  table 
to  be  there  lead;  and  the  question  shall  be  stated  by  the  chair  before  the 
same  shall  be  debated.  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  In  possession  of  the 
House,  and  not  being  the  precise  matter  upon  which  the  House  is  acting,  is 
called  for,  and  objection  Is  made  by  any  member,  the  question  shall  be 
determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House  without  debate.  Any  motion  or  proposi- 
tion may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at  any  time  before  decision,  amend- 
ment or  ether  a(  ticn  of  the  body  upon  it,  except  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which 
shall  net  be  withdrawn  without  leave  of  the  House. 

57.  No  member  shall  In  debate  use  any  language  or  gesture  calculated  to 
wound,  offend  or  Insult  another  member. 

58.  If  any  member  In  speaking,  trangress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the 
Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in  which  case  the 
member  called  to  order  shall  Immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted 
to  explain.  Il  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  chair  shall  be  submitted 
to.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  pioceed;  if  otherwise  he  shall  not  proceed,  except  by  leave  of 
the  House.  For  flagrant  or  repeated  violations  of  order,  especially  if  per- 
sisted in  after  the  admonition  of  the  Speaker,  a  member  shall  be  liable  to  the 
censure  of  the  House. 

59.  If  any  member  be  called  to  order  by  another  member  for  words 
spoken,  the  words  excepted  to  shall  be  Immediately  taken  down  In  writing, 
In  order  that  the  Speaker  and  House  may  be  better  able  to  judge  the 
matter. 

60.  No  member  shall,  while  the  House  is  sitting.  Interrupt  or  hinder  Its 
business  by  standing  up,  leaving  his  place,  moving  about  the  hall,  engaging  In 
conversation,  expressing  approval  or  disapproval  of  any  of  the  proceedings. 
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or  by  any  other  conduct  tending  to  disorder  and  confusion. 

61.  In  any  one  debate  uixon  the  same  question,  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once  till  all  others  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  nor  more 
than  twice,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

ASCERTAINING  THE  QUESTION. 

62.  If  the  question  for  decision  include  several  distinct  propositions,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert 
shall  not  be  so  divided;  nor  shall  a  motion  to  strike  out,  being  lost,  preclude 
either  amendment  or  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert.  In  filling  blanks 
the  question  shall  be  put  just  upon  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time. 
No  motion  or  proposition,  or  subject  different  from  that  under  considera- 
tion, shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

63.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless  speciallly  provided  for,  except  to  adjourn,  to  pass  by,  to  lay  upon  the 
table,  to  postpone  for  a  specified  time  or  purpose,  to  commit  or  amend,  to 
dismiss;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged.  If  the  motion  to  pass  by  or  to  lay  upon  the  table,  or  to 
postpone,  shall  prevail,  a  motion  to  print  shall  be  in  order  before  proceeding 
to  the  consideration  of  another  subject,  but  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

64.  Upon  the  motion  to  pass  by,  the  mover  shall  be  allowed  two  minutes 
to  state  the  reason  for  his  motion,  and  one  member  opposed  to  the  motion 
shall  be  allowed  a  like  time  to  object.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table, 
for  the  previous  question,  and  for  the  pending  question,  shall  not  be  debated; 
nor  shall  debate  be  allowed  on  a  motion  to  take  up  a  subject  from  the  table, 
or  to  reconsider  any  question  which  was  not  debatable.  When  a  question  not 
debatable  is  before  the  House,  all  incidental  questions  arising  after  it  is  stated 
to  the  House  shall  be  decided  and  settled,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise, 
without  debate;  and  the  same  rule  shall  apply  to  incidental  questions  arising 
after  any  question  is  put  to  the  House. 

PENDING    AND    PREVIOUS    QUESTIONS. 

65.  Pending  a  debate,  any  member  who  obtains  the  floor  for  that  purpose 
only,  and  submits  no  other  motion  or  remark,  may  move  for  the  "previous 
question"  or  the  "pending  question,"  and  in  either  case  the  motion  shall 
be  forthwith  put  to  the  House.  .Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be 
required  to  order  the  main  question;  but  a  majority  may  require  an  Immedi- 
ate vote  upon  the  pending  question,  whatever  It  may  be. 

66.  The  previous  question  shall  be  In  this  form:  "Shall  the  main  question 
now  be  put?"  If  carried,  its  effect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and 
bring  the  House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  a  motion  to  commit,  if  pending;  then 
upon  amendments  if  reported  by  a  committee.  If  any;  then  upon  pending 
amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  If,  upon  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question,  the  main  question  be  not  ordered,  debate  may  continue 
as  if  the  motion  had  not  been  made. 

TAKING    THE    VOTE. 

67.  The  Spealcer  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 
Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  the  following  form — viz.:  "As  many  as 
agree  that,  etc.  (as  the  question  may  be);  say  Aye;"  and  after  the  affirma- 
tive vote  is  given,  "Those  opposed  say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  divi- 
sion is  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide,  those  In  the  affirmative  of  the 
question  rising  first  from  their  seats,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative. 
If  required,  the  Speaker  shall  cause  the  result  to  be  ascertained  by  a  count. 

68.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  may  be  called  for  at  any  time 
before  proceeding  to  another  question  or  proposition,  but  belnp  once  refused, 
they  shall  not  be  again  demanded  on  the  same  question;  and  any  member 
shall  have  a  right  to  vote  at  any  time  before  the  decision  Is  announced  by 
the  chair. 
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69.  Upon  a  division  of  the  House  on  any  question,  a  member  who  is  pres- 
ent and  fails  to  vote,  shall  on  the  demand  of  any  member,  be  counted  on  the 

'negative  of  the  question;  and  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken  shall,  in 
addition,  be  entered  on  the  Journal  as  present  and  not  voting.  But  no 
member  who  has  an  immediate  and  special  personal  interest  in  the  result  of 
the  question  shall  either  vote  or  be  counted  upon  it. 

RECON  SIDERATION. 

70.  When  a  question  has  been  decided  it  may  be  reconsidered  on  a 
motion  by  any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side;  provided,  it  be 
made  on  the  same  day  or  within  the  next  two  days  of  actual  session.  The 
motion  may  be  entered  as  a  matter  of  privilege  and  shall  take  precedence  of 
everything  except  special  orders  and  other  questions  of  privilege,  and  be 
disposed  of  in  the  morning  hour  or  with  the  calendar,  as  the  case  may  be. 
All  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  vote  of  the 
members  present. 

BILLS,    ETC. 

71.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  length  on  three  different  calendar  days  in 
the  House  previous  to  its  being  passed,  and  it  shall  be  distinctly  announced 
at  each  reading  whether  it  is  the  first,  second  or  third  time. 

72.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  for  information  merely,  and  It 
shall  go  to  second  reading  without  a  question. 

73.  Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  it  shall  be  open  to  amendment  or 
commitment,  or  to  any  of  the  motions  provided  for  in  rule  sixty-three  and 
the  final  question  shall  be,  "Whether  it  shall  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third 
time." 

74.  A  bill  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  not  have  its  third  reading  until 
the  engrossment  is  actually  and  properly  done;  but  in  the  case  of  a  Senate 
bill,  the  engrossment  shall  only  apply  to  such  amendments  as  may  have  been 
made  in  the  House. 

75.  No  amendment  to  a  bill  shall  be  received  upon  its  third  reading  by 
way  of  rider,  or  othewlse;  and  no  amendment  involving  an  additional  appro- 
priation shall  be  added  to  the  general  appropriation  bill,  unless  to  carry  into 
effect  an  existing  law,  or  unless  it  receives  the  vote  required  to  pass  the  bill 
itself.  But  a  bill  may  at  any  time  before  its  passage  be  committed  or  recom- 
mitted, and  when  reported  back  shall  be  placed  on  the  calendar,  and  if 
amended,  shall  whether  on  its  second  or  third  reading,  be  engrossed,  as  may 
be  necessary. 

76.  On  the  third  reading  of  a  bill,  the  question  shall  be.  "Shall  the  bill 
pass?" 

77.  The  title  of  a  bill,  and  such  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  be  affected  by 
the  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

WITHDRAWAL  OF  EXHIBITS. 

78.  Original  papers  filed  as  exhibits  with  any  bill  or  petition  may  be 
withdrawn  by  the  patron,  or  upon  his  order,  on  his  leaving  attested  copies, 
for  which  he  shall  pay  the  clerk  at  the  rate  provided  by  law  for  other  copies 
made  by  him. 

MESSAGES. 

79.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  without  any  special  order  therefor, 
to  communicate  to  the  Senate  any  action  of  the  House  upon  business  coming 
from  the  Senate,  or  upon  matters  requiring  the  concurrence  of  that  body;  but 
no  such  communication  shall  be  made  in  relation  to  any  action  of  the  House 
while  it  remains  open  for  consideration. 
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MA^NUAL  AND  BULES. 

80.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Jefferson's  Manual 
shall  govern  the  House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  rules  of  the  House,  and  such  joint  rules 
as  are,  or  may  from  time  to  time,  be  established  by  the  two  Houses  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

81.  The  rules  of  the  House  may  be  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  to  be  ascertained  bf  an  actual  division  of  the  House, 
except  as  prohibited  by  the  Constitution ;  provided  that  a  motion  to  discharge 
a  committee  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill  shall  require  a  majority  of  those 
voting,  which  shall  include  two-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  the  House, 
and  the  vote  thereon  to  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays  and  recorded  in  the 
Journal;  and  provided,  further,  that  a  motion  to  dispense  with  the  printing 
and  reading  of  a  bill,  or  either,  shall  not  be  entertained,  except  as  provided 
by  the  Constitution.  But  a  proposition  to  change  a  rule  of  the  House  shall 
be  submitted  in  writing  and  forthwith  printed.  In  Its  printed  form  it  shall 
lie  upon  the  Speaker's  table  for  five  days  and  be  read  to  the  House  during 
the  morning  hour  of  each  day  during  that  time.  At  the  expiration  of  five 
days  it  shall  be  ready  for  consideration,  and  may  be  adopted  or  rejected  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present;  provided,  that  as  to  all  resolutions 
or  bills  which  involve  an  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  money  by  the 
Commonwealth,  or  which  may  create  a  charge  upon  the  treasury,  the  rules 
of  the  House  shall  not  be  changed  or  suspended,  save  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  to  be  ascertained  by  an  actual  division  of  the 
House.  Upon  a  motion  to  suspend  a  rule  of  the  House  the  mover  shall  be 
allowed  two  minutes  to  state  the  reasons  for  his  motion,  and  one  member 
opposed  to  the  motion  shall  be  allowed  a  like  time  to  object. 

HALL  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  DELEGATES. 

82.  During  the  session  of  the  legislature  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  the  regular  sessions  of  the 
House,  and  for  meetings  of  committees  and  members  of  the  legislature  on 
public  affairs. 

83.  Only  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  ex-members,  members  of 
Congress  and  Senate,  State  officers,  judges,  officers  and  employees  of  the 
General  Assembly,  members,  officers  and  employees  of  the  late  Constitutional 
Convention  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Speaker  shall  designate,  shall  be 
permitted  on  the  floor  of  the  House  during  the  session  thereof,  and  the 
officers  of  this  body  shall  enforce  this  rule  under  the  direction  of  the 
Speaker. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Ward,  who 
informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  was  duly  organized  and 
ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Baker  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House 
of  Delegates  is  duly  organized  and  ready  on  its  part  to  pro- 
ceed to  business. 

Mr.  Jennings  offered  the  following  resolution : 
Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  (the  Senate  con- 
curring), that  a  committee  be  appointed  composed  of  seven  on 
the  part  of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  five  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate  to  notify  the  Governor  that  the  General  Assembly  is 
duly  organized  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he 
may  desire  to  make. 
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The  Speaker  laid  the  resolutioii  before  the  House. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Jennings  carry  the  resolution  to  the 
Senate,  and  request  their  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Strode, 
who  informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to  the 
joint  resolution. 

The  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Jennings,  Deal,  Stbarnes, 
Myers.  Spatig,  Spessard  and  Pendleton  the  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  House. 

The  committee  subsequently  reported  that  the  Governor 
would  communicate  in  writing. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by  his 
Secretary,  as  follows : 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

The  last  two  General  Assemblies  have  been  noted  for  the  many  pro- 
gressive policies  inaugurated.  These  extended  through  a  wide  range  of 
governmental  effort  and  development.  The  results  achieved  have  fuUy 
vindicated  the  wisdom  of  these  policies  and  amply  justified  the  expenditure 
of  public  money  made.  The  amazing  educational  advance;  the  splendid 
public  school  buildings  now  adorning  every  section:  the  increased  health 
and  comfort  of  the  people;  the  great  improvement  in  agriculture  and  the 
varied  industries  of  the  State;  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  State  militia; 
the  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  jails,  almshouses  and  other 
eleemosynary  institutions;  the  greatly  increased  value  of  all  properties,  bear 
testimony  to  the  stimulating  influence  of  these  wise  acts  of  legislation  and 
of  the  great  and  manifold  benefits  they  have  brought.  While  other  parts 
of  our  country,  during  the  last  two  years,  have  suffered  from  financial  de- 
pression and  distress,  yet  within  this  State  such  conditions  have  not  pre- 
vailed. This  is  clearly  evinced  by  the  fact  that  the  State's  revenues  during 
the  last  two  years  have  exceeded  those  of  the  two  previous  years  by 
$916,690.10.  As  there  has  been  practically  no  increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation, 
this  greatly  increased  revenue  could  only  have  been  derived  from  increased 
business  activity  and  enterprise. 

Eloquently  and  conclusively  this  proclaims  the  material  progress  and 
prosperity  of  the  State.  It  evinces  beyond  question  that  the  increased  ex- 
penditures made  for  these  progressive  policies  have  more  than  paid  for 
themselves.  While  other  governments  during  these  lean  years  have  suffered 
great  diminution  of  revenue  and  have  been  confronted  with  deficits.  Virginia 
has  been  blessed  with  an  increased  and  abundant  revenue.  While  others 
have  been  issuing;  obligations  to  meet  their  deficiencies  Virginia  has  been 
steadily  reducing  her  bonded  indebtedness.  Though  not  required  until  this 
year,  under  the  terms  of  her  settlement,  to  retire  any  part  of  the  principal 
of  her  indebtedness,  she  has  wisely  purchased  $4,838,065.11  of  this  principal; 
thus  more  tha  none-sixth  of  the  debt  has  been  canceled.  Though  we  have 
thus  largely  and  for  many  years  anticipated  the  requirements  of  our  Sinking 
Fund  provisions,  yet  I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  present  prudent  and 
wise  policy  of  retiring  our  State  debt  be  continued  without  interruption. 
It  enhances  not  only  the  credit  of  the  State  but  also  that  of  cities,  counties 
and  individuals.  Besides,  the  best  investment  a  State  or  an  individual  can 
make  of  surplus  revenue  is  in  their  own  indebtedness.  Experience  has 
shown  that  it  is  only  such  a  surplus  that  Is  never  squandered. 

While  the  revenues  of  the  State  have  been  greatly  augmented  in  recent 
years  by  its  great  growth  and  progress,  and  the  rising  tide  of  greater  pros- 
perity indicates  for  the  future  a  greater  increase,  yet  I  wish  to  urge  upon 
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the  General  A8aeml)Iy  the  necessity  of  the  utmost  care  and  the  strictest 
economy  in  the  expenditure  of  public  money.  There  should  always  remain 
in  the  treasury  a  reasonable  safe  working  balance,  so  that  all  the  obligations 
of  the  State  can  be  properly  met.  The  General  Assembly  should  firmly  and 
continuously  adhere  to  this  wise  policy.  It  should  be  remembered  that  an 
excess  of  expenditures  over  receipts  is  as  deplorable  in  a  State  as  in  an 
individual.  Appropriations  should  be  limited  to  undertakings  promotive  of 
the  public  good  and  that  will  produce  betterment  in  excess  of  the  expendi- 
ture. While  economy  is  a  virtue  becoming  to  any  government,  parsimony 
is  a  vice  ending  in  loss  and  retrogression.  The  best  interest  of  the  State 
demands  that  the  many  progressive  policies  begun  should  be  continued  and 
further  enlarged.  The  present  revenues  of  the  State  are  amply  sufficient, 
if  economically  expended  and  fairly  distributed.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  it  takes  as  much  effort  to  mark  time  as  it  does  to  march.  It  will 
be  as  difficult  for  the  State  to  remain  stationary  as  it  will  be  to  further 
advance. 

The  Health  Department,  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  the 
Dairy  Department,  the  Geological  Survey,  the  many  new  aids  extended  to 
agriculture  and  labor,  should  be  continued,  and,  as  far  as  the  revenues  of 
the  State  will  permit,  the  assistance  extended  to  many  of  these  should  be 
Increased.  The  results  accomplished  have  been  most  beneficial  and  gratify- 
ing. The  new  governmental  work  begun  in  these  has  been  executed  with  skill, 
industry,  faithfulness  and  economy.  The  limitations  necessarily  imposed 
upon  the  length  of  this  message  precludes  me  reciting  extensively  or  in 
detail  the  splendid  work  done  by  these  different  new  departments.  I  com- 
mend to  your  consideration  their  reports,  and  the  benefits  achieved  therein 
disclosed  will  fully  vindicate  the  wisdom  of  their  creation. 

Our  system  of  public  education  should  be  continuously  invigorated, 
enlarged  and  improved.  Our  primary  schools  should  have  a  yearly  and 
progressive  betterment.  Our  rural  high  schools  should  be  increased  until 
the  people  of  every  community  can  receive  their  advantages.  The  new 
agricultural  and  manual  training  schools,  the  new  normal  training  schools, 
trie  summer  normal  schools,  and  the  traveling  libraries  begun  should  be 
continued  and  further  enlarged  in  their  scope  and  usefulness.  The  new 
female  normal  school  created  at  Harrisonburg,  which  opened  this  autumn 
under  such  flattering  auspices  and  with  such  brilliant  promise  for  the  future, 
should  receive  deserved  aid.  The  new  one  now  under  construction  at 
FVedericksburg  should  receive  equal  consideration  and  be  properly  developed. 
No  expenditure  of  money  brings  greater  benefits  to  the  State  than  that 
given  to  equip  teachers  for  the  primary  and  high  schools.  The  success 
of  every  educational  system  begins  and  ends  with  the  efficiency  of  the 
teachers.  Prudently,  but  progressively,  the  State  should  continuously  im- 
prove and  perfect  its  vast  educational  system,  extending  from  the  university 
and  colleges  to  the  primary  schools,  until  it  shall  be  surpassed  by  that  of 
no  State  in  this  Union. 

The  recent  enactments  for  the  improvement  of  the  public  highways  of 
the  State  have  been  productive  of  most  beneficial  results.  The  present  policy 
of  working  convicts  and  the  jail  prisoners  upon  the  public  roads  should  be 
continued.  Without  cost  to  the  State  many  miles  of  good,  permanent  road 
have  been  constructed.  The  prisoners  engaged  in  the  work  have  been 
greatly  benefited  both  physically  and  morally.  This  feature  of  road  improve- 
ment can  be  most  profitably  extended  by  the  State  operating  with  its  con- 
victs, in  various  sections  of  the  State,  quarries  and  then  furnishing  to  the 
counties  road  material  either  free  or  at  cost.  Railroads  will  transport  this 
material  either  free  or  at  a  very  low  rate.  Many  convicts  could  thus 
be  utilized  for  road  purposes,  who  cannot  now  be  used  on  account 
of  their  dangerous  character,  or  because  of  the  long  terms  for  which 
they  are  sentenced,  which  greatly  increases  the  temptation  to  escape.  The 
cost  to  the  State  of  guarding  those  engaged  in  this  character  of  work  would 
also  be  far  less  than  the  cost  of  guarding  those  engaged  directly  in  road 
construction. 
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I  wish  to  renew  to  the  General  Assembly  the  recommendations  I  made 
upon  this  matter  in  my  inaugural  address.  I 

I  desire  also  to  present  to  your  consideration  the ^  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Penitentiary,  that  there  be  created  in  addition 
to  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  the  Penitentiary,  a  new  office  of  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Convict  Road  Force.  I  concur  in  the  necessity  for  this  suggested 
change.  It  is  impossible  for  one  person  to  give  the  frequent  and  careful 
supervision  to  the  State  prison  and  also  to  the  many  widely  scattered 
convict  camps  that  is  necessary  in  order  to  insure  a  clean,  economical  and 
efficient  administration.  The  work  required  is  so  vast  and  varied,  the 
necessity  for  frequent  personal  inspection  so  urgent,  that  the  best  interest 
of  the  State  demands  that  this  work  be  divided. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated  for  this  year  $250,000.00  for 
State  aid  to  the  improvement  of  public  highways,  to  be  expended  in  those 
counties  that  had  not  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  convict  road  force  during 
the  year,  and  conditioned  upon  the  counties  furnishing  an  amount  equal  to 
that  provided  by  the  State.  All  the  counties  of  the  State  except  ten  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  this  law.  The  enactment  of  this 
law  marked  in  this  State  the  beginning  of  a  broad,  progressive  and  far* 
reaching  policy  of  road  improvement.  Under  its  stimulating  Influence  a 
deep,  enthusiastic  interest  in  road  betterment  has  been  created  in  every 
section.  It  has  been  instrumental  in  the  construction  of  many  miles  of  good 
permanent  road,  and  has  occasioned  many  miles  more  to  be  let  to  contract 
which  will  soon  be  completed.  To  obtain  its  benefits  many  miles  have  been 
surveyed  and  applications  are  pending  for  many  more  surveys  preparatory 
to  the  commencement  of  work.  Twenty-two  of  the  counties  have  elected 
to  use  this  State  aid  in  the  erection  of  needed  bridjges.  Twelve  counties,, 
encouraged  by  its  provisions,  have  issued  bonds  for  road  improvement  aggre- 
gating $1,139,000.00. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  this  act  furnishing  State  aid  has  been 
operative  less  than  one  year,  the  results  achieved  are  Indeed  wonderful. 
The  work  accomplished  has  far  exceeded  the  expectations  of  the  most  san- 
guine. It  has  distributed  its  benefits  justly  and  fairly  to  all  parts  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  law  has  been  proven  a  practical  success  and  has 
ceased  to  be  an  experiment. 

This  General  Assembly  should  make  State  aid  to  road  improvement 
a  permanent  policy.  It  should  set  aside  for  this  purpose  a  definite  revenue 
derived  from  specific  sources,  to  be  available  to  the  counties  vhlch  comply 
with  the  conditions  contained  in  the  present  law,  which  have  proven  effective. 
It  should  indicate,  as  far  as  it  possesses  power  to  do  so.  that  this  fund  is 
for  the  future  dedicated  to  this  purpose.  The  benefits  that  would  accrue 
would  be  immense.  The  counties  knowing  what  aid  they  would  receive  in 
the  future  could  inaugurate  a  continuous,  broad,  well  defined  system  of 
improvement,  and  work  requiring  years  for  its  completion  could  be  safely 
undertaken.  Adjoining  counties  could  co-operate  more  beneficially  and  fre- 
quently. Counties  desiring  to  issue  bonds  for  road  improvement  could  do 
so  more  intelligently  and  safely,  when  they  kne\v  the  amount  that  would 
be  received  In  the  future  from  the  State  to  pay  interest  upon  the  bonds* 
and  for  the  retirement  of  the  principal.  The  value  of  such  bonds  would 
be  greatly  enhanced  and  thus  could  be  sold  to  a  greater  advantage.  Nothlngr 
would  contribute  more  to  road  improvement  than  the  adoption  of  this  per- 
manent policy.  I  would  suggest  that  the  General  Assembly  set  aside  to 
be  used  under  the  provisions  of  the  present  law  for  State  aid  to  road  im- 
provement one-half  of  the  revenue  derived  from  the  franchise  tax  upon  the 
gross  earnings  of  the  steam  and  electric  railways  of  the  State.  Under  this 
proposed  measure  the  amount  available  next  year  for  this  purpose  would 
be  $241,701.25.  The  revenue  from  this  source  greatly  increases  each  year. 
The  State  would  thus  inaugurate  a  continuous  and  progressive  policy  of 
road  improvement.  Each  receding  year  would  thus  witness  greater  aid  and 
greater  achievement.  Our  financial  condition  fully  Justifies  this  expenditure. 
The  future  material  development  and  prosperity  of  Virginia  are  inseparably- 
interwoven  with  the  betterment  of  her  public  highways.     Besides,  the  in- 
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creased  value  of  lands  occasioned  by  road  improvement  quickly  returns  to 
the  treasury  taxes  In  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated. 

I  also  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  the  imposition  of  a  reason- 
able annual  license  tax  upon  automobiles  operating  in  this  State.  The 
present  license  tax  of  two  dollars  for  each  automobile  is  not  annual  but 
perpetual,  and  it  is  grossly  inadequate.  It  scarcely  meets  the  expenses 
Incurred  in  the  execution  of  the  law.  A  fair  license  tax  should  be  imposed 
and  the  amount  collected  should  be  devoted  to  road  improvement,  under 
a  just  and  equitable  system.  If  this  is  done  additional  substantial  aid  will 
be  given  to  road  betterment. 

In  my  inaugural  address  and  also  in  my  last  message  to  the  General 
Assembly  I  earnestly  recommended  the  passage  of  legislation  providing 
reasonable  regulations  for  the  control  of  State  banks  and  thorough  and 
frequent  examinations  to  insure  that  these  regulations  are  obeyed  and  to  see 
that  the  banks  are  solvent  and  that  their  capital  is  unimpaired.  I  wish  to  re- 
new this  recommendation  with  all  the  earnestness  and  vigor  of  which  I  am 
capable.  The  many  losses,  the  great  distress  and  the  business  disturbances 
occuring  in  many  communities  on  account  of  bank  failures,  caused  by  reck- 
less banking,  fraud  and  defalcations,  loudly  proclaim  the  urgent  necessity 
of  this  legislation.  There  were  in  this  Commonwealth  on  September  1,  1909, 
237  State  banks,  with  deposits  aggregating  $47,440,588.09.  These  banks  are 
trustees  for  this  vast  sum  of  money.  Like  other  trustees  they  should 
be  required  to  confine  their  transactions  within  safe  and  conservative  limits. 
They  should  be  frequently  and  thoroughly  examined  to  ascertain  whether 
these  trust  funds  are  safe  and  not  liable  to  be  lost  by  mismanagement  and 
fraud.  The  benefits  derived  from  banks  well  conducted  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. No  worse  scourge  can  afflict  communities  than  banks  recklessly 
and  unscrupulously  run,  ending  in  disaster.  By  proper  regulation  and 
examination  the  State  can  largely  eliminate  such  evils. 

For  the  purpose  of  State  taxation  there  exists  a  great  lack  of  uniformity 
in  this  Commonwealth.  Glaring  inequalities  present  themselves  in  the 
assessment  upon  both  real  and  personal  property.  Counties,  cities,  and 
sections,  in  making  assessments  of  property  for  taxation,  adopt  widely 
different  proportions  of  cash  value.  Some  assess  a  fair  cash  value,  others 
three-fourths  of  the  cash  value,  others  one-half  of  the  cash  value  and  some 
less  and  some  more  than  this  proportion.  This  lack  of  uniformity  occasions 
a  great  Injustice  and  unfairness  in  the  payment  of  State  taxes,  and  should 
be  promptly  and  efficiently  corrected.  There  should  exist  a  State  authority 
empowered  to  remedy  these  evils  and  to  distribute  equally  the  burdens  of 
State  taxation.  Under  the  present  system  values  are  assessed  entirely  by 
local  authorities  and  the  State  has  no  power  to  make  corrections  even  when 
the  Injustice  is  gross  and  apparent.  Communities  can  and  many  do  now 
escape  a  fair  share  of  their  taxation  by  low  assessments.  Others  realizing 
the  extent  of  this  practice  and  seeking  to  remedy  the  injustice  adopt  them- 
selves very  low  valuations.     These  conditions  should  not  continue. 

After  considering  maturely  the  many  plans  proposed,  I  have  concluded 
that  the  State  can  in  a  very  simple,  direct  and  efficient  way  correct  this 
great  evil.  Under  the  present  law  copies  of  the  books  of  the  commissioners 
of  revenue,  containing  the  yearly  assessments  of  personal  property,  and 
copies  of  the  books  of  the  land  assessors,  containing  the  assessment  of 
real  estate,  are  sent  to  the  Auditor.  From  these  are  estimated  the  taxes 
due  the  State  by  county  and  city  treasurers.  If  a  law  should  be  passed 
requiring  these  assessments  to  have  the  approval  of  the  State  Auditor  before 
they  become  operative  the  existing  inequality  and  injustice  could  be  sub- 
stantially corrected.  The  Auditor  could  determine  a  uniform  proportion  of 
cash  value  of  property,  real  and  personal,  to  be  assessed  for  the  purpose 
of  State  taxation;  when  this  rate  of  uniform  valuation  was  violated  by  a 
commissioner  or  the  revenue  or  land  assessor,  so  that  he  could  not  approve 
the  books,  then  the  Auditor  should  be  directed  to  send  the  books  back  for 
correction,  and  if  not  properly  corrected  or  returned  within  a  certain  time 
the  Auditor  should  be  authorized  to  make  the  assessment  for  State  taxes, 
the  same  to  be  as  effective  as  if  made  by  the  commissioner  of  revenue  or 
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land  assessor,  with  the  privilege  of  persons,  feeling  themselves  aggrieved, 
having  the  same  corrected  in  the  court  of  the  county  or  city  where  the 
property  is  located,  precisely  as  under  the  present  law. 

I  believe  this  would  be  very  effective,  and  would  produce  substantial 
uniformity  within  the  State.  An  examination  of  present  inequalities  clearly 
discloses  that  they  consist  not  of  inequalities  among  individuals  in  the 
same  county,  city  or  section,  but  of  inequalities  in  fixing  the  proportion  of 
cash  valuation  in  the  different  counties,  cities  and  sections.  This  would 
be  eliminated  by  the  Auditor  enforcing  a  uniform  percentage  of  cash  valua- 
tion for  the  entire  State.  The  very  fact  that  the  Auditor  would  have  to 
approve  the  assessments  would  induce  the  officers  to  make  them  just,  fair 
and  reasonable.  I  believe  this  would  be  so  effective  in  producing  the  desired 
results  that  the  authority  of  the  Auditor  would  have  to  be  very  rarely 
invoked. 

One  of  the  advantages  of  this  proposed  plan  is  that  it  utilizes  one  of 
our  best  organized  and  most  experienced  and  capable  departments  of  State 
government.  A  department  which  has  long  had  successful  control  of  such 
matters  and  which  by  providing  for  a  small  increase  of  force  could  most 
effectively  and  satisfactorily  do  this  work.  It  would  save  the  State  the 
uncertainty  and  the  great  expense  always  incident  to  the  creation  of  a 
new  department.  It  would  leave  to  local  officials  the  performance  of  this 
work,  as  now  exists,  provided  they  did  it  fairly  and  well.  Before  exercising 
the  State  power  the  local  authorities  would  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
correct  any  inequalities.  Persons  aggrieved  by  State  assessments  could 
obtain  relief  promptly  in  their  home  courts.  This  proposed  plan  has  the 
advantage  of  being  simple,  direct,  inexpensive  and  would  be  administered  by 
tried  and  trained  officials.  Much  of  the  information  needed  already  exists 
in  the  Auditor's  office.  He  would  be  as  capable  as  any  of  employing,  when 
needed,  competent  assistants.  If  enacted,  I  believe  the  good  results  achieved 
would  promptly  and  completely  vindicate  its  effectiveness  in  producing 
uniformity  of  taxation,  and  obtaining  for  the  State  much  revenue  of  which 
she  is  now  unjustly  deprived.  As  the  time  is  near  approaching  when  there 
will  be  a  reassessment  of  real  estate,  which  will  be  the  basis  of  taxation 
for  the  five  succeeding  years,  I  wish  to  urge  upon  the  General  Assembly 
the  imperative  necessity  of  legislating  upon  this  matter  at  this  session. 

There  exists  in  this  State  a  great  need  for  a  well-equipped  accounting 
department.  All  the  different  departments  of  the  executive  government,  all 
the  various  State  institutions,  should  be  required  to  settle  annually  with 
this  department,  and  have  their  books  and  accounts  completely  examined. 
It  should  be  directed  when  necessary  to  visit  and  examine  the  accounts  and 
books  of  persons  and  officials  indebted  to  the  State,  and  see  that  their  ac- 
counts are  properly  kept,  and  that  the  amounts  due  the  State  are  fully  and 
promptly  paid.  It  should  be  authorized  to  prepare  a  proper  and  scientific 
system  of  bookkeeping  for  the  various  State  departments  and  institutions. 
This  department  could  be  most  beneficially  utilized  by  the  Governor  in 
making  examinations  of  the  ccndition  of  institutions,  which  are  placed  by 
law  under  his  supervision.  Its  services  would  also  be  invaluable  to  the 
joint  auditing  committee  of  the  House  and  Senate. 

There  is  much  other  important  work  that  readily  suggests  itself  that 
this  department  could  successfully  do.  I  would  recommend  that  it  be  or- 
ganized with  an  accountant  and  an  assistant,  and  a  reasonable  appropriation 
for  traveling  and  contingent  expenses.  If  it  should  be  disclosed  that  a  larger 
force  is  necessary  to  do  the  work  promptly  and  efficiently,  this  can  be  pro- 
vided in  the  future.  It  is  wise  and  economical  to  create  departments  to  do 
the  immediate  pressing  work,  then  let  them  Increase  In  proportion  and  In 
the  direction  that  exneriftnce  shows  is  best  and  most  needed.  The  savings 
and  benefits  that  would  inevitably  come  to  the  State  from  this  source  would 
far  exceed  the  small  expenditure  required. 

It  Is  estimated  that  last  year  our  agricultural  products  amounted  to 
$209,000,000.00.  An  Interest  of  such  magnitude,  of  such  vast  Importance 
to  the  State,  should  receive  most  generous  consideration  and  assistance. 
In  addition  to  continuing  the  many  present  policies  of  agricultural  develop- 
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ment,  which  has  been  most  beneficial,  I  recommend  that  this  commendable 
work  be  further  advanced.  The  demonstrative  and  experimental  work 
should  be  extended  in  the  different  counties  and  sections.  Thus  the  agri- 
cultural products  particularly  suited  to  the  various  parts  of  the  State  could 
be  scientifically  and  successfully  developed  with  most  beneficial  results. 
An  appropriation  should  be  made  to  enable  the  Agricultural  Department  to 
co-operate  with  the  Federal  Government  in  its  soil  survey  work.  This  should 
be  begun  immediately  and  continue  until  the  entire  State  has  been  mapped. 
By  thus  co-operating  the  work  can  be  done  economically,  speedily  and  scien- 
tifically. There  is  an  urgent  necessity  for  a  complete  and  scientific  soil 
survey  of  the  State,  and  the  results  accruing  from  it  would  be  most  profit- 
able and  beneficial. 

I  would  also  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  the  formation  of 
several  movable  agricultural  schools,  to  teach  the  farmers  in  the  various 
sections  of  the  State  practical,  scientific  farming.  The  courses  in  these 
schools  should  be  limited  to  one  or  several  weeks.  The  teachers  in  these 
schools  should  consist  of  experts  in  the  various  kinds  of  agriculture.  Such 
schools  would  enable  our  farming  communities  to  obtain  a  scientific  course 
of  study  and  practical  demonstrations  in  agriculture  from  experienced  ex- 
perts without  cost,  and  without  the  necessity  of  leaving  home,  which  is 
impossible  for  a  vast  majority  of  the  farmers.  Thus,  without  being  com^ 
pelled  to  abandon  home  operations,  the  farmers  could  learn  the  best  and 
most  approved  methods  of  preparing  and  cultivating  lands,  of  raising 
cereals,  grains,  tobacco  and  vegetables;  of  selecting  and  breeding  horses  and 
cattle,  and  the  treatment  of  their  diseases;  the  proper  and  most  profitable 
use  of  fertilizers,  the  best  way  of  making  cream  and  butter,  the  best  and 
most  scientific  method  of  improving  land,  and  the  many  other  important 
features  of  agriculture.  These  schools  could  also  teach  the  laws  of  health 
and  sanitation  appertaining  to  rural  life.  After  these  schools  had  given 
the  short  courses  in  one  community  they  could  readily  move  to  another. 
The  demands  for  them  would  far  exceed  the  ability  to  supply.  The  benefits 
of  these  schools  would  accrue  to  the  present  generation,  and  would  be  im- 
mediate and  immense.  It  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  modern  idea 
of  carrying  education  to  the  people.  The  State  would  incur  no.  expense 
except  in  the  employment  of  the  expert  teachers  for  the  schools.  I  would 
suggest  that  these  schools  be  under  the  joint  control  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  President 
of  the  Virginia  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  and  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute. This  would  insure  the  co-operation  and  united  action  of  the  State 
agricultural  forces,  and  besides  the  school  buildings  and  the  vast,  well- 
organized  machinery  of  the  public  school  system  could  be  promptly  and 
successfully  utilized.  I  earnestly  recommend  that  this  General  Assembly 
create  one  or  several  such  schools.  I  am  satisfied  the  experiment  will  prove 
most  successful  and  profitable. 

There  has  existed  for  some  time  the  necessity  for  a  better  kitchen  and 
dining  room  at  the  State  Prison.  The  laws  of  sanitation  imperatively  demand 
these  improvements.  The  present  method  of  feeding  the  prisoners  is  not 
only  detrimental  to  health,  but  also  wasteful  and  degrading.  The  increased 
earnings  of  the  prison  produced  by  the  increased  health  of  the  prisoners 
would  soon  pay  for  this  expenditure. 

I  wish  to  recommend  to  you  the  advisability  of  making  the  Epileptic 
Colony  in  process  of  construction  in  Amherst  county  an  entirely  separate 
institution,  with  an  independent  board  of  directors,  and  disconnected  from 
the  hospital  asylum  system  for  the  insane.  The  inmates  and  the  treatment 
accorded  in  this  institution  will  be  different  from  the  others.  Besides,  the 
time  now  required  for  the  members  of  the  boards  of  the  hospitals  to  attend 
the  many  special  and  general  meetings  and  efliciently  discharge  their  duties 
is  most  exacting  and  is  all  that  could  be  demanded  or  expected,  without 
imposing  on  them  the  additional  care  and  burden  of  this  institution.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  best  results  will  be  achieved  and  the  m^st  efficient  admin- 
istration obtained  if  this  be  made  a  distinct  institution  with  a  separate 
management 
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The  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  desires  to  be  and  it  should  be  relieved  of 
the  great  burden  of  examining  and  licensing  attorneys  at  law  in  this  State. 
This  court,  without  receiving  an  additional  compensation,  has  for  years  faith- 
fully and  efficiently  discharged  this  duty.  Two  examinations  are  held  each 
year,  one  at  Richmond  and  one  at  Wytheville,  during  the  terms  of  the  court. 
Last  year  220  applicants  were  examined.  This  entailed  a  very  onerous 
task  upon  the  court,  which  Is  already  very  heavily  worked  on  account  of 
the  greatly  increased  litigation  occasioned  by  the  State's  immense  material 
development.  I  recommend  that  the  examining  and  licensing  of  attorneys 
at  law  be  given  to  a  board  composed  of  five  persons,  appointed  by  the 
Governor.  The  expenses  of  this  board  could  be  easily  met  by  requiring 
the  payment  of  a  small  sum  by  each  applicant 

The  General  Assembly  should  by  suitable  enactments  make  more  definite 
and  effective  the  powers  of  the  Health  Department;  provide  for  the  registra- 
tion of  deaths;  for  reporting  contagious  diseases,  and  for  protecting  the 
streams  and  water  supplies  of  the  State  from  pollution. 

I  recommend  the  formation  of  Juvenile  Courts  and  the  enactment  of 
probation  laws  to  prevent  the  confinement  of  children  In  jails  and  prisons. 
Many  children  by  short  terms  of  incarceration  have  been  made  confirmed 
criminals.  The  State  should  endeavor  more  to  reform  than  merely  to 
punish  these.  Wherever  tried  the  Juvenile  Courts  and  probation  laws  have 
been  very  successful,  not  only  in  the  reformation  of  the  criminals,  but  also 
In  the  prevention  of  crime.  I  wish  to  urge  upon  the  General  Assembly  the 
granting  of  aid  for  the  formation  of  a  reformatory  for  delinquent  girls. 
The  Laurel  Reformatory  for  boys  has  been  most  successful  and  beneficial. 
Wisdom,  Justice  and  fairness  demand  a  like  one  for  the  girls. 

The  work  of  collecting  the  Confederate  records,  which  has  been  so  suc- 
cessfully prosecuted  by  the  present  Secretary  of  Virginia  Military  Records, 
should  be  continued  until  completed.  These  valuable  records,  precious 
memorials  of  Virginia's  valor  and  patriotism,  unless  now  gathered  and  pre- 
served will  be  forever  lost. 

Satisfied  after  careful  and  thoughtful  consideration  and  refiection  that 
these  recommendations  would  be  promotive  of  the  best  interest  of  the  State, 
largely  contribute  to  her  continued  material,  educational  and  moral  advance, 
I  present  them  to  you,  feeling  assured  that  they  will  receive  such  considera- 
tion and  approval  as  your  wisdom  and  patriotism  may  determine.

The  Speaker  and  clerk  signed  the  Journal  as  provided  by 
Rule  3. 

Mr.  James  L.  Kemper  presented  himself  at  the  clerk's  desk 
and  took  and  subscribed  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  presented  to  the- 
House  the  abstracts  of  returns  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Treasurer,  Attorney-General  and  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Mr.  Jennings  offered  the  following  joint  resolution : 
Resolved,  (the  Senate  concurring).  That  the  General 
Assembly  convene  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates  on 
this  day  at  12:30  o'clock  P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  counting 
the  vote  cast  on  the  second  day  of  November,  1909,  for 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Attorney-General,  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  State  Treasurer  of  Common- 
wealth, respectively,  and  to  declare  who  is  elected,  and  that 
the  following  rules  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  joint 
Assembly : 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly 
the  Senators,  accompanied  by  the  President  and  (Jerk  of  the 
Senate,  shall  proceed  to  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates, 
and  shall  be  received  by  the  Delegates  standing,  appropriate 
seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  Senators  by  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  of  the  House. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  the 
presiding  officer  at  the  joint  assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be 
necessary  for  him  to  vacate  the  chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  or  in  case  of  his  abscene,  by 
such  member  of  the  joint  assembly  as  the  Speaker  may  desig- 
nate. 

3.  The  Sergeant-  at-Arms,  Doorkeepers  and  Pages  of  the 
House  shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 
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4-  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  Clerk  of  the  joint 
assembly,  and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate, 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  far  as  appli- 
cable, shall  be  the  rules  of  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  meets  to  count  the  votes  for 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Attorney-General,  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  State  Treasurer,  respectively,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  open  the  returns  from 
the  several  counties  and  corporations,  and  as  each  county  or 
corporation  is  announced,  a  Senator  and  Delegate  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall 
receive  said  returns  and  count  the  votes.  They  shall  deliver 
the  result  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  who  shall 
embody  the  several  results  in  a  general  statement.  There- 
upon a  committee  of  one  Senator  and  one  Delegate  shall  add 
up  the  entire  vote  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Attor- 
ney-General, Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  State 
Treasurer,  respectively,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Delegates  shall  announce  and  declare  thereupon  who  is  elected. 

7.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly  the  names  of  the 
Senators  shall  be  called  first,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then 
the  names  of  the  delegates  in  like  order,  except  the  name  of 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  called  last. 

8.  If,  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained 
that  a  majority  of  each  house  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly 
may  take  measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of  absentees  or 
adjourn  until  the  succeeding  day,  as  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent may  determine. 

9.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns  the  Senators,  accom- 
panied by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return 
to  their  chamber,  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  proceed 
in  the  same  order  as  when  interrupted  by  the  entrance  of  the 
Senators.

ments can  be  easily  and  readily  seen  and  ascertained  in  the 
reading  of  the  bills. 
Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  hour  of  12:30  o'clock  having  arrived,  being  the  time 
fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  General  Assembly  to  count 
the  votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  State  Treasurer.

The  Senate  has  passed  Senate  Joint  Resolution  in  relation 
to  the  election  of  Senators  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
in  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates.

The  Speaker  laid  the  resolution  as  follows  before  the 
House : 

RESOLUTION. 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That  the 
two  houses  proceed,  on  Tuesday,  the  25th  inst.,  at  1  o'clock 
P.  M.,  to  elect  a  Senator  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States^ 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  in  relation 
to  the  election  of  Senators  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  term  of  six  years,  commencing  on  March  4, 
1911,  and  that  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Delegates,  when  convened  in  joint  assembly  for 
the  election  of  Senators  in  Congress  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  At  the  hour  of  12  o'clock  meredian  on  Wednesday,  the 
26th  instant,  the  hour  fixed  by  law  for  the  meeting  of  the 
joint  assembly,  the  Senators,  accompanied  by  the  President 
of  the  Senate  and  the.  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  proceed  to  the 
hall  of  the  House  of  Delegate  and  shall  be  received  by  the 
delegates  standing.  The  Speaker  shall  vacate  the  chair,  which 
shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the  Senate;  appropriate 
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seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  Senators  by  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  of  the  House. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  be  President  of  the 
joint  assembly;  in  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to 
vacate  the  chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  Speaker  of 
the  House,  or  in  hJs  absenctc,  by  such  member  of  the  joint 
2if?sembly  as  tlie  President  may  designate. 

3.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  clerk  of  the  joint  as- 
sembly and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate.  He 
shall  enter  the  proceedings  of  the  joint  assembly  in  the 
Journal  of  the  House  and  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  clerk  of 
the  Senate,  who  shall  also  enter  them  on  the  Journal  of  the 
Senate. 

4.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  doorkeeper  and  pages  of  the 
House  shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  far  as  appli- 
cable, shall  be  the  rules  of  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  first  meets,  as  provided  for 
by  the  Acts  of  Congress,  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Delegates  for  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read.  If,  when 
the  Journal  shall  be  read,  it  shall  appear  that  the  same  per- 
son shall  have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  house 
for  Senator  the  result  shall  be  declared  by  the  President. 

7.  If  no  person  shall  have  received  a  majority  in  each 
House,  the  joint  assembly  shall  then  proceed  to  vote  viva  voce 
for  a  Senator,  as  provided  in  the  Act  of  Congress,  and  no 
motion  fc^r  adjournment  shall  be  in  order  (on  any  day)  until 
at  least  one  vote  shall  have  been  taken. 

8.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly  the  names  of 
the  Senators  shall  be  called  first  in  alphabetical  order,  and 
then  the  names  of  the  Delegates  in  like  order,  except  that 
the  name  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  called  last. 

9.  "When  the  election  shall  be  made  as  required,  the  joint 
assembly  shall  adjourn  sine  die,  the  result  shall  be  certified 
by  the  President  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Joint  Assembly  to  the 
Governor. 

10.  If  no  election  shall  be  made,  the  joint  assembly,  when 
it  adjourn,  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  twelve  o'clock  meridian 
on  the  succeeding  day. 

11.  If,  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascer- 
tained that  a  majority  of  each  House  is  not  present,  the  joint 
assembly  may  take  measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of 
«b^enteec,  or  adjourn  until  the  succeeding  day,  as  a  majority 
of  them  may  determine. 

12.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns,  the  Senators,  ac-

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The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  following  commnni- 
"  cation  from  the  Governor: 

To  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  duly  certified  copy  of  the  Resoltt- 
tlon  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  proposing  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  he  submitted  to  the  Legislatures  of  the 
yariouB  States  for  consideration,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Federal  Constitution. 

The  resolution  and  proposed  amendment  is  as  follows: 

"'Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two-thirds 
of  each  House  concurring  therein),  That  the  following  article  is 
proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  which,  when  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths 
of  the  several  States,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
as  a  part  of  the  Constitution: 

Article  XVI.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and 
collect  taxes  on  incomes,  from  whatever  source  derived,  without 
apportionment  among  the  several* States,  and  without  regard  to 
any  census  or  enumeration." 

The  effect  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  to  confer  upon  the  Federal 
Governineiit  the  power  to  impose  and  collect  revenue  upon  incomes.    There 
has  existed  much  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  under  the  present 
Constitution,   the  Federal   Government   is  possessed  of  such   power.     The 
Federal   Government,  for  many   years,   collected   much   revenue  from   this 
source.     Some  years  ago  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  by  a 
divided  court,  decided  that  the  Federal  Government  had  no  such  .«Dwer  con- 
ferred.    This  decision  has  left  the  matter  vague,  indefinite  and  uncertain, 
and  entirely  dependent  upon  judicial  interpretation  and  decision.    The  Su- 
preme Court  may  at  any  time  reverse  its  last  decision  upon  this  matter, 
.as  the  members  constituting  the  court  are  being  constantly  changed.     It  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  that  it  should  be  determined  clearly  and  explicitly 
whether  the  Federal  Government  is  possessed  of  this  power. 

The  proposed  amendment  will  accomplish  this  end.  It  will  confer  upon 
the  legislative  power  of  the  government  the  power  to  collect  such  taxes, 
unrestrained  by  a  changing  court.  It  will  remove  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  on  this  subject  from  the  arena  of  political  contention  and 
strife.  This  is  a  result  greatly  to  be  desired.  Beside,  justice  and  fairness 
demand  that  the  Federal  Government  should  not  only  have  power,  but  should 
also  collect  a  large  part  of  its  revenue  by  a  fair  tax  upon  incomes.  The 
expenditures  of  the  Federal  Government  are  rapidly  increasing  each  year. 
At  present  most  of  its  vast  revenue  is  collected  by  a  tax  upon  consumption, 
thus  the  people  are  taxed  upon  what  they  need,  not  on  what  they  possess. 
A  fair  system  of  taxation  should  be  based  on  the  abundance  of  the  people 
and  not  on  their  necessities.  A  tax  upon  consumption  works  to  the  great 
disadvantage  of  the  masses  of  the  people,  who  are 'made  to  bear  an  unfair 
IMtrt  of  the  burden  of  taxation.  The  present  greatly  increased  cost  of  living 
in  almost  every  direction  bears  unmistakable  testimony  to  the  evil  effects 
accruing  from  placing  upon  consumption  the  very  heavy  burdens  of  Federal 
taxation.  A  fair  tax  upon  incomes  makes  the  government  share  in  the 
prosperity  of  its  citizens.  This  kind  of  government  exaction  only  comes 
from  those  able  to  pay.  Labor,  commerce,  business  and  enterprise  are  to 
this  extent  relieved  from  governmental  burdens. 

Given  the  power  to  collect  income  tax  the  Federal  Government  could 
increase  or  decrease  its  revenue,  according  to  its  necessities,  without  creating 
business  uncertainties  and  disturbances,  which  invariably  occur  upon  a 
modification  of  our  tariff  system. 
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The  Federal  Government  has  long  needed  a  system  of  taxation  like  this^ 
to  Increase  or  reduce  Its  revenue  promptly  and  efficiently,  without  business* 
derangements.  Most  of  the  large  governments  of  the  world  possess  this 
power  and  collect  much  revenue  from  this  source. 

No  substantial  reason  exists  why  our  government  should  be  deprived 
of  the  power  of  imposing  a  tax  so  just  and  fair.  It  must  be  presumed  that 
the  Federal  Government  in  the  exercise  of  this  power  will  be  reasonable 
and  have  the  utmost  regard  for  the  rights  and  best  interest  of  the  States. 
It  is  an  unwarranted  fright  to  imagine  that  Congress  (one  House  of  which 
consists  of  Representatives  elected  from  districts  fixed  by  the  Legislatures 
of  the  States,  and  the  other  consisting  of  Senators  elected  directly  to  repre- 
sent their  respective  States)  would  in  the  imposition  of  taxes  under  this 
proposed  amendment  permit  any  burdens  or  legislation  which  would  be 
destructive  of  either  the  rights  or  best  interests  of  the  States.  The  con- 
stituencies controlling  Congress,  under  our  system  of  government,  would 
preclude  the  possibilities  of  any  such  danger. 

Many  other  cogent  reasons  readily  present  themselves  for  conferring 
upon  the  Federal  Government  the  power  contained  in  the  proposed  Constitu- 
tional amendment. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  promptly 
grant  its  approval  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution.

COMMONWEALTH  OP  VIRGINIA, 
Govern OB*s  Office, 
Richmond,  Va.,  January  22,  1910. 
To  the  General  Assemhlj/: 

In  pursuance  of  the  Constitution,  and  in  accordance  with  the  act  ap- 
proved March  17,  1906,  I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  auditing  com- 
mittee of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  which,  when  completed,  was 
submitted  to  me  as  required  by  law.  As  soon  as  I  received  the  information 
contained  in  said  report  that  the  books  in  the  Second  Auditor's  Office  were 
not  in  good  condition,  nor  properly  kept,  I  immediately  employed  Hon. 
Carlton  McCarthy,  an  expert  accountant,  and  authorized  him  to  employ  his 
assistants  and  proceed  at  once  to  have  the  books  properly  written  up  and 
post  id,  and  a  suitable  and  scientific  system  of  bookkeeping  inaugurated  in 
that  office;  that  he  must  make  a  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  office,  and  have  a  proper  settlement  with  the  Second  Auditor; 
that  he  settle  up  and  balance  all  the  accounts  required  to  be  kept  in  that 
office  thoroughly  and  make  a  report  upon  all  the  funds  and  securities  in 
the  control  of  that  office.  The  Second  Auditor  promptly  and  willingly  con- 
curred in  this  action  on  my  part. 

Mr.  McCarthy  at  once  proceeded  to  carry  out  the  instructions  given  him 
by  me.  In  a  report  which  he  made  on  January  12,  1910,  he  stated  that  the 
books  in  the  office  have  been  completely  written  up  and  a  suitable  and 
scientific  system  of  bookkeeping  inaugurated,  and  that  he  found  all  the 
funds  and  securities  there  correct  and  right.  Every  possible  assistance  was 
rendered  Mr.  McCarthy  by  the  Second  Auditor  and  his  clerks  In  the  success- 
ful accomplishment  of  the  work.  The  funds  and  books  are  now  In  every 
respect  in  a  suitable  and  desirable  condition. 

The  Second  Auditor  has  for  sometime  requested  that  he  be  given  an 
expert  bookkeeper  to  keep  the  many  and  important  transactions  which  neces- 
sarily pass  through  his  office.  I  urge  upon  the  General  Assembly  the  im- 
portance of  providing  for  the  Second  Auditor's  office  an  experienced  and 
expert  accountant.  The  transactions  of  the  office  should  be  kept,  settled  and 
balanced  daily  by  an  expert  accountant 
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Tho  office  has  control  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  State,  the  funding  of  the 
debt,  the  payment  of  interest,  the  control  of  the  Literary  Fund,  the  Miller 
Fund,  the  transactions  of  the  Sinking  Fund  commissioners,  the  loan  of 
money  by  the  State  for  the  construction  of  school  buildings,  and  the  account- 
ing of  the  public  school  funds.  With  so  many  varied  and  important  mat- 
ters passing  through  the  office  It  is  very  urgent  that  a  most  experienced 
bookkeeper  should  h?.ve  control  of  the  accounting  of  this  department.  The 
office  is  now  in  a  good  conditon,  and  in  order  for  it  to  be  continued  in  this 
good  condition  it  is  important  that  an  expert  bookkeeper  should  be  furnished 
to  the  Second  Auditor. 

I  \iish  to  say  that  the  Second  Auditor  has  faithfully  and  efficiently 
discharged  his  duties,  nd  has  shown  wisdom  and  good  judgment  in  the  invest- 
ment and  control  of  the  funds  in  his  hands.  The  failure  to  have  his  accounts 
and  transactions  properly  kept,  settled  and  balanced  was  due  to  the  failure 
to  have  an  expert  bookkeeper  to  have  general  control  of  the  bookkeeping  and 
the  settlement  of  the  transactions  in  his  office. 

In  addition  to  the  report  of  the  Joint  Auditing  Committee,  I  also  here- 
with transmit  the  report  of  Hon.  Carlton  McCarthy,  in  connection  with  the 
work  done  by  him  under  my  direction.

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  following  com- 
munication from  the  Governor: 

To  the  (General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Hon.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  and  Dr. 
Robert  D.  Fulton,  Superintendent  of  the  Miller  School,  have  called  to  my 
attention  a  large  claim  which  the  State  of  Virginia  has  against  the  Federal 
Government,  arising  from  the  cession  to  the  United  States  of  the  vast 
territory  once  possessed  by  this  Commonwealth  north  of  the  Ohio  River. 
Dr.  Fulton  has,  at  the  request  of  Superintendent  Eggleston  and  myself,  for 
Bome  time  been  making  a  thorough  Investigation  of  this  matter,  and  has 
compiled  a  complete  and  detailed  statement  of  this  claim,  which  appears 
to  establish  its  Justice  and  legality,  and  imposing  upon  me  the  duty  of 
transmitting  the  facts  and  information  obtained  by  him  to  you  for  consid- 
eration and  action. 

Prominent  Virginians,  including  Commodore  Maury,  and  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  Dr.  William  H.  RufFner,  have  presented  in  writings 
and  reports  this  claim  of  the  State  of  Virginia. 

Succinctly  stated,  the  claim  presented  is  as  follows:  The  vast  territory 
north  of  the  Ohio  River  was  included  in  Virginia's  original  charter  of  1609, 
which  charter  was  prior  to  the  charter  of  any  other  State's,  and  which 
territory  was  included  in  the  boundaries  of  Virginia  when  she  asserted  her 
independence  and  organized  her  government  as  a  sovereign  State  in  1776. 
ThiB  territory,  in  addition  to  being  Virgini^/s  by  charter  rights,  became 
hers  also  by  conquest,  since  it  was  conquered  from  the  British  by  Virginia 
troops  commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Virginia.  The  expenses 
incurred  by  those  troops  in  this  conquest  were  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  this  Commonwealth.  Virginia  was  in  actual  possession  and  control  of 
this  territory  until  her  cession  to  the  Federal  Government  and  the  accept- 
ance of  her  cession  by  the  Federal  Government.  Prior  to  this  cession 
this  territory  was  organized  as  the  county  of  Illinois  and  held  as. a  part 
of  the  State.  Thus  by  charter  rights,  by  conquest,  and  by  actual 
possession,  this  territory  ceded  constituted  a  part  of  Virginia.  The 
fact  that  the  United  States  Government  derived  title  to  this  vast  territory 
by  cession  and  deed  of  conveyance  made  by  Virginia  to  the  United  States 
Government  has  been  clearly  and  distinctly  recognized  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  Handley's  Lessee  v.  Anthony,  5th  Wheaton, 
page  374.  In  this  case,  the  opinion  of  which  was  rendered  by  Chief  Justice 
Marshall,  the  court  decided  in  fixing  the  boundary  lines  between  the  State 
of  Kentucky  and  the  State  of  Indiana  .that  the  boundary  line  of  Indiana 
must  be  determined  by  the  cession  made  by  the  State  of  Virginia  to  the 
United  States  Government  and  the  terms  and  limitations  contained  in  that 
cession,  since  the  title  of  the  United  States  to  the  territory  was  derived 
from  this  cession  of  the  State  of  Virginia.  The  opinion  of  this  court 
*'a«  further  sustained  by  the  general  court  of  Virginia  in  the  case  of 
Commonwealth  v.  Cktrner,  3rd  Gratton,  page  655.  Thus  the  prior  rights  of 
Virginia  to  this  territory  has  been  judicially  determined. 

In  the  act  of  Virginia  making  the  cession  of  this  large  territory  to  the 
United  States  and  in  the  deed  of  conveyance,  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  executed  by  her  representatives  in  the  Continental 
Congress,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Samuel  Hardy,  Arthur  Lee  and  James  Monroe, 
according  to  her  directions,  were  contained  certain  conditions,  which  con- 
ditions the  Federal  Government  accepted.  Among  the  conditions  thus 
enumerated  and  accepted  by  the  Federal  Government,  was  the  following: 
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"That  all  the  land  within  the  territory  so  ceded  to  the  United  Stetes, 
and  not  reserved  or  appropriated  to  any  of  the  before  mentioned  pur- 
poses or  disposed  of  in  bounties  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
American  Army  shall  be  considered  as  common  fund  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  such  of  the  United  States  as  have  been  or  shall  become 
members  oi  the  Confederation  or  Federal  Alliance  of  the  said  States, 
Virginia   inclusive,   according   to   their   usual    respective    ^vroportions 
in  the  general  charge  and  expenditure  and  shall  be  faithfully  and 
bone  fide  disposed  of  for  that  purpose  and  for  no  other  use  and  pur- 
pose w'^atsoever." 
The  United  States  Government,  through  Congress,  has  uniformly  recog- 
nized that  this  territory  ceded  T^as  derived  from  Virginia,   and   that  she 
was  bound  by  the  conditions  contained  in  the  act  of  cession.     Desirous  of 
changing  some  of  the  conditions  ccntained  in  the  act  of  cession  regarding 
the  establishment  of  new  States  in  the  ceded  territory,  she  requested  Vir- 
ginia to  make  some  alterations  in  these  conditions,  which  Virgin  la  consented 
to,   permitting  the  creaticn  of  States  different   frcm   the  original   cession. 
By  requesting  Virginia  to  make  this  change.  Congress  recognized  that  she 
had  no  right  even  in  the  creation  of  the  States  in  this  territory  to  alter  the 
terms  of  the  original  act  of  conveyance,  without  the  consent  of  the  State 
of  Virginia. 

Out  of  this  territory  ceded  by  Virginia  were  formed  the  States  of  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Illinois.  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  a  portion  of  Minnesota.  The 
United  States  received  by  this  cession  170,208.623  acres  of  land.  Of  this  land 
some  was  appropriated  to  comply  with  the  conditions  contained  in  the  act 
of  cession  accepted,  other  than  the  one  above  stated.  The  largest  portion 
of  it  was  sold  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  used 
in  payment  of  the  public  debt,  and  in  the  payment  of  Federal  expenditures. 
It  may  possibly  be  contended  that  this  portion  was,  under  the  terms  of  the 
cession,  used  for  the  benefit  of  all  States,  as  contained  in  the  cession  made 
by  Virginia.  But,  contrary  to  the  expressed  conditions  contained  in  the  act 
of  cession.  Congress  at  different  times,  in  the  aggregate,  appropriated 
38,868,212  acres  of  land  and  $2,953,654.70,  derived  from  the  sale  of  these 
public  lands,  entirely  to  local  uses  within  these  six  States.  These  amounts 
of  land  and  money  were  appropriated  for  local  school  purposes,  construction 
of  canals,  improvement  of  local  roads  and  other  purposes  within  these 
States,  entirely  local.  Thus  it  appears  that  more  than  one-fifth  of  the 
lands  ceded  by  Virginia  under  definite  provisions  and  conditions,  reserving 
to  Virginia  an  interest  in  them,  has  been  disposed  of  in  ways  that  have 
given  no  "use  and  benefit"  to  Virginia,  as  distinctly  reserved  for  her  in  her 
act  of  cession.  At  the  time  that  Virginia  ceded  her  western  territory  to 
the  United  States  Virginia's  proportion  of  the  general  charge  and  expendi- 
ture was  about  one-seventh  of  the  whole,  and  thus  her  reserved  interest  in 
the  lands  not  specifically  applied  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the  deed  of 
concession  was  about  one-seventh.  The  value  of  this  land  donated  to  local 
uses  (amounting  to  38,868,212  acres),  ccmputed  at  $2.00  per  acre,  which 
was  the  price  fixed  by  Congress  when  it  was  first  offered  for  sale,  would 
be  $77,736,424.00.  This  added  to  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  of 
$2,958,654.00  would  make  the  total  value  of  the  donation  for  local  purposes, 
clearly  contrary  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  cession,  amount  to  $80,690.- 
078.00.  Subject  to  such  claims  as  might  exist  in  behalf  of  Kentucky  and 
West  Virginia,  which  were  then  a  part  of  Virginia,  Virginia  has  a  right 
to  demand  of  the  Federal  Goverrment  her  part  of  these  lands  and  money, 
which  Congress  appropriated  entirely  to  local  uses  and  for  which  Virginia 
received  no  benefit. 

The  full  statement  of  Dr.  Fulton,  which  I  file  with  this  message,  indi- 
cates other  large  and  fair  claims  of  Virginia,  which  the  limit  necessarily 
given  to  this  message  precludes  me  frcm  mentioning.  Though  reserving 
to  herself  a  fair  share  of  the  use  and  b3n«2fits  to  be  derived  from  these  many 
millions  of  acres  of  land,  it  appears  that  Virginia  has  never  received  an 
acre  of  land  nor  a  cent  of  money  from  this  source.    The  Federal  Government 
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accepted  by  resolution  this  cession  of  Virginia  containing  these  conditions, 
and  is  bcund  in  law  and  equity  to  discharge  the  obligations  of  the  compact 
made  with  Virginia.  The  United  States  has  fully  recognized  her  obligations 
to  comply  with  all  the  conditions  imposed  in  the  Virginia  conveyance,  and 
cession,  by  fulfilling  all  except  the  one  reserving  to  Virginia  a  share  in  the 
use  and  benefits  of  all  these  lands.  Virginia  should  insist  that  this  should 
be  complied  \^ith.  As  a  party  to  the  compact  she  is  the  proper  party  to 
make  this  demand. 

I  commend  to  your  most  careful  consideration  the  very  valuable  and 
Interesting  history  of  this  transaction  and  the  claims  of  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia upon  the  Federal  Government,  which  has  been  so  industriously  and. 
carefully  complied  by  Dr.  Fulton.  I  have  no  opportunity  to  make  a  careful 
personal  examination  of  the  statements  contained  in  the  documents  sub- 
mitted to  me,  hence  I  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia 
refer  this  matter  to  an  appropriate  committee  for  examination  and  report. 
If  the  ccnclusions  reached  by  that  committee  concur  with  those  contained. 
in  the  statements  and  facts  presented  herewith,  I  then  recommend  that 
the  General  Assembly  authorize  her  representatives  In  Congress  to  take  such 
action  as  they  may  think  proper  to  have  this  claim  of  Virginia  against 
the  Federal  Government  fairly  and  justly  settled,  and  that  the  Attorney- 
General  of  this  State  be  directed  to  co-operate  with  them  and  to  take  such 
action  as  he  may  think  the  best  interest  of  Virginia  demands. 

I  transmit  with  this  message  a  full  statement  of  the  facts  and  conclu- 
sions obtained  by  Dr.  Fulton  in  his  research  and  investigation,  with  letters 
from  Superintendent  Eggleston  and  Dr.  Fulton.

Mr.  MoRae  moved  to  discharge  the  Committee  on  Finance 
from  the  further  consideration  of  House  bill  **To  appropriate 
$65,000.00,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  pay 
the  pensions  of  soldiers  and  the  widows  of  soldiers  who  are 
on  the  pension  list  and  whose  pensions  have  not  been  paid.'' 

Which  was  rejected — Yeas,  27 ;  nays,  54.

object  the  election  of  a  senator  from  Virginia  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Jennings  inform  the  Senate  that  the 
House  of  Delegates  is  ready  on  its  part  to  proceed  to  the  exe- 
cution of  the  joint  order. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mb.  Halsby, 
who  informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  is  ready  on  its  part 
to  proceed  to  the  joint  order. 

Mb.  Jennings  nominated  John  Warwick  Daniel,  of  Camp- 
bell county,  to  represent  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  for  the  term  of  six  years,  commencing  on  March 
4, 1911,  in  the  following  speech: 

Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Virginia  House  of  Dele- 
gates : 

Virginia  and  other  States  in  their  relation  to  the  Federal 
Government  have  to  deal  with  both  the  system  of  taxation%nd 
the  system  of  representation.  V 

The  Federal  taxes  have  been  denominated  ''internal  and 
infernal.''  Under  the  one  the  people  of  Virginia  annually 
pay  some  $3,000,000.00,  and  under  the  other  goodness  only 
knows  how  many  millions:  While  ''goodness"  may  know  how 
many,  yet  "goodness"  had  no  part  in  fixing  the  degree  to 
which  these  mighty  millions  have  been  increased.  Under  the 
system  of  representation,  Virginia  to-day  exercises  her  pre- 
rogative by  electi«Qg  one  of  her  most  distinguished  sons  to 
represent  her  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States.  She  has 
already  designated  the  men  of  her  choice  and  we  will  obey  her 
mandate.  To  do  so  will  be  pleasing  to  a  large  majority  of 
this  Legislature,  and  our  action  will  be  good  tidings  to  Vir- 
ginia and  give  satisfaction  to  thousands  in  every  State  of 
this  Union.  For  Virginia's  son  is  held  in  high  esteem  through 
the  confines  of  this  entire  country.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  re- 
member that,  while  our  dear  old  State  has  many  sons  of  great 
ability  and  signal  worth  that  all  of  these  of  the  same  political 
faith  magnanimously  stand  aside  at  this  juncture  and  unite 
in  the  high  tribute  to  this  beloved  son  who  will  to-day  be 
chosen  to  succeed  himself. 

To  some  here,  of  the  older  members  particularly,  it  is 
specially  gratifying  to  take  part  in  re-electing  to  this  exalted 
position  a  boyhood  companion  and  army  comrade  and  a  life- 
long friend,  for  there  are  those  here  who  remember  this  dis- 
tinguished Virginian  in  his  school  and  college  life  and  they 
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recall  that  as  a  student  he  exhibited  qualities,  both  of  head 
and  heart,  that  won  for  him  the  respect  and  admiration  of 
teachers  and  scholars;  and  many  of  them  predicted  that  he 
was  destined  for  a  career  of  honor  and  distinction.  They 
knew  him  in  the  army  of  the  Southland,  where  he  first  served 
in  the  artillery,  then  as  adjutant  of  the  Eleventh  Virginia  In- 
fantry; in  all  of  these  commands  he  bore  himself  gallantly 
and  well,  for  in  them  he  was  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  some  of 
the  best  soldiers  and  the  most  intrepid  fighters  that  ever 
struct  for  their  altars  and  their  fires :  Thence  he  was  trans- 
ferred, after  promotion  to  the  staff  of  General  Jubal  Early, 
who  there  learned  to  admire  the  young  and  gallant  major. 
When  we  remember  how  critical  was  Early's  estimate  of  men 
we  may  be  sure  that  any  man  who  stood  high  in  his  esteem 
must  have  been  a  man  of  mark  and  a  soldier  without  fear  and 
above  reproach. 

There  are  survivors  of  all  these  different  commands;  go 
to  t|ese  and  ask  their  estimate  of  this  gallant  comrade,  and 
thej^will  unanimously  testify  to  high  appreciation  and  utmost 
respect;  go  to  every  county,  to  every  town,  to  every  city  in 
this  great  Commonwealth,  and  wherever  there  is  an  assem- 
blage of  people  to  create  enthusiasm  you  have  only  to  men- 
tion the  name  of  Major  John  W.  Daniel. 

Coming  out  of  the  war  maimed  for  life,  he  faced  the  future 
with  fortitude,  and  after  graduating  at  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia was,  in  a  few  years,  called  into  the  arena  of  political 
activity.  At  a  convention  at  Campbell  Courthouse  Daniel 
was  unanimously  nominated  for  the  State  Senate  and  duly 
elected  to  represent  that  county  and  the  city  of  Lynchburg; 
later  in  convention  in  Roanoke  he  was  unanimously  nominated 
as  United  States  Representative  and  elected  to  represent  the 
Sixth  District  of  Virginia,  and  for  three  terms  he  served  his 
native  State  as  one  of  her  senators  in  Congress,  where  he  has 
shown  signal  statesmanlike  qualities  and  is  honored  by  the 
best  men  of  both  parties  for  strict  integrity  and  devotion  to 
principle. 

The  student  of  history  has  seen  that  Virginia  has  borne 
a  grand  and  remarkably  important  part  in  the  development  of 
this  great  country  in  colonial  years  in  the  Revolutionary  era, 
and  in  the  formative  period  of  this  State  may  be  classed  as  the 
leading  and  guiding  spirit,  and  her  noble  sons  during  all  that 
time  elicited  the  admiration  of  the  world.  In  later  days,  'the 
ruthlessly  dismantled  and  much  of  her  territory  unlawfully 
rested  from  her,  she  has  so  proudly  borne  herself  and  so 
grandly  trod  the  even  tenor  of  her  way  as  to  command  the 
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sincere  respect  of  all,  and  to-day  in  the  halls  of  the  Federal 
Congress  her  sons  take  rank  with  those  of  the  best  from  any 
other  State  of  this  Union.  We  can  so  far  divest  ourselves 
of  political  prejudice  even  to  assume  that  the  lone  republican 
member  must  be  **a  man  of  parts"  to  stand  as  the  represen- 
tative of  a  great  district  of  this  old  State. 

Scanning  the  list  of  United  States  Senators  from  the  other 
great  States  you  find  men  of  unusual  ability,  and  it  can  but  be 
gratifying  to  us  to  know  that  our  senior  Senator  is  a  peer  of 
the  ablest  and  best. 

Some  one  may  ask  ^'what  has  Daniel  done?"  We  remem- 
ber the  verses  learned  in  schoolboy  days  where  the  child  asks, 
*'How  tall  was  Alexander,  Pa,  that  people  called  him  great f 
And  history  teaches  the  pitful  fact  that  there  never  existed  a 
great  man  of  whom  detractors  have  not  asked  ''What  has  he 
done!"   Every  country  and  every  era  furnishes  examples. 

In  our  own  country,  Jefferson,  Marshall,  Hamilton,  Cal- 
houn, Andrew  Jackson,  and  their  great  co-temporaries  were 
all  assailed  by  canting  critics,  as  were  also  Clay,  Webster  and 
others.  And,  incredible  as  it  appears,  yet  we  are  shocked  to 
learn  that  there  were  men  who  would  have  pulled  down  even 
Washington  himself.  So  that  we  must  conclude  that  no  man 
has  risen  so  high  that  he  could  not  be  assailed  by  the  petty 
pellets  of  pigmies.  Yet,  Mr.  Speaker,  probably  in  every  case 
the  record  answered  these  critics  by  showing  years  of  faithful 
service  and  of  worthy  deeds. 

So,  then,  the  friends  of  Senator  Daniel  might  safely  rest 
his  cause  upon  the  record  and  assert,  with  truth,  that  his 
wide  reputation  and  the  event  of  this  day  establish  beyond 
cavil  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  in  this  entire  country 
because  of  his  fealty  and  of  his  worth. 

Shall  we  cull  from  the  records  a  few  of  the  beneficial  acts 
that  illustrate  his  constant  labor  in  the  interest  of  his  people 
and  his  devotion  to  his  country !    Then  let  us  read : 

In  the  General  Assembly  of  1869  and  in  that  period  of  re- 
organization, Daniel  was  the  foremost  man  in  the  movements 
for  the  new  legislation  which  our  situation  then  demanded.  He 
offered  and  obtained  passage  of  the  bill  which  gives  action 
for  damages  when  death  results  from  accidents  by  the  negli- 
gence of  corporations.  He  also  obtained  passage  of  the  act 
which  protected  those  who  dealt  at  the  stores  of  corporations. 

In  the  State  Senate,  when  the  measure  authorizing  counties 
to  tax  railroads  to  the  extent  that  they  were  in  their  borders, 
was  offered,  he  made  a  full  report  and  pressed  the  measure

to  a  successful  conclusion.  It  now  brings  into  the  treasury  of 
the  State  many  thousands  of  dollars  annually,  and  has  allevi- 
ated the  financial  conditions  and  greatly  enlarged  the  school 
appropriations.  In  the  Federal  Government,  in  both  Houses, 
he  has  been  the  originator  and  author  of  constructive  legis- 
lation, and  amongst  his  propositions  which  have  been  success- 
ful was  the  limitation  upon  the  hours  of  labor  by  those  en- 
gaged in  transportation. 

He  originated  and  successfully  advocated  the  measure 
which  provides  the  country  with  a  powder  factory  for  her 
navy,  which  defeats  the  scheme  of  the  power  trust,  and  was 
welcomed  by  both  the  Senate  and  the  House  and  met  with  the 
approbation  of  the  people.  With  respect  to  the  Jamestown 
Exposition,  the  advocates  were  stalled  by  opposition  in  the 
House  of  Representatives.  Daniel  offered  a  measure  in  the 
United  States  Senate  which  was  passed  without  a  dissenting 
vote,  and  rescued  the  Jamestown  scheme  from  disastrous 
defeat. 

Virginia  is  the  land  of  mineral  waters,  and  when  the 
House  passed  a  bill  taxing  them,  he  took  the  ground  that  the 
water  was  a  part  of  the  land,  and  under  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  with  reference  to  the  income  tax,  the  tax  was 
unconstitutional.  This  view  prevailed  and  the  tax  was  avoidal. 
When  the  commodity  clause  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act 
was  before  the  United  States  Senate  some  days  were  occupied 
with  propositions  which  were  unsatisfactory,  and  in  confusion. 
He  finally  proposed  the  one  which  was  adopted  by  both  sides, 
and  is  now  the  law  of  the  land,  sustained  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States.  When  it  was  proposed  to  abolish 
the  injunction  in  our  statutes,  after  the  Interstate  Conmaerce 
Commission  had  fixed  the  rate  and  put  a  heavy  fine  upon  the 
corporations  which  might  make  them  bankrupt,  before  any 
case  could  be  heard  on  the  subject.  He  pointed  out  that  this 
would  likely  be  overruled  by  the  Supreme  Court  and  so  im- 
pressed the  Senate  that  they  voted  it  down.  Within  a  year 
afterwards  a  similar  case  from  another  State  was  before  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  it  did  in  that  case  what  he  had  predicted. 

Both  the  Federal  and  the  State  statutes  are  sprinkled 
with  measures  of  which  he  was  the  author  and  which  are  in 
successful  operation.  The  records  show  year  by  year  he  ha.s 
been  attentive  to  all  other  measures  for  the  public  improve- 
ments which  have  been  brought  to  pass.  We  need  not  go 
through  the  list  of  them,  those  of  which  he  was  the  author, 
though  numerous,  and  he  as  never  failed  in  attention  to  and 
advocacy  of  the  interest  of  Virginia,  whether  the  originator 
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of  them,  or  whether  they  were  brought  forward  by  his  able 
and  energetic  associate  in  the  United  States  Senate. 

When  Hon.  A.  H.  H.  Stewart  was  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
the  United  States  loaned  to  the  State  of  Virginia  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  Previous  to  that  time  the  State  had  loaned 
to  the  United  States  money  for  the  war  of  1812,  and  in  the 
settlement  thereof  had  not  paid  the  like  interest  as  was  paid 
to  other  States.  Six  per  cent,  interest  was  due  ou  the  half 
million  loan  of  Virginia  and  it  continually  increased  after  the 
war  when  no  interest  was  paid.  Although  for  many  years  the 
debt  due  to  Virginia,  out  of  the  War  of  1812,  exceeded  that 
due  by  Virginia  to  the  United  States,  the  accumulation  of 
interest  on  this  bonded  debt  to  the  United  States  put  it  ahead 
of  the  amount  due  to  Virginia,  and  when  the  matter  was 
brought  np  a  few  years  ago  the  debt  of  the  State  was  consid- 
erably larger  than  the  debt  to  the  State.  The  United  States 
had  passed  a  resolution  to  sue  Virginia  on  the  bonded  debt, 
but  after  correspondence  between  the  Virginia  Senators,  and 
in  conformity  with  their  view,  Senator  Daniel  moved  for  the 
repeal  of  the  act  for  the  suit,  which  was  done.  He  then 
offered  a  bill  authorizing  the  oflfset  of  the  two  opposing  debts 
at  the  time  when  they  were  nearest  in  amount  to  each  other. 
Of  this  scheme  he  secured  the  approval  of  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee,  and  the  next  year  Senator  Martin,  while  Daniel 
vas  in  the  Constitutional  Convention,  oifered  Daniel's  plan 
and  it  was  adopted. 

No  one  had  ever  suggested  or  seen  the  practicability  of 
this  plan  of  settlement,  but  it  relieved  the  vexed  and  troubled 
situation,  and  a  balance  of  five  dollars  paid  to  the  State  ef- 
fected the  obliteration  of  two  debts  that  were  matters  of 
trouble  to  both  Federal  and  State  government.  By  that  act 
alone  he  saved  to  his  State  a  large  sum  and  relieved  it  of 
great  trouble  and  costly  litigation. 

So,  Mr.  Speaker  and  gentlemen  of  the  House,  we  are  glad 
to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  our  State  and  to  do 
this,  have  the  honor  now  to  place  in  nomination  to  succeed 
himself  in  the  United  States  Senate,  our  senior  Senator, 
Major  John  W.  Daniel,  of  Virginia. 

Mr.  Pendleton  nominated  C.  Bascom  Slemp,  of  Wise,  to 
represent  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for 
the  term  of  six  years,  commencing  on  March  4,  1911. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Nelson  inform  the  Senate  that  John 
Warwick  Daniel  and  C.  Bascom  Slemp  are  the  only  persons 
in  nomination  before  the  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mb.  Keezezj/, 
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who  informed  the  House  that  John  Warwick  Daniel  and  C. 
Bascom  Slemp  are  the  only  persons  in  nomination  before  the 
Senate.

The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  assign  an  ap- 
propriate seat  for  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  president  of  the 
joint  assembly  in  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to  vacate 
the  chair  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  or  in  his  absence  by  such  member  of  the  joint  as- 
sembly as  the  President  may  designate. 

3.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  clerk  of 
the  joint  assembly  and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate.

Proposing  an  amendment  of  section  110  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Virginia. 

Whereas,  the  proposed  amendment  to  section  110  of  the 
Constitution  of  Virp^inia,  hereafter  fully  set  forth,  was  agreed 
to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the  two  houses  of 
the  General  Assembly,  at  its  session  of  1908,  and  referred  to 
this  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  published  for  three 
months,  as  required  by  the  Constitution,  and  as  shown  by  re- 
port of  such  publication  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates; now  therefore,  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Delegates  (a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the 
two  houses  agreeing  thereto),  that  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  be,  and  is  hereby,  proposed  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  section  196  of  said  Consti- 
tution— ^namely:  Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  section  110, 
which  is  in  the  following  words : 

110.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each 
county  one  county  treasurer,  who  shall  not  be  elected  or  serve 
for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms,  nor  act  as  deputy  of  his 
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immediate  successor;  one  sheriff,  one  attorney  for  the  Com- 
monwealth and  one  county  clerk,  who  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court.  There  shall  be  elected  or  appointed,  for  four 
years,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  provide,  commissioners 
of  the  revenue  for  each  county,  the  number,  duties  and  com- 
pensation of  whom  shall  be  prescribed  by  law;  but  should 
such  commissioners  of  the  revenue  be  chosen  by  election  by 
the  people,  then  they  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  to  the 
office  for  the  next  succeeding  term. 

There  shall  be  appointed  for  each  county,  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  provided  by  law,  one  superintendent  of  the  poor  and 
one  county  surveyor. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

110.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each 
county  one  county  treasurer,  one  sheriff,  one  attorney  for  the 
Commonwealth,  and  one  county  clerk,  who  shall  be  the  clerk 
of  the  Circuit  Court.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  each  county,  for  four  years  commissioners  of  the 
revenue  for  each  county,  the  number,  duties  and  compensa- 
tion of  whom  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

There  shall  be  appointed  for  each  county,  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  provided  by  law,  one  superintendent  of  the  poor 
and  one  county  surveyor.

Whereas,  the  proposed  amendments  to  section  119  and  120 
of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  hereinafter  fully  set  forth, 
were  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the 
two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  session  of  1908,  and 
referred  to  this  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  published  for 
three  months  as  required  by  the  Constitution,  and  as  shown 
by  report  of  such  publication  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Delegates;  now  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  (a  major- 
ity of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  agreeing),  that  the 
following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  be  and 
the  same  are,  hereby  proposed,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  196  of  article  15  of  said  Constitution— 
namely :  Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  sections 
119  and  120,  which  are  in  the  following  words: 

119.  In  every  city  so  long  as  it  has  a  Corporation  Court  or 
separate  Circuit  Court,  there  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
four  years,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  such  city,  one  attorney 
for  the  Commonwealth,  who  shall  also,  in  those  cities  having  a 
separate  Circuit  Court,  be  the  attorney  for  the  Common- 
wealth for  such  Circuit  Court. 

In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected,  or  appointed  for  a 
term  of  four  years  in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  one 
commissioner  of  the  revenue,  whose  duties  and  compensa- 
tions shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  but  should  he  be  elected  by 
the  people  he  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  to  the  office  for 
the  next  succeeding  term. 

120.  In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  one  city  treasurer  for  a  term  of  four  years,  but 
he  shall  not  be  eligible  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms, 
nor  act  as  deputy  for  his  immediate  successor;  one  city 
sergeant  for  a  term  of  four  years,  whose  duties  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  a  mayor,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  who 
shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  such  city,  all  city  and 
town  officers,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  provided 
for  by  this  Constitution  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  such 
cities  and  towns,  or  of  some  division  thereof,  or  appointed 
by  such  authority  thereof  as  the  General  Assembly  shall 
designate.  The  mayor  shall  see  that  the  duties  of  the  various 
city  officers,  members  of  the  police  and  fire  departments, 
whether  elected  or  appointed,  in  and  for  such  city,  are  faith- 
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fully  performed.  He  shall  have  power  to  investigate  their 
acts,  have  access  to  all  books  and  documents  in  their  offices, 
and  may  examine  them  and  their  subordinates  on  oath.  The 
evidence  given  by  persons  so  examined  shall  not  be  used 
against  them  in  any  criminal  proceedings.  He  shall  also  have 
power  to  suspend  such  officers  and  the  members  of  the  police 
and  fire  departments  and  to  remove  such  officers  and  also  such 
members  of  said  departments  when  authorized  by  the  General 
Assembly  for  misconduct  in  office  or  neglect  of  duty,  to  be 
specified  in  the  order  of  suspension  or  removal,  but  no  such 
removal  shall  be  made  without  reasonable  notice  to  the  officer 
complained  of,  and  an  opportunity  afforded  to  be  heard  in 
person  or  by  counsel  and  to  present  testimony  in  his  defense. 
From  such  order  of  suspension  or  removal,  the  city  officer  so 
suspended  or  removed,  shall  have  an  appeal  of  right  to  the 
Corporation  Court,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  court,  to  the  Circuit 
Court  of  such  city,  in  which  court  the  case  shall  be  heard 
denovo  by  the  judge  thereof,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  He 
shall  have  all  other  powers  and  duties  which  may  be  con- 
ferred and  imposed  upon  him  by  general  laws. 
And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

119.  In  every  city,  so  long  as  it  has  a  Corporation  Court 
or  a  separate  circuit  there  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  such  city,  one  attorney  for 
the  Commonwealth,  who  shall  also,  in  those  cities,  having  a 
separate  court,  be  the  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  for 
such  Circuit  Court. 

In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected,  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  in  a  manner,  to  be  provided  by  law,  one  commissioner 
of  revenue,  whose  duties  and  compensation  shall  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

120.  In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  one  city  treasurer,  for  a  term  of  four  years; 
one  city  sergeant,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  whose  duties  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law,  and  a  mayor  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  such  city.  All  city 
and  town  officers  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  pro- 
vided for  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors 
of  such  cities  and  towns,  or  of  some  division  thereof,  or  ap- 
pointed by  such  authorities  thereof  as  the  General  Assembly 
shall  designate. 

The  mayor  shall  see  that  the  duties  of  the  various  city 
officers,  members  of  the  police  and  fire  department,  whether 
elected  or  appointed,  in  and  or  such  city,  are  faithfully  per- 
formed.   He  shall  have  power  to  investigate  their  acts,  have 
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access  to  all  books  and  documents  in  their  offices,  and  may 
examine  them  and  their  subordinates  on  oath.  The  evidence 
ffiven  by  persons  so  examined  shall  not  be  used  against  them 
in  any  criminal  proceedings.  He  shall  also  have  power  to 
suspend  such  officers,  and  the  members  of  the  police  and  fire 
department  and  to  remove  such  officers,  and  also  such  mem- 
bers of  said  departments,  when  authorized  by  the  General 
Assembly  for  misconduct  in  office  or  neglect  of  duty,  to  be 
specified  in  the  order  of  suspension  or  removal,  but  no  such 
removal  shall  be  made  without  reasonable  notice  to  the  officer 
complained  of,  and  an  opportunity  afforded  him  to  be  heard 
in  person  or  by  counsel,  and  to  present  testimony  in  his  de- 
fense. From  such  order  of  suspension  or  removal  the  city 
officer  so  suspended  or  removed  shall  have  an  appeal  of  right 
to  the  Corporation  Court  or,  if  there  be  no  such  court,  to  the 
Circuit  Court  of  such  city,  in  which  court  the  case  shall  be 
heard  de  novo  by  the  judge  thereof,  whose  decision  shall  be 
final.  He  shall  have  all  the  other  powers  and  duties  which 
may  be  conferred  and  imposed  upon  him  by  general  laws.

Whereas  the  proposed  amendment  to  section  46  of  article 
4  of  the  Constitution  hereinafter  fully  set  forth,  was  agreed 
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to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the  two  houses  of 
the  General  Assembly,  at  its  session  of  1908,  and  referred  to 
this,  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  published  for  three 
months  as  required  by  the  Constitution,  and  as  shown  by  re- 
port of  such  publication  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates ;  now  therefore. 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, (a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house 
agreeing  thereto),  That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  Virginia,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed,  in 
conformity  of  the  provisions  of  section  196  of  article  15  of 
said  Constitution,  namely :  Strike  out  from  the  Constitution 
of  Virginia  section  46  of  article  4,  which  is  in  the  following 
words : 

Sec.  46.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  once  in  two 
years  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  January  next  succeeding 
the  election  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and 
not  oftener,  unless  convened  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this 
Constitution.  No  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  after  the 
first  under  this  Constitution,  shall  continue  longer  than  sixty 
days,  but  with  the  concurrence  of  three-fifths  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  house,  the  session  may  be  extended  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  days.  Except  for  the  first  session  held 
nnder  this  Constitution  members  shall  be  allowed  a  salary  for 
not  exceeding  sixty  days  for  any  regular  session,  and  for  not 
exceeding  thirty  days  for  any  extra  session.  Neither  house 
shall  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  to  another 
place  for  more  than  three  days.  A  majority  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business, 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall 
have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  members  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  prescribe. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Sec.  46.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  once  in  two 
years  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  January,  next  succeeding 
the  election  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  not 
oftener,  unless  convened  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this  Con- 
stitution. No  session  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  con- 
tinue longer  than  ninety  days,  except  that  the  concurrence  of 
three-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  the  session 
may  be  extended  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 
Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn 
to  another  place,  nor  for  more  than  three  days.  A  majority 
of  the  memt^ers  elected  to  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum

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to  day,  and  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
members  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalty  as  each 
house  may  prescribe.

house  agreeing  thereto).  That  the  following  amenchnent  to  the 
Constitution  of  Virginia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  section  50  of  article  4 
of  said  Constitution,  namely:  Strike  out  from  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Virginia  section  50  article  4,  which  is  in  the  following 
words : 
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Sec.  50.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill.  A  bill  may 
originate  in  either  house,  to  be  approved  or  rejected  by  the 
other,  or  may  be  amended  by  either,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  other.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless  prior  to  its 
passage  it  has  been — 

(a)  Referred  to  a  committee  of  each  house,  considered  by 
such  committee  and  reported. 

(b)  Printed  by  the  house  in  which  it  orignated,  prior  to  its 
passage  therein ; 

^c)  Read  at  length  on  three  different  calendar  days  in  each 
house ;  and  unless 

(d)  A  yea  and  nay  vote  has  been  taken  in  each  house  upon 
its  final  passage,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and 
against  entered  on  the  Journal,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting, 
which  shall  include  at  least  two-fifths  of  the  members  elected 
to  each  house  recorded  in  the  aflSrmative.  And  only  in  the 
manner  required  in  sub-division  (d)  of  this  section  shall  an 
amendment  to  a  bill  by  one  house  be  concurred  in  by  the  other, 
or  a  conference  report  adopted  by  either  house,  or  either  house 
discharge  a  committee  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill  and  con- 
sider the  same  as  if  reported :  provided  that  the  printing  and 
reading,  or  either,  required  in  sub-divisions  (b)  and  (c)  of 
this  section  may  be  dispensed  with  in  a  bill  to  codify  the  laws 
of  the  State,  and  in  any  case  of  emergency  by  a  vote  of  four- 
fifths  of  the  members  voting  in  each  house  taken  by  the  yeas 
and  nays,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against 
entered  on  the  Journal :  provided,  further,  that  no  bill  which 
creates  or  establishes  a  new  oflBce,  or  which  creates,  continues 
or  revives  a  debt  or  charge  or  makes,  continues  or  revives 
any  appropriation  of  public  or  trust  money  or  property,  or 
releases  or  discharges,  or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  of 
the  State,  or  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax,  shall 
be  passed,  except  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  majority  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  each  house,  the  vote  to  be  by  yeas  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against 
entered  on  the  Journal.  Every  law  imposing,  continuing  or 
reviving  a  tax  shall  specifically  state  such  tax,  and  no  law 
shall  be  construed  as  so  stating  such  tax,  which  requires  a 
reference  to  any  other  law  or  any  other  tax.  The  presiding 
officer  of  each  house  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  house  over 
which  he  presides,  sign  every  bill  which  has  been  passed  by 
both  houses  and  duly  enrolled.  Immediately  before  this  is 
done,  all  other  business  being  suspended,  the  title  of  the  bill 
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shall  be  publicly  read.  The  fact  of  the  signing  shall  be 
entered  on  the  Journal. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Sec.  50.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill.  A  bill  may 
originate  in  either  house,  to  be  approved  or  rejected  by  the 
other,  or  may  be  amended  by  either,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  other. 

No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless  prior  to  its  passage  it  has 
been — 

(a)  Referred  to  a  committee  of  each  house,  considered  by 
such  committee  in  session  and  reported. 

(b)  Printed  by  the  House  in  which  it  originated,  prior  to 
its  passage  therein; 

(c)  Bead  by  title  on  three  different  calendar  days  in  each 
house  and  read  at  length  at  least  once  in  each  house;  and  un- 
less 

(d)  A  yea  and  nay  vote  has  been  taken  in  each  house  upon 
its  final  passage,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and 
against  entered  on  the  Journal,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting, 
which  shall  include  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  members  elected 
to  each  house,  recorded  in  the  affirmative. 

And  only  in  the  manner  required  in  sub-division  (d)  of 
this  section  shall  an  amendment  to  a  bill  by  one  house  be  con- 
curred in  by  the  other,  or  a  conference  report  be  adopted  by 
either  house,  or  either  house  discharge  a  committee  from  the 
consideration  of  a  bill  and  consider  the  same  as  if  reported: 
provided,  that  the  printing  and  reading,  or  either,  required  in 
sub-divisions  (b)  and  (c)  of  this  section,  may  be  dispensed 
with  in  a  bill  to  codify  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  any  case 
of  emergency  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  voting 
in  each  house  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  the  names  of  the 
members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the  Journal :  pro- 
vided, further,  that  no  bill  which  creates  or  establishes  a 
new  office,  or  which  creates,  continues  or  revives  a  debt  or 
charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  revives  any  appropriation  of 
public  or  trust  money  or  property,  or  releases,  or  discharges, 
or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  of  this  State,  or  which  im- 
poses, continues  or  revives  a  tax,  shall  be  passed  except  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to 
each  house,  the  vote  to  be  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names 
of  the  members  voting  for  and  against,  entered  on  the  Journal. 
Every  law  imposing,  continuing  or  revising  a  tax,  shall 
specifically  state  such  tax,  and  no  law  shall  be  construed  as 
so  stating  wsucli  tax,  which  requires  a  reference  to  any  other 
law  or  any  other  tax.    The  presiding  officer  in  each  house 
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shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  house  over  which  he  presides,  sign 
every  bill  which  has  been  passed  by  both  bouses  and  duly  en- 
rolled. Immediately  before  this  is  done,  all  other  business 
beinj:  suspended,  the  title  of  the  bill  shall  be  publicly  read. 
The  fact  of  the  signing  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal.

of  the  Code  of  1904,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
bill. 

Third.  To  make  applicable  to  the  town  of  Berryville  all 
the  provisions  of  the  law  applicable  to  towns  of  not  less  than 
one  thousand  inhabitants. 

1.  The  first  object  can  be  secured  by  existing  general  law. 
The  lines  of  the  districts  in  which  the  town  lies  can  be  re- 
arranged under  the  provisions  of  section  804  et  seq.  of  the 
Code.  Then  it  might  be  made  a  separate  election  district 
under  section  113  of  the  Code. 

2.  So  far  as  can  be  seen,  the  only  provision  can  be  seen  of 
section  585  of  the  Code  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
bill  is  the  requirement  as  to  one  thousand  inhabitants.  This 
object  could  be  accomplished  by  general  law  by  reducing  the 
number  of  inhabitants  required  in  all  cases. 

3.  If  there  are  any  other  rights  and  privileges  that  towns 
of  not  less  than  one  thousand  inhabitants  have  which  other 
towns  have  not,  it  would  seem  that  the  bill  comes  under  the 
inhibition  of  section  52  of  the  Constitution,  that  no  law  shall 
embrace  more  than  one  subject.

Joint  resolution  authorizing  the  Weather  Bureau  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  erect,  at  its  own 
expense,  a  meteorological  exhibit  within  the  Capitol  Square 
Park,  and  to  maintain  the  same  for  the  public  benefit. 

Whereas,  the  Federal  Government,  through  its  Weather 
Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  has  provided  for 
erection  in  the  larger  cities  of  the  United  States  certain  iron 
or  stone  structures,  four  feet  square  by  seven  feet  high,  of 
ornamental  design  and  finish,  known  as  kiosks,  for  the  display 
of  meteorological  charts  and  weather  maps ;  also  for  the  dis- 
play of  recording  instruments  showing  the  temperature,  hu- 
midity, rainfall,  etc.;  and. 

Whereas,  these  kiosks,  with  their  charts  and  instruments, 
by  reason  of  their  affording  accurate  and  reliable  informa- 
tion of  current  weather  conditions,  are  of  great  value  and 
interest  to  our  citizens;  and 
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Whereas,  the  Federal  Government  will  erect  and  main- 
tain the  said  kiosk  at  its  own  expense  and  keep  the  same  in 
constant  operation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  coneur- 
rmg),  that  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  grant  to  the 
Weather  Bureau,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
permission  to  erect  one  of  said  kiosks,  with  its  meteorological 
charts  and  instruments,  within  the  limits  of  the  Capitol  Square 
Park,  the  same  to  be  placed  in  the  western  edge  of  the  circular 
prass  plot  lying  immediately  east  of  the  equestrian  statue  of 
Washington,  as  being  nearest  to  the  tide  of  travel  passing 
through  the  .park  and,  therefore,  most  convenient  and  acces- 
sible to  the  public. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Speakeb  appointed  Messes.  Williams,  of  Giles,  and 
Casey,  on  the  committee  to  notify  Senator  John  Warwick  Dan- 
iel of  his  election  as  Senator  from  Virginia  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  in  place  of  Messbs.  Jennings  and  Cox, 
respectively.

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Sale,  who 
informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to  the  follow- 
ing joint  resolutions : 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That  the 
General  Assembly  meet  in  joint  session  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  on  Tuesday,  February  1,  1910,  at  11:30 
o'clock  A.  M.,  to  witness  the  inauguration  of  the  Governor- 
elect,  William  Hodges  Mann,  and  Lieutenant-Governor  J. 
Taylor  Ellyson,  and  that  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  when  convened  in  joint  assem- 
bly on  that  day,  shall  be  as  follows : 

JOINT  EULES. 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly, 
the  Senators,  accompanied  by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  shall  proceed  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates, 
and  shall  be  received  by  the  delegates  standing.  Appropriate 
seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  Senators  by  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arnis  of  the  House. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  the  pre- 
siding oflScer  of  the  joint  assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  him  to  vacate  the  chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken  by 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  by  such 
member  of  the  joint  assembly  as  the  Speaker  may  designate. 

3.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  Doorkeeper  and  Pages  of  the 
House  shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

4.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  Clerk  of  the  joint 
assembly,  and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  the  rules  of  the  joint  assembly. 

In  calling  the  vote  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  names  of  the 
Senators  shall  be  called  first  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then 
the  names  of  the  delegates  in  like  order,  except  the  name  of 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Del  gates  shall  be  called  last. 

When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns,  the  Senators,  accom- 
panied by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return 
to  their  chamber,  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  proceed 
in  the  same  order  as  when  it  was  interrupted  by  the  entrance 
of  the  Senators. 

In  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  House. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Williams,  of  Giles,  inform  the  Senate 
that  the  House  had  agreed  to  the  joint  resolution. 
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Mr.  Williams,  of  Southampton,  appeared  at  the  Clerk's 
desk  and  took  and  subscribed  to  the  oaths  required  by  the 
Constitution. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Edmuijd- 
BON,  who  informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to 
the  following  joint  resolutions: 

Whereas,  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  State  has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the 
death  of  Hon.  William  Peter  Barksdale,  of  Halifax  county, 
who  for  many  years  demonstrated  the  highest  and  noblest 
exemplification  of  how  a  public  servant  should  conduct  him- 
self as  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature ;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  due  to  his  patriotic  endeavor  to  purify  the 
elections  of  this  State  that  we  now  have  upon  the  statute 
books  a  law  which  prevents  the  corruption  of  the  electorate, 
which  great  service  will  ever  keep  his  memory  fresh  in  the 
hearts  of  his  fellow-citizens ;  and 

Whereas,  this  great  patriotic  service  should  not  be  al- 
lowed to  pass  unnoticed,  but  should  be  held  up  before  the 
people  of  Virginia  as  an  inspiration ;  now,  therefore,  be  it, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Delegates  concur- 
ring) : 

First.  That  we  record  on  the  Journals  of  our  respective 
bodies  the  loss  of  one  of  Virginia's  most  patriotic  citizens  in 
the  death  of  Hon.  William  Peter  Barksdale,  of  Halifax 
county. 

Second.  That  we  extend  to  his  relatives  our  most  profound 
sympathy  in  their  great  distress. 

Third.  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  send  a  copy  of  this 
preamble  and  resolutions  to  the  members  of  his  family. 

Fourth.  As  a  further  mark  of  esteem  and  respect  we 
direct  that  when  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly 
adjourn  to-day,  it  be  entered  on  both  Journals  that  they  ad- 
journed in  honor  of  the  memory  of  Hon.  William  Peter  Barks- 
dale, of  Halifax  county. 

In  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  House. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  following  com- 
munication from  the  Governor: 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

The  undersigned,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  ap- 
proved March  9,  1908,  were  constituted  a  commission  to  select  a  location, 
design  and  inscriptions  for  a  suitable  monument  to  commemorate  the  deeds 
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of  Virginia  soldiers  at  Gettysburg.  Under  the  terms  of  the  act,  the  com- 
mission ^as  directed  to  submit  to  your  honorable  body  a  report  of  their 
action  to  be  approved  by  you. 

The  Commission  met  and  was  duly  organized,  visited  and  examined  the 
field  at  Getty sbuig,  conferred  ^ith  the  Commissioners  of  the  National 
Military  Park  at  Gettysburg,  and  the  Secretary  of  War.  After  much  con- 
sideration, the  commission  considered  two  sites  for  the  location  of  the 
proposed  monument;  one  near  Spangler  Woods  on  West  Confederate  Avenue, 
being  the  location  whence  General  Robert  E.  Lee  observed  the  charge  of 
Virginia  Troops  on  Cemetery  Ridge  on  the  third  day  of  July,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three.  The  other  location  considered  was  what  is  known  as 
the  Bloody  Angle  on  Cemetery  Ridge  where  the  Virginia  Troops  pierced  the 
Federal  Lines.  The  commission  before  its  final  determination  of  the  location 
of  the  monument  visited  the  Secretary  of  War  and  ascertained  whether  per- 
mission ^ould  be  given  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  on  Cemetery  Ridge 
at  the  place  last  mentioned  above. 

The  commission  after  interviewing  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  National  Military  Park  at  Gettysburg,  being  present,  were 
Informed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  no  monument.  Federal  or  Confederate, 
had  been  permitted  by  the  commission  since  the  organization  of  such  body, 
to  be  erected  at  that  place  and  that  none  would  be  permitted  in  the  future. 
The  Secretary  of  War  and  the  commisioners  informed  the  commission  that 
some  monuments  that  had  been  erected  there  had  been  directed  to  be 
remoTed,  that  the  Secretary  of  War  contemplated  issuing  an  order  pro- 
hibiting the  erection  of  any  monument  in  the  future  at  that  place  and  that 
the  same  would  be  approved  by  the  president.  This  decision  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  precluded  any  possibility  of  the  erection  of  any  monument  inside  of 
the  Federal  Lines  on  Cemetery  Ridge.  The  Commission  then  reconvened, 
after  being  informed  of  this  decision  and  situation,  and  unanimously  decided 
that  the  most  available  site  for  the  location  of  the  proposed  monument  was 
at  or  near  the  Spangler  Woods,  from  which  point  as  previously  stated,  Gen- 
eral Lee  observed  the  charge  of  the  Confederates. 

Having  determined  the  proper  location  for  the  monument  the  Com- 
mission then  proceeded  by  advertisement  in  the  various  papers  to  have 
(designs  and  plans  submitted  for  its  consideration  for  the  selection  of  a  suit- 
able monument  at  Spangler  Woods.  Formal  invitation  was  given  to  the 
public  through  the  press  and  to  sculptors  and  architects  individually  in  the 
form  of  a  circular.  The  Commission  requested  the  artists  to  submit  two 
general  plans  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed  monument,  one  including  an 
CQnestrian  figure  of  General  Lee,  and  the  other  without  any  such  figure.  Many 
artists  responded  to  the  invitation  of  the  committee  and  their  designs  and 
njodels  were  properly  placed  for  the  consideration  of  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  while  making  the  selection  declined  to  learn  the  names  of 
the  artists.  After  many  days  spent  in  the  examination  of  the  many  designs 
and  models  submitted  and  thoughtful  study  of  the  plans  and  specifications, 
the  Commission  unanimously  concluded  that  the  most  suitable  and  best 
design  was  submitted  by  a  sculptor,  a  Mr.  F.  William  Sievers  at  present 
located  in  New  York  City  and  formerly  a  resident  of  the  South. 

The  Commission  is  impressed  that  in  the  memorial  to  the  Virginia 
soldiers  at  Gettysburg,  they  should  be  associated  with  their  great  com- 
mander, and  it  is  submitted  that  their  glory  would  be  most  impressively 
preserved  and  transmitted  in  connections  with  his  imperishable  fame.  Each 
^ili  be  more  enduring  in  their  joint  perpetuation.  The  Commission  has  in 
pursuance  of  its  views  deemed  it  most  effective  to  surmount  the  proposed 
monument  with  an  equestrian  figure  of  General  Lee  and  they  have  de- 
termined that  the  design  proposed  by  said  artist  is  the  most  acceptable  pro- 
Vo^\  of  an  appropriate  conception.  We  thought  this  preferable  to  a  merely 
Ideal  or  allegoric  figure.  The  equestrian  statute  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee 
prepared  by  this  artist  with  some  modifications  the  Commission  rejjarded  as 
an  ideal  conception.  The  Commission  in  Its  desire  to  emphasize  the  deeds 
of  her  troops  at  Gettysburg  has  required  a  group  of  more  than  life-size  pro- 
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portions  of  the  arms  of  the  service  engaged  at  Gettysburg  to  be  connected 
with  the  monument  and  to  symbolize  the  devotion  of  Virginia  to  her  soldiers 
she  will  be  represented  as  proudly  embracing  a  private.  All  the  Virginia  com- 
mands in  the  battles  at  Gettysburg  will  be  named  upon  the  monument. 

The  National  Commissioners  were  present  with  your  Commission  at 
Gettysburg,  and  acquiesced  in  the  suggestion  to  place  an  equestrian  figure  of 
Lee  upon  the  monument  to  the  Virginia  Troops. 

The  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  monument  selected  will  be  artistic 
and  will  carry  out  the  purpose  of  commemorating  the  achievements  of  tbe 
Virginia  soldiers  who  were  engaged  in  these  battles.  The  Commission  is  in- 
formed by  the  artist  that  this  can  be  constructed  properly  within  an  ex- 
penditure of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  Commission  submits  this  report  for  the  approval  of  the  General 
Assembly  with  the  recommendation  that  the  location  of  the  monument  and 
the  general  plan  and  designs  herewith  submitted  be  approved  and  that  the 
Commission  be  authorized  to  make  a  contract  with  the  artist  for  the  erection 
of  the  monument  on  the  general  plan  outlined  and  that  the  money  be  ap- 
propriated by  the  general  appropriation  bill  to  commence  the  first  day  of 
March,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  and  that  the  residue  unexpended  of 
the  ten  thousand  dollars  appropriated  for  the  purposes  recited  in  the  act 
be  reapproprlated  for  the  Immediate  use  of  the  Commission.  The  Com- 
mission has  incurred  no  expense  except  the  individual  expenses  of  its 
members  in  attending  their  meetings  and  in  payment  of  the  expenses  of  ad- 
vertisement for  bids,  models  and  designs.

It  is  recommended  to  the  State  board  that  during  the 
present  year  the  number  be  reduced  to  three  and  that  as  rap- 
idly as  the  work  of  supervision  and  inspection  is  placed  on  a 
better  organized  basis  (by  the  new  superintendents  and 
hy  other  means)  the  number  be  further  reduced,  looking  to  as 
little  expense  on  the  school  fund  in  this  respect  as  may  be 
consistent  with  the  efficiency  of  the  school  system.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the 
Governor: 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Govern OB*s  Office. 
To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  present  administration,  in  every  proper  way, 
to  advance  and  protect  the  manufacturing,  industrial,  mining  and  commer- 
cial interests  of  the  State,  and  when  opportunity  offers,  to  call  the  special 
attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  needs  and  requirements  of  these  in- 
dustries. 

Just  now  the  opportunity  to  advance  the  great  agricultural  interests  of 
the  state  presents  itself  and  is  so  important  that  I  feel  constrained  to  bring 
it  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  demonstration  work  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  beca  productive  of  such  good  results  that  the  State  agencies  for  the 
advancement  of  agriculture  and  agricultural  education  have  taken  hold  of 
it  and  are  making  strenuous  and  successful  efforts  to  impress  upon  our 
farmers,  young  and  old,  up-to-date  methods  of  farming,  by  which  the  crops 
are  greatly  increased,  the  land  improved  and  labor  saved. 

To  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  familiar  with  the  operations 
of  the  commissioner  and  board  of  agriculture,  the  Virginia  Agricultural  Col- 
lege and  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  the  State  board  of  education,  a  plan  for 
bringing  these  three  agencies  into  harmonious  combination  by  which,  without 
any  discrimination  against  any  one  of  them,  but  with  added  efflciency  to  all, 
they  can  work  without  duplication  of  effort  for  the  advancement  of  the 
great  agricultural  interest  of  the  State,  must  commend  Itself. 

This  result  can,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Executive,  be  accomplished  by 
constituting  a  board  to  be  known  as  the  United  Agricultural  Board,  consist- 
ing of  Governor  and  superintendent  of  public  instruction  from  the  board 
of  education,  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  and  a  member  of  the  board 
of  agriculture  to  be  selected  by  that  board,  and  the  president  and  a  member 
of  the  board  of  the  Virginia  Agricultural  College  and  Polytechnic  Institute 
to  be  selected  by  that  board,  acting  In  concert  with  the  co-ordinating  agency 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  duties  to  be  performed  by  each  of  these  agencies  in  the  great  work 
of  agricultural  advance  to  be  defined  by  the  act  creating  the  United  Agricul- 
tural Board,  or  by  the  board  itself,  with  discretion  and  power  neither  case 
to  enlarge  its  work  as  the  necessities  of  the  situation  may  require,  and  to 
assign  such  new  work  to  the  agencies  best  fitted  to  successfully  carry  it  out. 
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I  have  talked  with  Dr.  S.  A.  Knapp,  the  efficient  general  director  of 
demonstration  work  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  who 
heartily  approves  the  plan  of  co-ordination  briefly  outlined  In  this  message, 
and  expressed  the  opinion  that  its  adoption  would  very  soon  put  Virginia 
in  the  front  rank  of  the  Southern  States. 

The  importance  of  the  subject  justifies  me  In  very  briefly  repeating 
some  things  which  were  said  in  my  inaugural  address:  "Last  year  twelve 
thousand  Southern  boys  cultivated  an  acre  of  land  each  In  corn  under  the 
direction  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  One  acre  in  South 
Carolina  produced  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  and  one-half  bushels;  an  acre 
in  Mississippi  produced  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  bushels;  one  acre  In 
ArkansRS  produced  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  bushels,  and  one  acre  in 
Chesterfield  county,  Virginia,  produced  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  bushelfl. 
The  average  production  of  corn  in  the  United  States  last  year  was  a  little 
over  twenty-five  bushels  to  the  acre,  while  the  average  of  the  twelve  thou- 
sand boys  was  sixty  bushels  to  the  acre,  or  more  by  ten  bushels  than  double 
the  average  production  of  the  United  States. 

If  we  could  double  our  corn  crop  in  Virginia,  it  would,  at  seventy  cents 
a  bushel.  Increase  our  annual  income  over  thirty-three  millions  of  dollars. 
Of  course,  the  same  methods  of  agriculture  would  increase  our  crops  of 
wheat,  rye,  cats,  potatoes,  tobacco,  peanuts,  grass  and  all  other  crops  produced 
in  our  State  and  add  immensely  to  our  wealth  and  the  value  of  our  lands. 
With  more  than  twenty-five  millions  of  acres  of  land,  and  not  quite  one-fifth 
in  cultivation,  the  importance  of  demonstrating  the  productive  capacity  of  our 
soil  must  impress  itself  upon  the  General  Assembly. 

Let  this  productive  capacity  be  demonstrated,  and  added  to  the  splendid 
climate  and  transportation  advantages  we  possess,  and  home  seekers  will 
pour  in,  our  waste  lands  will  put  under  cultivation,  our  population  will 
Increase,  and  our  revenue,  without  any  Increase  of  taxation,  will  enable  us 
to  build  and  maintain  good  roads,  improve  our  schools,  and  all  of  our  State 
Institutions  and  agencies,  and  carry  forward  all  the  plans  for  progress 
which  are  now  halting  because  of  scarcity  of  money. 

I  do  not  know  a  more  Important  matter  for  legislative  action,  or  one 
which  promises  more  immediate  or  important  results  than  that  briefly  out- 
lined In  this  message,  and  I  earnestly  commend  it  to  the  attention  and 
action  of  the  General  Assembly.

Mr.  Pitts  offered  the  following  joint  resolution : 
Besolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, that  the  General  Assembly  proceed  to-day  at  1:30 
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P.  M.  to  consider  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of  the  ap- 
pointment by  the  Governor  of  J.  R.  Winfield  as  a  member  of 
the  State  Corporation  Commission  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Jos.  E.  Willard;  and  that  the 
rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Dele- 
Rates  when  convened  in  Joint  Assembly  for  such  purpose, 
shall  be  as  follows : 

Joint  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Delegates  when  convened  in  Joint  Assembly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  confirming  or  rejecting  the  nomination  of  the 
Governor  for  State  Corporation  Commissioner : 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Assembly, 
accompanied  by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  the 
Senators  shall  proceed  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
and  shall  be  recevied  by  the  Delegates  standing.  Appropriate 
seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  Senators  by  the  Sergeant  at 
Arms  of  the  House.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  assign 
an  appropriate  seat  for  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  president  of  the 
Joint  Assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to 
vacate  the  chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  or  in  his  absence,  by  such  member  of  the  Joint 
Assembly  as  the  Speaker  may  designate. 

3.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Joint  As- 
sembly and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate.  He 
shall  enter  the  proceedings  in  the  Journal  of  the  House  and 
shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate, 
who  shall  enter  the  same  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  Sergeant  at  Arms,  the  doorkeepers  and  pages  of 
the  House  shall  act  as  such  for  the  Joint  Assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  the  rules  of  the  Joint  Assembly. 

6.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  Joint  Assembly,  the  names 
of  Senators  shall  be  called  first  in  alphabetical  order,  then  the 
names  of  the  Delegates  in  like  order  except  that  the  name 
of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  called  last. 

7.  If,  when  the  Joint  Assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascer- 
tained that  a  majority  of  each  House  is  not  present,  the  Joint 
Assembly  may  take  measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of 
absentees,  or  adjourn  to  a  succeeding  day  as  a  majority  of 
those  present  may  determine. 

8.  When  the  Joint  Assembly  adjourns,  the  Senators,  ac- 
companied by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  re- 
turn to  their  Chamber  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  be 
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proceeded  with  in  the  same  order  as  when  it  was  interrupted 
by  the  entrance  of  the  Senators. 

"Which  was  agreed  to. 

Order  that  Mb.  Dunn  carry  the  resolution  in  the  Senate 
and  request  their  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Sale,  who 
informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  refused  to  concur  in 
the  joint  resolution.

when  each  House  shall  be  notified  of  said  nominations;  then 
the  roll  shall  be  called  for  the  election  of  each  in  the  order 
named,  and  when  the  roll  shall  have  been  called  for  the  whole 
number,  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house,  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  two,  which  together  shall  constitute  a  joint 
committee  to  count  the  joint  vote  in  each  case  and  report  the 
results  to  their  respective  Houses. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Cox  carry  the  resolution  to  the  Senate 
and  request  their  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Sale,  who 
informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to  the  joint 
resolution. 

Mr.  Dunn  offered  the  following  joint  resolution: 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  the  Senate  concurring, 
that  the  General  Assembly  proceed  to-day  at  2  P.  M.  to  con- 
sider the  confirmation  or  rejection  of  the  appointment  by  the 
Governor  of  J.  R.  Wingfield  as  a  member  of  the  State  Corpora- 
tion Commission  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Joseph  E.  Willard ;  and  that  the  rules  for  the 
government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  when  con- 
vened in  joint  assembly  for  such  purpose  shall  be  as  follows : 

Joint  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Delegates,  when  conveued  in  joint  assembly  for  the  pur 
pose  of  confirming  or  rejecting  the  nomination  of  the  governor 
for  the  State  Corporation  Commissioner : 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Assembly, 
accompanied  by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  the 
Senators  shall  proced  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates, 
and  shall  be  received  by  the  Delegates  standing.  Appropriate 
seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  Senators  by  the  Sergeant  at 
Arms  of  the  House.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  assign 
an  appropriate  seat  to  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  Joint  Assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for 
him  to  vacate  the  chair  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  or  in  his  absence  by  such  member  of  the 
Joint  Assembly  as  the  Speaker  may  designate. 

3.  The  C lerk  of  the  House  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Joint  As- 
sembly, and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate.  He 
shall  enter  the  proceedings  in  the  Journal  of  the  House,  and 
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shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate, 
who  shall  enter  the  same  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  Sergeant  at  Arms,  doorkeepers  and  pages  of  the 
House  shall  act  as  such  for  the  Joint  Assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  the  rules  of  the  Joint  Assembly. 

6.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  Joint  Assembly  the  names  of 
the  Senators  shall  be  called  first  in  alphabetical  order,  and  the 
names  of  the  Delegates  in  like  order,  except  that  the  name  of 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  called  last. 

7.  If  when  the  Joint  Assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained 
that  a  majority  of  each  House  is  not  present  the  Joint  As- 
sembly may  take  measures  to  procure  the  attendance  of  ab- 
sentees or  adjourn  to  a  succeeding  day  as  a  majority  of  those 
present  may  determine. 

8.  When  the  Joint  Assembly  adjourns,  the  Senators,  ac- 
companied by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  re- 
turn to  their  chamber  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  be 
proceeded  with  in  the  same  order  as  when  it  was  interrupted 
by  the  entrance  of  the  Senators. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  Mb.  Dunn  carry  the  resolution  to  the  Senate 
and  request  their  concurrence.

The  following  House  bills  having  been  considered  by  the 
committee  in  session  were  reported  from  the  Committee  for 
Courts  of  Justice : 

No.  335.  House  bill  to  create  a  court  of  law  and  chancery 
for  the  city  of  Roanoke,  Virginia. 

No.  336.  House  bill  to  make  it  a  misdemeanor  for  common 
carriers  to  refuse  or  fail  to  accept  for  passage  on  all  of  their 
passenger  trains  in  the  State  mileage  coupons  or  tickets  sold 
by  them,  or  other  common  carriers,  or  their  agents,  for 
passenger  travel  on  their  lines,  good  within  this  State  for 
exchange  for  tickets  in  lieu  thereof,  and  to  declare  all  con- 
tracts, conditions  and  restrictions  printed  in  said  tickets  ex- 
acted by  such  common  carriers  and  required  to  be  signed  by 
the  purchaser  of  such  mileage  book  or  ticket  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  its  sale  to  be  void,  contrary  to  public  policy  and 
of  no  effect,  and  providing  penalties  for  such  actions  and  for 
the  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  give 
a  right  of  action  to  any  person  who  is  refused  passage  by  any 
corporation  on  any  such  mileage  book  or  ticket  held  by  him  on 
its  passenger  trains  within  this  Commonwealth. 

No.  337.  House  bill  to  amend  section  30  of  an  act  to  pro- 
vide a  new  charter  for  the  city  of  Bristol,  approved  March  14, 
1908,  having  been  considered  by  the  committee  in  session, 
was  reported  from  the  Committee  on  Counties,  Cities  and 
Towns. 

House  bill  changing  the  council  of  the  city  of  Charlottes- 
ville, having  been  considered  by  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Special,  Private  and  Local  Legislation,  was  returned  to  the 
House  with  the  following  report:  The  Joint  Committee  on 
Special,  Private  and  Local  Legislation,  respectfully  reports 
that  in  their  opinion  the  object  of  the  within  bill  cannot  be 
reached  by  general  law  or  court  proceedings,  but  that  the  bill 
is  not  in  proper  form.

The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Counties,  Cities 
and  Towns. 

House  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  139  of  an  act  en- 
titled **An  act  to  raise  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  govern- 
ment and  public  free  schools  and  to  pay  the  interest  on  the 
public  debt,  and  to  provide  a  special  tax  for  pensions  as  au- 
thorized by  section  189  of  the  Constitution,  approved  April 
16,  1903,  as  heretofore  amended,  in  relation  to  licenses  on 
slot  machines,  heretofore  referred  to  the  Committee  for  Courts 
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of  Justice,  was  reported  back  with  a  recommendation  that  it 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  bill  was  so  referred. 

House  joint  resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  section 
130  of  article  9  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  and  providing 
for  publishing  said  amendment,  and  certifying  the  same  to 
the  next  General  Assembly,  having  been  considered  by  the 
committee  in  session,  was  reported  from  the  Committee  for 
Courts  of  Justice. 

Mr.  Page  offered  the  following  joint  resolution  : 

Whereas,  the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg  and  Potomac 
Railroad  Company  is  the  only  railroad  company  in  the  Com- 
monwealth which  pays  no  taxes  for  the  support  of  the  gov- 
ernment from  which  it  derives  its  franchise,  and  under  whose 
protection  it  does  its  business;  and  whereas,  the  said  com- 
pany, while  enjoying  the  benefits  of  exemption  from  taxation 
conferred  by  its  charter,  refuses  to  endure  the  burdens  im- 
posed by  the  same  charter ; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates^ 
the  Senate  concurring,  that  a  joint  committee  of  eight  be  ap- 
pointed, consisting  of  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates, 
two  members  of  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  and  three  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  This  committee  is  di- 
rected and  empowered  to  invite  a  conference  with  the  officials 
and  authorities  of  the  said  railroad  company  and  to  represent 
to  the  said  company  the  advisability  of  surrendering  its  an- 
cient charter  and  taking  out  a  new  charter  under  the  general 
and  equal  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Page  carry  the  resolution  to  the  Senate 
and  request  their  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Watkins^ 
who  informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to  the 
joint  resolution  with  the  following  amendments :  ^ 

Senate  amendments  to  House  joint  resolution  in  reference 
to  appointing  a  joint  committee  to  confer  with  the  officials  of 
the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg  and  Potomac  Railroad  Com- 
pany: In  line  13  after  the  word  **  house,  *'  strike  out  period 
and  insert  semi-colon  and  add  the  following:  ''provided  that 
in  the  event  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  be  absent  or 
from  any  cause  or  deem  it  improper  for  him  to  act  in  the 
capacity  designated,  the  president  pro  tem  of  the  Senate  shall 
take  his  place  on  the  joint  committee. '^ 
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After  the  word  ''Commonwealth"  in  line  18,  add  the  fol- 
lowing: The  said  joint  committee  shall  report  to  both  the 
House  and  the  Senate  on  or  before  Thursday,  February  24, 
1910. 

In  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mb.  Page  the  amendments  were  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Page  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House 
had  agreed  to  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate. 

The  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Page,  Cooke  and  Powers 
the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Jennings  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  this  great  Commonwealth,  Virginia,  is  distin- 
guished among  all  peoples  in  that  it  is  the  birthplace  of  many 
great  men  who  have  attained  deserved  high  place  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  world — among  these  appear  Washington  and  Lee, 
whose  effigies  are  worthy  to  stand  in  any  hall  and  would 
honor  any  collection  of  memorials — therefore,  resolved  that 
when  this  House  adjourns  to-day  it  adjourn  in  honor  of 
Washington. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  following  joint 
resolution,  which  was  reported  from  the  Committee  on  Gen- 
eral Laws : 

Joint  Resolution. 

Proposing  amendment  to  section  117  of  article  8  of  the 
Constitution  of  Virginia,  and  providing  for  publishing  said 
amendment  and  certifying  the  same  to  the  next  General  As- 
sembly. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  a  major- 
ity of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  agreeing  thereto, 
that  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed  and  referred  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  of 
Senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  for  its  con- 
currence in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  section  196  of  arti- 
cle 15  of  said  Constitution,  namely,  strike  out  from  the  Consti- 
tution of  Virginia  section  117,  which  is  in  the  words  and  fig- 
ures following,  to-wit: 

No.  117.  General  laws  for  the  organization  and  govern- 
ment of  cities  and  towns  shall  be  enacted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly and  no  special  act  shall  be  passed  in  relation  thereto, 
except  in  the  manner  provided  in  article  4  of  this  Constitution, 
and  then  only  by  a  recorded  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  House.  But  each  of  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  State  having  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
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stitution  a  municipal  charter  may  retain  the  same,  except 
so  far  as  it  shall  be  repealed  or  amended  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, provided  that  every  such  charter  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  conform  to  all  of  the  provisions,  restrictions,  limita- 
tions and  powers  set  forth  in  this  article  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  Constitution. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

No.  117.  General  laws  for  the  organization  and  govern- 
ment of  cities  and  towns  shall  be  enacted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  no  special  act  shall  be  passed  in  relation  thereto, 
except  in  the  manner  provided  in  article  4  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, and  then  only  by  a  recorded  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  House,  and  except  also  in  the  case  of 
cities  having  more  than  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  as  here- 
inafter provided.  But  each  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the 
State  having  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment 
a  municipal  charter  may  retain  the  same,  except  so  far  as  it 
shall  be  repealed  or  amended  by  the  General  Assembly,  pro- 
vided that  every  such  charter  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  con- 
form to  all  the  provisions,  restrictions,  limitations  and  powers 
set  forth  in  this  article,  or  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  anything  in  this  article  con- 
tained, the  General  Assembly  may  by  general  law  or  by  special 
act,  passed  as  prescribed  in  article  4  of  this  Constitution,  de- 
part in  any  respect,  except  as  otherwise  in  this  section  express- 
ly provided,  from  the  form  of  organization  and  government 
and  prescribed  by  this  article  for  cities  and  towns  and  may 
provide  from  time  to  time  for  the  various  cities  and  towns  of 
the  Commonwealth  such  form  or  forms  of  municipal  govern- 
ment as  the  General  Assembly  may  deem  best,  but  no  form  or 
forms  of  government  authorized  by  the  second  paragraph  of 
this  section  shall  become  operative,  except  as  to  such  cities 
or  towns  as  may  thereafter  adopt  the  same  by  a  majority  vote 
of  its  qualified  electors  at  an  election  to  be  held  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed therefor  by  law.  All  the  limitations  on  the  powers  of 
the  Cornells  of  cities  and  towns  imposed  by  this  article  shall 
apply  in  like  manner  to  the  principal  legislative  authority 
under  any  form  of  government  which  may  be  authorized  here- 
under. The  teim  council  as  used  in  sections  125  and  327  of 
this  Constitution  shall  be  construed  to  include  the  body  which 
under  any  form  of  municipal  government  shall  be  vested  with 
the  principal  legislative  authority  of  such  municipality. 

The  General  Assembly,  for  the  purposes  of  this  article, 
may  classify  cities  according  to  their  population,  but  the  maxi- 
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mum  population  prescribed  for  any  class  shall  exceed  the 
minimum  population  for  the  same  class  by  at  least  ten  thou- 
sand. The  General  Assembly  at  the  request  made  in  the  man- 
ner which  may  be  prescribed  by  law  of  any  city  having  a  popu- 
lation of  over  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  may  grant  a 
special  form  of  government  for  such  city. 

Any  laws  or  charters  enacted  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
stitution, relating  expressly  to  judges  and  clerks  of  courts, 
attorneys  for  the  Commonwealth,  commissioners  of  revenue, 
city  treasurers  and  city  sergeants. 

Resolved  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Mouse  of  Delegates  be  au- 
thorized and  required  to  cause  this  proposed  amendment  and 
these  resolutions  to  be  published  for  three  months  previous 
to  the  time  of  the  next  general  election  of  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Delegates. 

Resolved  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates  be  re- 
quired to  transmit  to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  first  regular 
session  held  after  the  next  general  election  of  members  of  the

urer of  the  State  as  a  part  of  such  bond,  bonds  of  the  State 
of  Virginia,  to  be  held  upon  the  same  conditions  and  trusts 
for  the  protection  and  indemnity  of  the  State  stipulated 
above  in  relation  to  the  bonds  to  be  given  hereunder,  and  the 
amount  of  such  bond  may  be  diminished  by  the  amount  of 
State  bonds  so  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  the  State,  pro- 
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vided  that  the  aggregate  of  the  amount  of  the  bond  so  given, 
together  with  the  amount  of  State  of  Virginia  bonds  so  de- 
posited shall  not  be  less  than  $500,000." 

That  the  Senate  concur  in  the  first  of  the  amendments 
proposed  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  which  is  as  follows: 
On  printed  page  3,  at  the  end  of  line  19,  after  the  words  Nor- 
folk, Virginia,  insert  the  following:  *' Alexandria  National 
Bank,  of  Alexandria,  Virginia,  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Wytheville,  Virginia,  and  the  Greenesville  Bank,  Emporia, 
Virginia,"  and  add  at  the  end  of  said  House  amendments  the 
words:  ''And  the  Petersburg  Insurance  and  Savings  Com- 
pany, Petersburg,  Virginia."

This  bill,  as  origi- 
nally introduced,  applied  only  to  the  county  of  Princess  Anne,  but  was 
amended  in  the  House  bv  the  Insertion  of  the  county  of  Grayson.  When  it 
came  over  to  the  Senate  it  appeared  on  the  calendar  as  follows:  "No.  24.  To 
protect  fur-bearing  animals  of  Princess  Anne  county,  Virginia.**  "Reported 
without  amendments." 

The  Senator  from  Grayson  says  he  was  misled  by  the  entry,  and  deelree 
an  onrortunity  to  have  the  bill  amended  by  striking  out  his  county. 

This  reccmmendatlon  is  made  under  peculiar  circumstances,  and  Is  not 
to  be  regarded  as  a  precedent.

Senate  bill  to  prevent  the  naanufacture  and  sale 
of  adulterated,  misbranded,^  poisonous,  or  deleterious  stock 
and  cattle  feeds,  and  to  repeal  section  15  and  sub-sections  a, 
b,  c,  d,  e,  f  and  g  of  said  section  15,  chapter  188,  Acts  of  As- 
sembly, 1908,  approved  March  11,  1908,  and  to  repeal  all  laws 
in  conflict  with  this  act,  in  so  far  only  as  they  may  be  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  act.

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At  the  end  of  section  5,  after  the  word  ''materials,'*  strike 
out  period  and  insert  comma,  and  add  the  following:  '*nor 
shall  it  include  the  pure  by-products  of  wheat  known  as 
middlings,  shorts  and  bran  made  from  wheat  only,  nor  the 
pure  products  of  corn  known  as  corn  meal,  hominy  grits  and 
com  bran :  provided  that  nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  any 
products  intended  for  feeding  to  domestic  animals  from  a 
printed  statement  certifying  the  net  weight  of  the  contents  of 
the  package,  the  name  under  which  it  is  offered  for  sale  and 
the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  of  said  product ; 
provided  however,  that  then  the  products  aforesaid  shall  be 
sold  and  delivered  to  the  consumer  at  the  place  of  manu- 
facture, the  miller  or  manufacturer  thereof  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  the  printed  statement  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for;  and  provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  the^  by-products  of  wheat  as 
hereinbefore  expressed,  nor  to  corn  meal,  hominy  grits  or 
com  bran,  when  the  sales  thereof  are  made  by  farmers  grow- 
ing the  wheat  and  corn  from  which  said  products  are  made/' 
After    the   word    ''material,''  line  24,  section  11,  page  8, 
strike  out  the  period  and  insert  a  comma  and  add  the  follow- 
ing: "and  provided  also  that  wheat  and  com  millers,  their 
agents  and  all  distributors  or  dealers,  exposing  for  sale,  sell- 
ing or  distributing  pure  wheat  middlings,  shorts  or  bran,  or 
pure  corn  meal,  hominy  grits  or  corn  bran,  exempted  from 
the  inspection  fee  of  fifteen  cents  per  ton,  shall  register  with 
the  dairy  and  food  commissioner  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
July  in  each  and  every  year,  and  at  the  time  of  such  registra- 
tion, pay  to  the  dairy  and  food  commissioner  a  registration  or 
inspection  fee  as  follows,  viz:  the  wheat  millers  operating 
with  a  capacity  of  over  fifteen  barrels  and  not  over  twenty- 
five  barrels  of  flour  per  day,  $5.00;  over  twenty-five  barrels 
and  not  over  fifty  barrels  per  day,  $10,00 ;  over  fifty  barrels 
and  not  over  two  hundred  barrels  per  day  $15.00 ;  and  all  over 
two  hundred  barrels  per  day,  $20.00;  and  the  corn  millers 
operating  with  a  capacity  over  ninety  bushels  of  meal  per  day 
and  not  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  per  day,  $5,00; 
over  one  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  per  day  and  not  over  three 
hundred  bushels,  $10.00;  over  three  hundred  bushels  per  day 
and  not  over  twelve  hundred  bushels,  $15.00;  and  over  twelve 
hundred  bushels  per  day,  $20.00;  but  when  the  manufacturer, 
agent  or  shipper  has  paid  the  registration  or  inspection  fee 
provided  for  in  this  section,  no  agent  or  seller  of  such  manu- 
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facturer  or  shipper  shall  be  required  to  pay  any  additional 
registration  or  inspection  fee  for  the  same  year/'  After  the 
word  *' treasury,''  in  line  31,  section  11,  page  8,  insert  the 
following:  ''to  the  credit  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture." 
After  section  15,  page  12,  add  section  15a  to  read  as  follows: 
15a.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  Dairy  and  Food  Conunis- 
sioner  in  the  conduct  of  his  office  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  State  out  of  the  fund  to  the  credit  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  upon  warrants  drawn  on  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts  by  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Commissioner  of  Agiiculture,  and  which  shall 
be  approved  and  audited  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture.

We,  the  State  Executive  Committee  of  the  Farmers*  Eklucational  and 
Co-Operative  Union  of  America,  in  executive  session  at  the  Lexington  Hotel, 
Richmond,  Va.,  do  hereby  thank  the  House  of  Delegates  for  the  passage  of 
the  Agricultural  Lime  Bill  in  the  interest  of  the  farmers  of  Virginia.

Mr.  Page  rose  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege  and  said: 

**Mb.  Speakeb:  This  House,  representing  the  popular 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  order  to  increase  the 
revenues  of  this  State,  passed,  after  full  hearings  of  the  ques- 
tion, at  which  both  the  Attorney  General  and  ex-Attorney 
General  were  heard,  by  what  was  practically  a  unanimous 
vote  (two  members  voting  against  it),  the  bill  allowing  the 
R.,  F  &  P.  R.  R.  Company  to  take  out  a  new  charter  and 
merge  with  other  roads  of  this  State,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  law  applicable  to  other  railroads  and  upon  the  condi- 
tion of  the  surrender  of  its  special  privileges. 

This  bill  safeguarded  the  interests  of  the  State  in  every 
particular,  and  made  any  action  thereunder  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  majority  of  the  committee,  consisting  of  the 
Governor,  the  Corporation  Commission,  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  and  the  President  pro  tem  of  the  Senate. 

This  measure,  which  has  had  the  sanction  of  the  Executive 
and  the  popular  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  has  been  op- 
posed and  defeated  in  the  committees  of  the  Senate  by  the 
open  opposition  of  the  State 'te  Treasurer,  Second  Auditor  and 
one  of  the  proxies  voting  the  State  stock.  In  other  words,  the 
holders  of  the  State's  property  have  undertaken  to  interfere 
with  her  disposition  thereof. 

Against  this,  as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  I 
enter  my  solemn  protest." 

Mr.  Willlvms,  of  Giles,  offered  the  following  joint  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  the  Senate  con- 
curring:, that  the  time  for  the  return  of  the  books,  showing  re- 
assessment of  lands,  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the 
county  or  corporation  court  of  the  city  wherein  the  lot  or 
land  is  located,  to  the  commissioner  of  the  revenue  of  the 
county,  district  or  corporation,  and  to  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  shall  be  made  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  October, 
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1910,  and  in  cities  having  a  population  of  forty-six  thousand 
by  the  last  United  States  census,  not  later  than  December 
1,  1910. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  Me.  Williams,  of  Giles,  carry  the  joint  reso- 
lution to  the  Senate  and  request  their  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Walkeb, 
who  informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  refused  to  agree 
to  the  joint  resolution. 

The  Speakeb  laid  before  the  House  the  following  com- 
munication from  the  Governor : 

To  the  General  Assemhly  of  Virginia: 

The  failure  of  Senate  bill  No.  71  in  the  House  on  yesterday  requires  me 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  imperative  need  of  some 
method  for  the  equalization  of  taxes  in  the  State.  Unless  a  plan  having  this 
end  in  view  is  adopted  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  greatest  in- 
equality will  exist,  and  the  greatest  injustice  will  result  to  those  sections 
In  which  assessors  following  the  rule  established  by  the  Constitution  assess 
the  land  In  their  respective  district  at  its  fair  market  value.  Under  the 
Constitution  the  assessment  of  this  year  will  be  the  basis  of  taxation  until 
1916,  and  the  Importance  of  having  a  uniform  assessment  throughout  the 
State  can  not  be  over-estimated. 

At  this  late  day  of  the  session  it  may  not  be  possible  to  adopt  the 
wisest  measure  of  equalization,  but  as  our  finances  will  be  affected  for  five 
years  and  our  plans  of  progress  halted,  I  am  confident  that  the  wisdom  and 
patriotism  of  the  General  Assembly  Is  equal  to  the  emergency,  and  that  a 
measure  will  be  adopted  which  will  result  in  great  good,  even  if  it  does  not 
perfectly  meet  the  views  of  all  of  the  people's  representatives. 

We  are  all  interested  in  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  State,  and  all 
working  together  for  the  advancement  of  her  best  interests,  and  I  am  sure 
that  by  making  natural  concessions,  and  by  giving  and  taking  help,  one  from 
another,  a  law  may  be  passed  which  will  be  just  to  landowners  and  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  State.

I  respectfully  return  House  bill  No.  71,  without  my  approval. 

Section  126  of  the  Constitution  is  as  follows:  "The  General  Assembly 
shall  provide  by  general  laws  for  the  extension  and  contraction,  from  time, 
to  time,  of  the  corporate  limits  of  cities  and  towns;  and.no  special  act  for 
such  purposes  shall  be  valid." 

This  is .  an  act  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  town  of  Honaker,  In 
Russell  county,  approved  February  twentieth,  nineteen  hundred. 

The  second  section  of  the  act,  recently  passed,  and  which  is  now  being 
considered,  defines  .the  boundaries  of  the  town,  but  are  so  very  different 
from  the  boundaries  of  the  original  act  that  it  is  impossible  for  me,  without 
outside  evidence,  to  eay  they  are  the  same;  indeed,  I  would  be  obliged  to 
conclude  from  my  examination  of  the  two  acts  that  the  boundaries  are  not 
tho  same. 

It  is  contended  by  the  advocates  of  the  last  act  that  the  boundaries, 
though  difTerently  expressed,  are  the  same,  and  this  contention  is. supported 
by  affidavits.  On  the  contrary,  those  who  oppose  the  last  act  contend  that  the 
area  included  in  the  present  boundaries  is  less  by  forty-six  acres  than  that 
included  by  the  boundaries  of  the  original  act,  and  their  contention  is  sup- 
ported by  affidavits. 

In. this  state  of  facts,  it  being  impossible  for  me  to  say  with  certainty 
which  contention  is  right,  I  think  it  is  safe  to  be  guided  by  the  boundaries  of 
the  original  and  amending  act,  and  these  showing  differences,  I  feel  obliged 
to  conclrde  that  section  126  of  the  Constitution,  which  I  have  quoted,  has 
been  violated. 

I  therefore  disapprove  the  second  section  of  House  bill  No.  71,  and  recom- 
mend that  It  be  so  amended  as  to  conform  to  the  original  act  approved  Feb- 
ruary 20,  1900.

board  of  health  may  perform  duties  of  local  boards,'*  No.  60.

Delegates. 

No.  60.  House  bill  was  on  motion  of  Mr.  Cox  placed  on 
the  calendar. 

No.  394.  Senate  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  4079 
of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  as  amended  and  re-enacted  by  an  act 
approved  April  2,  1902,  and  as  amended  and  re-enacted  by 
an  act  entitled,  '*An  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  4079 
of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  in  reference  to  medical  attendance, 
medicines  and  clothing  for  indigent  prisoners  in  jail  and  an- 
analyses  in  poison  cases,  approved  July  28,  1902.*'

This  sad 
affliction,  through  which    Virginia  is  now    passing,    is    the 
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saddest  since  the  death  of  the  peerless  Lee  in  October,  1870. 
It  would  be  a  deep  regret  for  the  Legislature,  if  possible,  not 
to  be  in  session  when  the  most  distinguished  Virginian  now 
living  should  come  to  his  end.  He  is  our  creation.  We  made 
him  United  States  Senator.  The  very  highest  honors  should 
be  paid  him;  and  how  appropriate  and  proper  for  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Virginia  to  be  present  to  give  him,  with  the 
executive  and  judiciary  departments  of  our  State,  along  with 
the  weeping  multitudes,  all  the  honor,  respect  and  love  we 
can  show  to  a  gallant  soldier,  a  noble  citizen  and  a  dear 
statesman. 

The  telegram  this  morning,  *'His  recovery  is  impossible,'* 
is  from  the  physician.  'Tis  sad  to  think  it  so,  but  I  conceive 
it  is  the  inevitable.  This  move  on  my  part  had  no  politics  in 
it.  On  my  part,  between  the  positions  of  having  representa- 
tion in  the  United  States  Senate  with  only  one  senator  until 
1912,  and  the  legislature  not  to  be  in  session  when  his  end 
came,  I  greatly  prefer  to  have  only  one  senator  until  1912. 

In  1869  we  came  to  the  House  of  Delegates  together,  and 
of  all  who  were  in  public  life  at  that  time  in  Virginia,  Major 
Daniel  and  I  are  the  only  two  now  in  public  life.  I  may  be 
considered  extravagant  in  this  statement,  but  my  love  and 
respect  for  the  great  Virginian  for  more  than  four  decades 
may  cause  me  to  be  partial. 

What  the  General  Assembly  will  do,  I  yield  to  its  better 
judgment.  This  sad  hour  is  no  time  for  dissentions.  We  can, 
we  will  do  for  the  best.

The  lowest  bid  was  accepted  in  every  case  except  in  the  cities  of  Rich- 
mond and  Roanoke. 
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In  Roanoke,  the  Evening  News  and  Roanoke  Times  are  published  by  the 
same  people.  The  News  was  the  lowest  bid  received  from  Roanoke,  but  the 
Times  was  lower  per  thousand  of  circulation,  and  as  there  was  no  other 
publication  of  the  amendments  in  the  southwest,  west  of  Roanoke,  it  was 
decided  that  the  morning  issue  (Times)  should  be  used  in  Roanoke,  as  it 
went  to  all  parts  of  the  Southwest,  and  had  a  larger  circulation  than  either 
of  the  evening  papers  in  that  city. 

The  question  of  publication  in  the  City  of  Manchester,  confronted  me  and 
I  requested  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  in  the  following  com- 
munication:

Attorney-General,  Richmond^  Va. 

Deab  Sib:  I  am  perplexed  to  know  what  should  be  done  In  reference 
to  the  publication  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  in  the 
city  of  Manchester  and  would  be  greatly  obliged  to  have  your  advice. 

The  Constitution  says  that  the  proposed  amendments  shall  be  puhlished 
for  three  months,  etc.  The  statute  (Acts  1908,  page  22)  says  that  they  be 
published,  in  at  least  one  daily  newspaper  published  in  each  city  of  the 
first  class.  There  is  no  dally  paper  published  in  Manchester.  The  only 
publication  there  is  a  weekly  paper  called  the  Bee.  All  of  the  Richmond 
papers  have  oflSces  and  distributing  stations  in  Manchester  as  do  piobably 
papers  published  elsewhere,  but  none  of  these  papers  are  actually  published 
in  the  city  of  Manchester.  The  Richmond  News-Leader  has  a  head  line 
"Richmond  and  Manchester"  but  is  actually  published  in  Richmond.  The  con- 
stitutional requirement  has  been  complied  with  in  that  the  amendments  have 
been  published,  or  rather  will  be  published  in  ten  other  cities  and  the  question 
which  confronts  me  is  whether  to  publish  the  amendments  in  the  weekly 
paper  of  Manchester,  whether  to  construe  the  publication  in  Richmond  as  for 
Manchester  also,  or  whether  to  regard  the  statute  as  merely  directory,  and 
being  no  daily  paper  published  in  Manchester  to  disregard  the  publication  in 
that  city,  leaving  the  publication  in  the  other  ten  cities  to  be  regarded  as 
compliance  with  the  constitution.    I  will  thank  you  for  your  views.

Clerk  House  of  Delegates^  Pearisburg  and  Richmond,  Va. 

Deab  Sir:  Yours  of  the  22nd,  forwarded  from  Richmond,  has  been 
received  here. 

The  law  makes  no  specific  provision  for  the  publication  of  the  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  in  a  city  of  the  first-class  in  which  no 
daily  newspapers  are  actually  printed,  nor  does  it  define  what  Ib  publication 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  further  than  to  require  that  the  proposed 
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amendments  shall  be  published  for  three  months  "in  at  least  one  daily 
newspaper  published  in  each  city  of  the  first  class/' 

Manchester  is  a  city  of  the  first  class,  and  no  daily  newspaper  is 
actually  printed,  but  I  understand  that  each  of  the  three  dailies  printed  in 
the  city  of  Richmond.  "The  Times-Dispatch.  The  Evening  Journal,  and  The 
News-Leader,"  are  regularly  daily,  distributed  and  circulated  through  the 
city  of  Manchester  practically  as  they  are  distributed  and  circulated  through 
the  city  of  Richmond.  The  News-Leader  as  appears  from  its  heading  and 
date  line,  hails  from  both  Manchester  and  Richmond. 

It  being  impossible  to  publish  the  proposed  amendments  in  a  daily  news- 
paper actually  printed  in  Manchester,  the  best  you  can  do  is  to  publish 
them  in  one  or  more  daily  newspapers  of  general  circulation  actually 
printed  across  James  River  in  Richmond  city,  but  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  may  be  fairly  claimed,  published  in  Manchester  also. 

My  view  is  that  this  will  satisfy  the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter  of  the 
law,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  it  will  satisfy  both:  but  if  I  am  in 
error  in  this,  it  is  a  situation  which  can  not  be  helped  or  bettered  by  any  act 
of  yours. 

Out  of  abundant  caution,  I  would  venture  to  suggest  that  you  have  the 
amendments  published  in  the  News-Leader  of  "Richmond  and  Manchester," 
whether  you  have  them  also  published  in  another  paper  printed  in  Richmond 
or  not.  The  act  requires  you  to  have  the  publication  in  "at  least  one 
daily  newspaper  published  in  each  city  of  the  first  class;"  which  clothes  you 
with  authority  in  your  discretion  to  have  the  publication  in  more  than  one 
dally  newspaper,  in  each  first-class  city  of  the  State. 

YC'U  would  certainly  be  justified  in  having  the  publication,  if  it  can  be 
secured  on  any  fair  terms,  in  two  dailies  of  general  circulation  printed  In 
the  Capital  and  the  largest  city  in  the  State. 

In  a  matter  of  such  very  great  importance,  the  cost  of  such  additional 
publication  is  a  matter  of  no  moment  as  compared  with  the  great  interests 
Involved.

The  original  bid  of  the  Portsmouth  Star  was  $341.28,  but  an  error  was 
made  by  the  manager  in  his  measurement  of  the  advertisement  and  it  was 
charged  as  stated  above,  and  there  being  no  other  daily  newspaper  published 
in  Portsmouth,  the  amendment  bid  was  accepted. 

To  avoid  the  possibility  of  error  in  so  many  publications,  electrotypes 
were  made  and  furnished  each  newspaper  publishing  the  amendments,  a  copy 
of  which  follows:

Proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  agreed  to  at  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  1908,  and  published  in  pursuance  of  section 
196  of  the  Constitution  and  Act  approved  February  3,  1908: 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  proposing  an  amendment  of  section  110  of  the 
Constitution  of  Virginia,  and  providing  for  publishing  said  amendment  and 
certifying  the  same  to  the  next  session  of  the  general  assembly. 

1.  Resolved,  by  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates  (a  majority  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  agreeing  thereto),  that  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  be,  and  is  hereby  pro- 
posed, and  is  hereby  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  first  regular 
session  held  after  the  next  general  election  of  members  of  the  House  of 
Delegates  for  its  concurrence,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  section 
one  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  said  Constitution,  namely;  strike  out  from 
the  Constitution  section  one  hundred  and  ten,  which  is  in  the  following  words: 

Sec.  110.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  county, 
one  county  treasurer,  who  shall  not  be  elected  or  serve  for  more  than  two 
consecutive  terms,  nor  act  as  deputy  of  his  immediate  successor;  one  sheriff, 
one  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  and  one  county  clerk,  who  shall  be  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court.  There  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  for  four  years, 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  provide,  commissioners  of  the  revenue,  for  each 
county,  the  number,  duties  and  compensation  of  whom  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law;  but  should  such  commissioners  of  the  revenue  be  chosen  by  election  by 
the  people  then  they  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  to  the  office  for  the 
next  succeeding  term. 

There  shall  be  appointed,  for  each  county,  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
provided  by  law,  one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and  one  county  surveyor. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:

§110.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  county,  one 
county  treasurer,  one  sheriff,  one  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  and  one 
county  clerk  who  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.  There  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  county  for  four  years,  commissioners 
of  the  revenue,  for  each  county,  the  number,  duties  and  compensation  of  whom 
shall  bo  prescribed  by  law.

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  (a  majority  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  house  agreeing).  That  the  following  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  Virginia  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  proposed,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  of 
senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  for  its  concurrence,  in  con> 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  article 
fifteen  of  said  Constitution,  namely: 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  one  hundred  and 
nineteen  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  which  are  in  the  following  words; 

Section  119.  In  every  city,  so  long  as  it  has  a  corporation  court,  or  a 
separate  circuit  court,  there  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  such '  city,  one  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  who 
shall  also,  in  those  cities  having  a  separate  circuit  court,  be  the  attorney  for 
the  Commonwealth,  for  such  circuit  court. 

In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected,  or  appointed,  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  one  commissioner  of  revenue,  whose 
duties  and  compensation  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  but  should  he  be 
elected  by  the  people,  he  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  to  the  ofQce  for 
the  next  succeeding  term. 

Section  120.  In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
thereof  one  city  treasurer,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  but  he  shall  not  be 
-eligible  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms,  nor  act  as  deputy  for  his 
Immediate  successor,  one  city  sergeant,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  whose 
duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law;  and  a  mayor,  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  oflBcer  of  such  city.  All  city  and  town 
ofQcers,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  provided  for  by  this  Constitution, 
shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  such  cities  and  towns,  or  of  some  division 
thereof,  or  appointed  by  such  authorities  thereof  as  the  General  Assembly 
shall  designate. 

The  mayor  shall  see  that  the  duties  of  the  various  city  officers,  mem- 
bers of  the  police  and  fire  departments,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  in  and 
for  such  city,  are  faithfully  performed.  He  shall  have  power  to  investigate 
their  acts,  have  access  to  all  books  and  documents  in  their  offices,  and  may 
examine  them  and  their  subordinates  on  oath.  The  evidence  given  by  persons 
so  examined  shall  not  be  used  against  them  in  any  criminal  proceedings.  He 
shall  also  have  power  to  suspend  such  officers  and  the  members  of  the  police 
and  fire  departments,  and  to  remove  such  officers,  and  also  such  members  of 
said  departments  when  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  for  misconduct 
in  office  or  neglect  of  duty,  to  be  specified  in  the  order  of  suspension  or 
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removal,  but  no  such  removal  shall  be  made  without  reasonable  notice  to 
the  officer  complained  of,  and  an  opportunity  afforded  to  be  heard  in  person, 
or  by  counsel -and  to  present  testimony  in  his  defence.  From  such  order  of 
suspension  or  removal,  the  city  officer  so  suspended  or  removed  shall  have  an 
appeal  of  right  to  the  corporation  court,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  court,  to  the 
circuit  court,  of  such  city,  in  which  court  the  case  shall  be  heard  de  novo  by 
the  judge  thereof,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  He  shall  have  all  other 
powers  and  duties  which  may  be  conferred  and  imposed  upon  him  by  general 
laws. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  119.  In  every  city,  so  long  as  it  has  a  corporation  court,  or  a 
separate  circuit  court,  there  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  such  city,  one  attorney  of  the  Commonwealth,  who 
shall  also,  in  those  cities  having  a  separate  circuit  court,  be  the  attorney 
for  the  Commonwealth,  for  such  circuit  court. 

In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years,  in  a  manner 
to  be  provided  by  law,  one  commissioner  of  revenue,  whose  duties  and  com- 
pensation shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  120.  In  every  city  there- shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
thereof  one  city  treasurer,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  one  city  sergeant,  for 
a  term  of  four  years,  whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law;  and  a  mayor, 
for  a  term  of  four  years,  who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  such 
city.  All  city  and  town  officers,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not 
provided  for  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  such 
cities  and  towns,  or  of  some  division  thereof,  or  appointed  by  such  authorities 
thereof  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  designate. 

The  mayor  shall  see  that,  the  duties  of  the  various  city  officers,  members 
of  the  police  and  fire  departments,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  in  and 
for  such  city,  are  faithfully  performed.  He  shall  have  power  to  investigate 
their  acts,  have  access  to  all  books  and  documents  in  their  offices,  and  may 
examine  them  and  their  subordinates  on  oath.  The  evidence  given  by  persons 
so  examined  shall  not  be  used  against  them  in  any  criminal  proceedings.  He 
shall  also  have  power  to  suspend  such  officers,  and  the  members  of  the  police 
and  fire  departments,  and  to  remove  such  officers,  and  also  such  members  of 
said  departments  when  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  for  misconduct 
in  office  or  neglect  of  duty,  to  be  specified  in  the  order  of  suspension  or 
removal;  but  no  such  removal  shall  be  made  without  reasonable  notice  to  the 
officer  complained  of,  and  an  opportunity  afforded  him  to  be  heard  in  person, 
or  by  counsel,  and  to  present  testimony  in  his  defence.  From  such  order  of 
suspension  or  removal,  the  city  officer  so  suspended  or  removed  shall  have  an 
appeal  or  right  to  the  corporation  court,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  court,  to  the 
circuit  court  of  such  city,  in  which  court  the  case  shall  be  heard  de  novo  by 
the  judge  thereof,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  He  shall  have  all  the  other 
powers  and  duties  which  may  be  conferred  and  imposed  upon  him  by  general 
laws. 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  proposing  an  amendment  to  section  46,  article 
4,  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia. 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Dekt^ates,  the  Senate  concurring  (a  majority 
of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  agreeing  thereto).  That  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution   of  Virginia  be,   and  the  same  is   hereby. 
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proposed  and  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next 
general  election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  for  Its  concurrence,  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  article 
fifteen  of  said  Constitution,  namely: 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  forty-six  of  article 
four,  which  is  In  the  following  words: 

Section  46.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  once  in  two  years,  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  January  next  succeeding  the  election  of  the  members 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  not  oftener  unless  convened  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  this  Constitution.  No  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  after 
the  first  under  this  Constitution,  shall  continue  longer  than  sixty  days;  but 
with  the  concurrence  of  three-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  the 
session  may  be  extended  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  Except  for 
the  first  session  held  under  this  Constitution,  members  shall  be  allowed  a 
salary  for  not  exceeding  sixty  days  at  any  regular  session,  and  for  not 
exceeding  thirty  days  at  any  extra  session.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the 
consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  to  another  place  nor  for  more  than  three  days. 
A  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  members  In  such  manner  and 
under  such  penalty  as  each  house  may  prescribe. 

And  Insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  46.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  once  in  two  years,  on  the 
second  Wednesday  In  January  next  succeeding  the  election  of  the  members 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  not  oftener  unless  convened  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  No  session  of  the  General  Assembly  shall 
continue  longer  than  ninety  days,  except  that  with  the  concurrence  of  three- 
fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  the  session  may  be  extended  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  the  other,  adjourn  to  another  place,  nor  for  more  than  three  days.  A 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  shall  have 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  members  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
penalty  as  each  house  may  prescribe. 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  proposing  amendment  to  section  50  of  article  4  of 
the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  and  providing  for  publishing  said  amendment, 
and  certifying  the  same  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Approved  March  12,  1908.' 

1.  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  the  Senate  concurring  (a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  agreeing),  That  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
proposed  and  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next 
general  election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  for  its  concurrence, 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  section  fifty  of  article  four  of  said 
Constitution,  namely: 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  section  fifty,  article  four^ 
which  is  in  the  following  words: 

Section  50.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill.    A  bill  may  orlglnate- 
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In  either  house,  to  be  approved  or  rejected  by  the  other,  or  may  be  amended 
by  either,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  other. 

No  bill  shall  bcome  a  law  unless  prior  to  its  passage  it  has  been — 

(a)  Referred  to  a  committee  of  each  house,  considered  by  such  com- 
mittee in  session,  and  reported; 

(b)  Printed  by  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  prior  to  Its  passage 
therein; 

(c)  Read  at  length  on  three  different  calendar  days  in  each  house;  and 
unless, 

(d)  A  yea  and  nay  vote  has  been  taken  in  each  house  upon  its  final 
passage,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the 
journal,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting,  which  shall  include  at  least  two-fifths 
of  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  recorded  in  the  affirmative. 

And  only  in  the  manner  required  in  sub-division  "d"  of  this  section 
shall  an  amendment  to  a  bill  by  one  house  be  concurred  in  by  the  other, 
or  a  conference  report  be  adopted  by  either  house,  or  either  house  dis- 
charge a  committee  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill  and  consider  the  same 
as  if  reported:  provided,  that  the  printing  and  reading,  or  either,  required  in 
sub-divisions  (b)  and  (c)  of  this  section,  may  be  dispensed  with  in  a  bill  to 
codify  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  any  case  of  emergency,  by  a  vote  of 
four-fifths  of  the  members  voting  in  each  house  taken  by  the  yeas  and 
nays,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against,  entered  on  the 
journal:  provided  further,  that  no  bill  which  creates  or  establishes  a  new 
office,  or  which  creates,  continues  or  revives  a  debt  or  charge  or  makes, 
continues  or  revives  any  appropriation  of  public  or  trust  money  or  property, 
or  releases,  or  discharges,  or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  of  the  State, 
or  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax,  shall  be  passed  except  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  the 
vote  to  be  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and 
against,  entered  on  the  journal.  Every  law  Imposing,  continuing  or  reviving 
a  tax  shall  specifically  state  such  tax,  and  no  law  shall  be  construed  as  so 
stating  such  tax,  which  requires  a  reference  to  any  other  law  or  any  other 
tax.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  house  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  house 
over  which  he  presides,  sign  every  bill  which  has  been  passed  by  both 
houses  and  duly  enrolled.  Immediately  before  this  is  done,  all  other  business 
being  suspended,  the  title  of  the  bill  shall  be  publicly  read.  The  fact  of 
the  signing  shall  bp  entered  on  the  journal. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow^ing: 

Section  50.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill.  A  bill  may  origi- 
nate in  either  house  to  be  approved  or  rejected  by  the  other,  or  may  be 
amended  by  either,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  other. 

No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless  prior  to  its  passage  it  has  been — 

(a)  Referred  to  a  committee  of  each  house,  considered  by  such  com- 
mittee in  session  and  reported; 

(b)  Printed  by  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  prior  to  Its  passage  therein; 

(c)  Read  by  title  on  three  different  calendar  days  in  each  house  and  read 
at  length  at  least  once  in  each  house;  and  unless 

(d)  A  yea  and  nay  vote  has  been  taken  in  each  house  upon  Its  final 
passage,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against,  entered  on  the 
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lournal,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting,  which  shall  include  at  least  two-fifths 
of  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  recorded  in  the  affirmative. 

And  only  in  the  manner  required  in  sub-division  "d"  of  this  section 
shall  an  amendment  to  a  bill  by  one  house  he  concurred  in  by  the  other, 
or  a  conference  report  be  adopted  by  either  house,  or  either  house  discharge 
a  committee  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill  and  consider  the  same  as  if 
reported:  provided,  that  the  printing  and  reading,  or  either,  required  in 
sub-division  "b"  and  **c"  of  this  section,  may  be  dispensed  with  in  a  bill  to 
codify  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  any  case  of  emergency,  by  a  vote  of 
four-fifths  of  the  members  voting  in  each  house,  taken  hy  the  yeas  and  nays, 
the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the  journal;  pro- 
vided further,  that  no  bill  which  creates  or  establishes  a  new  office,  or  which 
creates,  continues,  or  revives  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues,  or 
revives  any  appropriation  of  public  or  trust  money  or  property,  or  releases 
or  discharges,  or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  bf  the  State,  or  which 
imposes,  continues,  or  revives  a  tax,  shall  be  passed,  except  by  the  affirma- 
tive vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  the  vote  to 
be  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and 
against  entered  on  the  journal.  Every  law  imposing,  continuing,  or  reviving 
a  tax  shall  specifically  state  such  tax,  and  no  law  shall  be  construed  as 
so  stating  such  tax  which  requires  a  reference  to  any  other  law  or  any 
other  tax.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  house  shall,  in  the  presence  of 
the  house  over  which  he  presides,  sign  every  bill  which  has  been  passed  by 
both  houses  and  duly  enrolled.  Immediately  before  this  is  done,  all  other 
business  being  suspended,  the  title  of  the  bill  shall  be  publicly  read.  The  fact 
of  the  signing  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal.

To  His  Excellency,  Claude  A.  Swanson, 

Oovemor  of  Virginia,  Richmond,  Ya. 

Sib:  In  pursuance  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  us  by  the  act  approved 
March  17,  1906,  and  section  68  of  the  Constitution,  we  have  caused  to  be 
made  an  examination  of  the  State  offices  at  Richmond  having  charge  of  the 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  money,  and  have  the  honor  to  report  as 
follows: 

The  report  of  the  accountant  employed  by  the  committee,  which  Is  en- 
closed herewith,  covers  an  examination  of  the  accounts  of 

The  State  Highway  Commissioner, 

The  Secretary  of  Military  Records, 

The  Register  of  the  Land  Office, 

Adjutant  Generars  Office, 

The  State  Board  of  Health, 

The  Labor  Commissioner, 

The  State  Librarian, 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing, 

The  Bureau  of  Insurance, 

The  State  Penitentiary, 

The  State  Convict  Road  Force, 

The  State  Farm, 

The  Laurel  Reformatory, 

The  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner, 

The  Agricultural  Department, 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 

The  Corporation  Commission, 

The  State  Board  of  Education, 

The  State  Treasurer, 

The  Second  Auditor, 

The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

We  earnestly  recommend  the  immediate  revision  and  amendment  of  the 
bill  approved  February  25,  1908,  providing  State  money  aid  for  the  permanent 
improvement  of  roads,  so  as  to  clear  up  the  obscure  provisions  and  make  such 
changes  as  will  enable  the  Highway  Commissioner  to  open  his  accounts  and 
conduct  the  business  of  his  office  intelligently  and  in  conformity  with  the 
law. 

The  difficulties  in  this  respect  have  arisen  since  the  accountant's  visit 
to  the  department,  and  are,  therefore,  not  mentioned  in  his  report. 

As  the  State  Treasurer  Is  liable  on  his  bond  for  the  safety  of  more  than 
$4,000,000.00  of  bonds  deposited  with  him  as  security  for  policy-holders  of 
Insurance  companies  doing  business  in  the  State,  and  as  the  Commonwealth 
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has  by  an  act  of  legislature  assumed  the  same  liability,  we  recommend  the 
passage  of  an  act  or  amendment  requiring  that  all  bonds  so  deposited  shall 
be  "registered"  bonds  accompanied  by  power  of  attorney  to  the  State 
Treasurer. 

We  recommend  legislation  which  will  require  the  "tags"  which  repre- 
sent the  tax  on  fertilizers  to  be  prepared  by  the  Auditor  and  by  him  charged 
to  the  Agricultural  Department,  the  account  so  raised  to  be  closed  by  cash 
and  by  annual  inventory  of  tags  unsold.  We  further  recommend  that  pay- 
ments for  tags  be  made  directly  to  the  Treasurer,  through  pay  in  warrants 
from  the  Auditor's  office,  and  that  the  Treasurer's  receipt,  instead  of  cash, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Agricultural  Department  by  tag  purchasers. 

We  recommend  that  the  Public  Printer  be  required  annually  to  make  a 
complete  inventory  of  all  State  publications  on  hand  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Ck)mmcnwealth  and  incorporate  the  same  in  his  report.  That 
all  future  State  publications  for  sale  and  distribution  be  in  like  manner 
charged  and  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  that  the 
accounts  so  raised  by  the  Public  Printer  against  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  annually  closed  by  cash  paid  into  the  treasury,  by  dis- 
tributions according  to  law  and  by  inventory — and  the  balance  brought  down. 

The  great  sums  apportioned  and  expended  through  the  State  Board  of 
Education  and  the  present  and  increasing  complexity  of  the  financial  end 
of  this  great  interest  induce  us  to  recommend  the  introduction  of  a  complete 
system  of  double-entry  accounts  in  this  department,  and,  if  necessary,  the 
emplojTnent  of  a  thoroughly  competent  accountant  to  open  and  keep  the 
accounts  of  the  department  and  to  follow  its  funds  to  their  final  disburse- 
ment by  the  county  and  city  authorities.  This  scheme  to  include  the  final 
auditing  by  the  accountant  of  every  statement  submitted  to  the  board  from 
any  source. 

In  order  to  facilitate  ''settlements"  between  the  Auditor  and  the  Treas- 
urer we  recommend  the  use  in  the  Treasurer's  office  of  a  separate  journal  for 
"pensions"  with  such  other  changes  as  this  may  necessitate. 

We  earnestly  recommend  the  immediate  appointment  in  the  Second 
Auditor's  office  of  a  thoroughly  competent  technical  accountant  who  shall 
be  authorized  and  required  to  open  a  ledger  to  carry  on  general  accounts 
all  the  transactions  of  the  office,  including  all  the  ^'funds''  handled  there  and 
especially  the  public  debt  and  the  Sinking  Fund  accounts,  and  to  journalize 
daily  the  work  of  the  office,  including  the  Miller  Fund,  the  Literary  Fund,  the 
Sinking  Fund,  the  Public  Debt,  interest  on  the  Public  Debt,  the  Teachers' 
Pension  Fund,  all  transactions  growing  out  of  any  of  these,  including  sales, 
investments,  loans,  etc.,  etc.,  together  with  any  other  entries  necessary  to 
make  a  complete  showing,  through  the  general  ledger,  of  all  the  transactions 
of  the  office  and  the  true  condition  of  every  interest  represented  in  the 
office.  The  necessity  for  prompt,  decisive  and  thorough  work  in  this  office  Is, 
we  think,  fully  shown  by  the  report  upon  which  we  are  acting,  and  we 
recommend  that  the  salary  for  this  position  be  made  sufficient  to  secure  the 
services  and  enlist  the  interest  of  a  high-grade  man.  In  making  this  recom- 
mendation, we  think  it  only  fair  to  state  that  we  called  the  attention  of  your 
Excellency  to  this  portion  of  our  accountant's  rei)ort  and  that  we  called  into 
our  conference  also  the  Second  Auditor,  who,  while  agreeing  to  the  general 
accuracy  of  the  report,  urged  upon  the  committee  the  fact  that  he  had  ftilly 
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realized  the  necessity  for  improved  methods  and  had  repeatedly  presented  to 
the  Legislature  his  needs  and  his  embarrassment.  Upon  this  statement  of 
the  Second  Auditor,  taken  in  connection  with  the  accountant's  report,  your 
Excellency  stated  that  you  would  at  once  employ  competent  expert  persons  to 
deyise  and  introduce  and  write  up  the  necessary  books  and  accounts  to  meet 
all  the  suggestions  of  the  accountant's  report,  so  as  to  be  able  on  the  conven- 
ing of  the  legislature  to  report  that  the  conditions  have  been  met  and  that 
the  necessary  changes  have  been  made,  and  that  the  accounts  devised  are  in 
successful  operation. 

Your  committee  particularly  desires  to  make  it  clear  that  we  do  not 
consider  that  any  reflection  on  the  Second  Auditor  Is  involved  either  in  the 
accountant's  report  or  in  this  report,  nor  any  criticism  except  as  to  the 
methods  of  bookkeeping,  which  methods  appear  to  have  been  unavoidable  on 
account  of  the  lack  of  the  necessary  facilities  and  force. 

On  the  contrary,  we  believe  that  the  Second  Auditor  has  handled  the 
trusts  committed  to  him  with  fidelity  and  e£Elciency,  and  that  with  the  assist- 
ance of  an  expert  bookkeeper  he  will  in  the  future  be  able  to  meet  all  of  the 
suggestions  which  have  been  made  in  the  accountant's  report  and  make  his 
office,  as  it  is  contemplated  it  should  be  under  the  law,  one  of  the  most 
important  and  valuable  departments  of  the  State. 

We  recommend  that  th*?  Auditor  of  Public  Acconntt  ho  lequired  to  open 
and  keep  individual  accounts  with  every  commissioner  of  the  revenue,  or 
other  person  to  whom  commlsBlons  are  paid.  Crediting  each  by  the  com- 
missions found  to  be  due  him  and  charging  each  one  with  the  payments 
made  to  him,  filing  all  necessary  vouchers  to  sustain  the  entries. 

As  the  Journal  and  ledger  entries  in  this  office  depend  upon  the  original 
entries  on  the  stubs  of  the  warrant  book  we  recommend  that  the  entries 
posted  from  the  stubs  be  daily  checked  back  and  verified. 

We  urge  the  simplification  of  the  forms  of  the  land  and  personal  property 
books  by  the  elimination  of  all  purely  statistical  matter,  reducing  them  to 
the  simple  and  direct  work  of  assessment  of  taxes.  If  the  statistics  must  be 
gathered,  then  we  suggest  separate  forms  for  this. 

We  recommend  the  immediate  preparation  and  passage  of  a  bill  to 
authorize  and  empower  the  Auditor  and  the  Treasurer,  by  joint  or  separate 
action  as  may  be  necessary,  to  charge  off  all  outstanding  warrants  of  the 
Auditor's  office  from  1884  to  April  23,  1900,  and  all  outstanding  checks  of 
the  Treasurer's  office  previous  to  1909. 

We  recommend  that  space  be  provided  and  every  facility  afforded  to 
enable  the  Auditor,  hereafter,  to  file  the  vouchers  of  each  department,  board 
or  institution,  separately,  and  as  to  each  of  these  chronologically,  and  so 
that  each  department  or  institution  may  readily  be  checked  by  its  vouchers, 
Instead  of  filing  the  vouchers  of  all  daily  as  is  the  present  custom. 

Your  committee  is  now  convinced  that  no  department,  board,  com- 
mission, or  institution  should  be  allowed  to  draw  "checks"  or  orders,  for 
money,  upon  the  treasury,  based  upon  vouchers  retained  by  them  and  filed 
in  their  offices,  but  that  every  claim  presented  to  the  Auditor  for  payment 
should  be  accompanied  by  a  bill  of  materials  or  goods  furnished,  or  services 
rendered,  properly  audited  and  certified  by  the  responsible  officers,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  scrutiny  and  approval  of  the  Auditor  or  his  duly  authorized 
assistants. 
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We  recommend  such  immediate  legislation  as  will  distinctly  limit  the 
expenditures  of  those  departments  which  now  collect  revenue  and  deposit  it 
in  the  treasury  with  the  right  to  draw  on  these  deposits  until  they  are 
exhausted.  If  in  any  case  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  receipts  of  any 
one  of  these  departments  have  been  sufficient  for  reasonable  service  and 
efficiency,  then  the  limit  should  be  fixed  and  the  surplus  go  into  the  general 
fund. 

The  committee  desires  to  record  its  disapproval  of  the  custom*  now 
extending  into  new  places,  of  allowing  appropriations  to  institutions  sup- 
ported in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  State  to  be  drawn  in  cash,  deposited  in 
bank,  and  expended  on  the  checks  or  drafts  of  the  several  institutions  to 
the  elimination  of  all  supervision  by  the  Auditor  of  the  character,  amount 
or  legality  of  the  expenditures,  and  to  urge  a  return  to  the  safer  and  wiser 
method  of  requiring  actual  vouchers,  in  the  hands  of  the  Auditor,  to  precede 
all  disbursements. 

The  committee  desires  to  record  and  through  this  report  to  express  its 
conviction  that  an  appropriation  by  the  legislature  is  not  the  property  of 
the  department,  board,  or  institution  for  which  it  is  made,  but  the  property 
of  the  State  until  a  duly  authenticated  claim  against  it  is  presented,  when 
it  becomes  the  property  of  the  holder  of  the  claim. 

We  recommend  that  in  all  departments,  boards,  commissions  and  in- 
stitutions more  care  be  given  to  securing  vouchers  in  detail  for  postage  and 
traveling  and  incidental  expenses,  and  that  all  vouchers  be  more  carefully 
arranged  and  filed  numerically  or  chronologically. 

We  recommend  that  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  requested  or 
required  to  embody  in  his  annual  report  so  much  of  the  figures  of  the 
Second  Auditor's  report,  concerning  the  State  debt  and  the  funds  handled 
by  that  office  (and  so  combined  and  stated),  as  will  give  the  General  Assem- 
bly a  complete  view  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Ck)mmonwealth. 

The  committee  urgently  recommends  legislation  making  the  fiscal  year 
and  the  appropriation  year  of  the  Commonwealth  coeval  and  coextensive. 
This  simple  act  would  save  time,  labor  and  money.  The  argument  of  this 
question  and  the  fixing  of  the  date  are  more  appropriate  for  the  consideration 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  will  be  omitted  here. 

We  recommend  that  the  act  requiring  the  annual  examination  of  the 
State  offices  at  Richmond  be  amended  so  as  to  require  examination  and 
report  on  all  offices  and  institutions  handling  State  funds  or  supported  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  the  State. 

It  apearing  that  some  of  the  departments  and  institutions  of  the  State 
are  in  the  habit  of  employing  special  accountants  to  audit  their  accounts 
annually  or  oftener,  and  this  at  considerable  expense,  we  recommend  legis- 
lation forbidding  this  expenditure  and  confining  all  such  work  to  the 
Department  of  Accounting  hereinafter  recommended,  or  if  such  department 
be  not  established,  then  to  the  accountant  of  the  Auditing  Committee  pro- 
vided for  in  section  68  of  the  Constitution. 

The  present  report  may  be  considered  as  the  report  for  1908,  and  though 
the  Constitution  requires  an  "annual"  report,  the  work  has  not  been  re- 
peated for  1909,  simply  because  of  the  failure  to  provide  the  funds.  We 
therefore  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for  an  annual  and  continuous 
appropriation  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  constitutional  requiremenL 
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The  committee  desires  to  call  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  a 
comparison  of  the  reports  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  with  similar 
reports  from  other  States,  north  and  west,  shows  that  his  reports  are 
superior  in  the  fulness  and  clearness  of  their  statements  and  In  the  choice 
of  matter,  and  clearly  indicate,  in  spite  of  adverse  criticism,  that  the  office 
office  gets  and  shows  results. 

The  confmittee  recommends  the  avoidance  of  "cash"  accounts  and 
cash  transactions  in  the  several  departments  wherever  that  is  possible,  and 
urges  direct  payment  into  the  treasury  and  the  presentation  of  the  Treas- 
urer's receipt,  instead  of  money,  to  the  departments. 

We  believe  that  it  is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  Commonwealth 
that  the  Auditor's  office  should  be  as  extensive  and  the  force  there  as  large 
as  the  growing  revenues  and  the  complexities  of  our  affairs  demand. 

The  committee  respectfully  urges  the  importance  of  continuous  work 
in  the  line  of  examination,  correction  and  improvement  and  to  that  end 
ample,  annual,  and  continuous  appropriations. 

We  further  recommend  to  the  careful  consideration  and  action  of  the 
General  Assembly  the  necessity  for  granting  to  some  man,  or  body  of  men, 
the  authority  to  prescribe  the  method  of  accounting  and  the  forms  and 
reports  for  all  of  the  departments  and  for  all  of  the  institutions  of  the 
State,  with  the  necessary  power  to  enforce  his  or  their  requirements  in 
these  matters. 

The  committee  does  not  believe  that  it  is  desirable  or  practicable  to 
legislate  in  detail  for  the  exact  form  of  accounts  throughout  the  government, 
but  rather  favors  gradual  and  continuous  improvement  conducted  by  au- 
thority of  the  General  Assembly. 

We  believe  that  the  time  is  approaching,  if  it  is  not  already  arrived, 
when  this  State  must  do  as  other  States  have  done  and  organize  a  force 
sufficient,  not  only  to  examine  affairs  at  the  Capitol,  but  to  scour  the  State, 
and  with  inquisitive  energy  inquire  into  every  detail  affecting  the  State's 
interests  in  every  city,  town  and  county.  But  for  to-day  we  confidently  assert 
that  the  continuous  services  of  some  one  constantly  employed  in  this 
special  work  and  more  and  more  informed  and  efficient,  even  though  more 
costly,  are  far  more  desirable  than  the  occasional  high  pressure  examinations 
to  which  so  many  resort  when  fears  are  aroused.  We  therefore  recommend 
the  creation  of  a  State  Department  of  Accounting. 

In  conclusion,  we  take  occasion  to  say  that  we  think  the  State  is  to 
be  congratulated  upon  the  fact  that  nothing  found  in  our  investigation 
justifies  any  animadversion  upon  the  honesty  or  integrity  of  any  of  our 
State  officials.  While  there  are  improvements  needed  in  the  methods  now 
in  force  of  safe-guarding  the  financial  Interests  of  the  Commonwealth,  we 
have  discovered  no  evidence  of  intentional  wrong-doing,  and  we  believe  that 
the  character  of  our  officials  for  uprightness  and  freedom  from  moral 
deliquency  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  ACCOUNTANT. 

To  the  Auditing  Committee  0/  the  Legislature  of  Virginia: 

Gentlemen:  In  pursuance  of  the  duties  which  you  assigned  to  me,  I 
have  made  a  more  or  less  extended  examination  of  each  of  the  departments 
of  the  State  government  at  Richmond,  and  herewith  hand  you  the  results 
and  my  conclusions. 

THE  STATE  HIGHWAY  COMMISSION. 

The  accounts  of  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  are  simple  in  form, 
adequate  for  the  purpose,  and  furnish  all  necessary  information.  They 
consist  of  a  careful  account  of  the  disbursements  of  the  funds  at  their 
disposal.  They  are  correctly  and  carefully  kept,  and  are  sustained  by 
proper  vouchers,  kept  in  numerical  and  chronological  order. 

SECRETARY  OF  MILITARY  RECORDS. 

In  this  office  there  are  no  accounts,  but  merely  a  list  of  the  warrants 
drawn  on  the  Auditor.  The  expenditures  represent  simply  the  payment  of 
the  salary  of  the  secretary  and  of  his  clerk,  and  a  small  contingent  fund 
of  about  $100.00  a  month.  I  compared  the  memorandum  kept  ifi  this  office 
with  the  account  in  the  Auditor's  office  and  found  the  vouchers  there  duly 
charged  up. 

REGISTER  OP  THE  LAND  OFFICE. 

In  this  office,  as  in  those  already  mentioned,  the  accounts  are  simple 
and  constitute  merely  a  list  of  the  warrants  drawn  on  the  Auditor.  The 
original  vouchers,  as  in  the  preceding  case,  go  directly  to,  and  are  filed  in 
the  office  of,  the  Auditor. 

The  receipts  of  the  office,  for  fees,  etc.,  are  accurately  recorded,  reported 
semi-annually  and  paid  into  the  treasury.  The  Auditor's  books  sustain 
the  entries  of  the  Register. 

ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  OFFICE. 

In  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General  there  is  one  continuous  record  of 
the  disbursements  of  the  military  board,  which  is  merely  a  list  of  warrants 
drawn  by  the  board  on  the  Military  Fund. 

I  have  carefully  examined  every  item  of  expenditure  in  this  department 
from  October,  1905,  to  February,  1909.  By  the  terms  of  sub-section  2  of 
section  375a  of  chapter  21  of  the  Code  of  1904,  the  military  board  is  vested 
with  the  control,  expenditure  and  disbursement  of  the  whole  fund,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  377,  where,  without  qualification,  the  board  is  empowered 
to  "control  and  direct"  the  expenditures  and  disbursements  of  the  fund 
including  "expenditures  not  specially  provided  for  In  this  chapter."  Thus 
it  will  appear  that  examination  need  not  Involve  more  than  inquiry  Into 
the  accuracy  of  the  entries  and  the  proper  form  of  the  vouchers  filed  with 
the  Auditor;  and  these  I  found  correct. 

The  Military  Fund  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1906,  was  $15,175.98 
The  Military  Fund  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1907,  was  16,314.23 
The  Military  Fund  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1908.  was  18,187.23 
The  Military  Fund  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1909.  was     67.085.75

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

I  made  a  careful  examination  of  tlie  accounts  and  voucliers  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  from  the  beginning  In  July,  1908,  to  February  1,  1909. 
The  accounts  of  this  department  are  carefully  and  accurately  kept,  and 
the  vouchers  are  systematically  arranged  and  complete.  There  seems  to  be 
nothing  more  to  be  desired  in  this  respect. 

In  this  department,  as  in  several  other  departments,  the  number  being 
on  the  increase,  the  original  vouchers  containing  the  items  of  expenditures 
are  retained  in  the  office  of  the  department  and  the  Auditor  makes  payment 
on  a  simple  check  or  draft,  drawn  by  the  department  in  favor  of  the  owner 
of  the  claim.  Supervision  of  the  items  of  expenditure  by  the  Auditor  is 
therefore  eliminated. 

LABOR  COMMISSIONER. 

I  have  examined  in  detail  the  expenditures  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Labor  from  September  30,  1907,  to  December,  1908.  The  ac- 
counts in  this  office  consist  simply  of  a  list  of  warrants  drawn  on  the 
Auditor,  with  receipts  for  payments  of  salary  and  expenses,  and  bills  for 
supplies  with  receipts  attached.  The  original  Vouchers  are  filed  here,  and 
checks  or  warrants  in  payment  are  dra^n  on  the  Auditor. 

In  this  office  I  found  it  necessary  to  suggest  the  necessity  for  a  better 
and  more  orderly  arrangement  of  the  vouchers,  including  numbering  and 
arrangement  in  numerical  and  chronological  order.  I  also  suggested  the 
Importance  of  * 'itemized"  statements  for  the  traveling  and  other  expenses 
of  the  Commissioner  and  his  agents,  and  also  the  securing  of  vouchers  for 
large  postage  expenditures,  which  amounted  during  this  period  to  $560.00. 

STATE  LIBRARIAN. 

Examination  of  this  office  covered  the  year  from  October  1,  1907,  to 
November  1,  IS 08,  and  was  continued  to  January,  1909.  The  accounts  kept 
in  this  office  are  accurate  and  sufficient  to  show  in  detail  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  fund.  Vouchers  are  complete  and  in  good  order,  but 
the  accounts  are  defective  for  lack  of  correspondence  with  the  accounts  on 
the  books  of  the  State  Auditor.  For  this  reason  they  are  difficult  of  com- 
parison. The  accounts  of  the  office  should  be  made  to  conform  to  the 
appropriation  accounts  as  set  out  on  the  Auditor's  books.  There  has  been 
some  confusion,  resulting  from  errors  by  which  salaries  chargeable  to 
"Library  Account"  have  been  charged  to  "Officers  of  Government,"  and 
some  confusion  has  resulted  from  the  action  taken  by  the  library  board  for 
the  distribution  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  legislature  Into  smaller 
funds  for  the  specific  uses  of  the  department. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  PRINTING. 

I  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Printing  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  or  more  and  found  the  ac- 
counts accurately  and  intelligently  kept,  and  the  vouchers  arranged  in  a 
most  orderly  and  systematic  manner.    There  is  hardly  anything  to  be  desired 
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in  this  office  in  this  respect.  In  addition  to  a  careful  record  of  disburee- 
ments,  the  office  keeps  an  account  of  the  "material"  purchased  and  consumed 
in  the  preparation  of  books  and  forms  for  the  various  departments  of  the 
State  government. 

BUREAU  OP  INSURANCE. 

After  a  study  of  the  laws  governing  this  bureau,  I  made  a  careful 
examination  of  their  accounts  from  the  beginning  of  business  to  February, 
1909.  The  accounts  are  well  kept  by  a  competent  clerk,  and  the  vouchers 
are  in  proper  form  and  in  good  order.  The  records  required  by  law  for 
reference,  and  for  the  information  of  the  public,  and  all  other  requirements 
of  the  law  seem  to  be  well  and  thoroughly  complied  with.  The  law  govern- 
ing this  department  is  complex,  and  much  of  it  technical  and  intelligent 
only  to  those  who  are  expert  in  the  insurance  business.  In  connection 
with  the  examination  of  this  office,  I  checked,  with  the  kind  assistance  of 
the  State  Treasurer,  the  bonds  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  as  security 
for  policy  holders  in  this  State.  These  bonds  amount  in  the  aggregate  to 
$4,326,000.00.  For  the  safe  keeping  of  this  large  collection  of  securities 
the  State  Treasurer  is  responsible  upon  his  bond,  and  the  State  of  Virginia 
has,  by  act  of  legislature,  made  itself  responsible  to  the  owners  for  their 
safe  keeping.  A  large  proportion  of  these  bonds  are  "coupon"  bonds,  which 
are  easily  negotiable  if  stolen  or  lost.  I  venture  to  suggest  that  it  is  due 
to  the  State  and  to  the  Treasurer  that  the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
require  the  deposit  of  registered  bonds  only. 

In  this  department,  as  in  others  already  mentioned,  the  vouchers  for 
disbursements,  containing  the  items  of  expenditure,  are  filed  In  the  office, 
and  a  simple  check  or  draft  is  made  upon  the  Auditor  for  the  amount  of 
each  claim.  This  practice  eliminates  all  supervision  of  the  items  of  expendi- 
ture by  the  Auditor. 

STATE  PENITENTIARY. 

I  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  State 
penitentiary  from  October  1,  1907,  to  September  30,  1908.  This  institution  Is 
fortunate  in  having  a  thoroughly  competent  book-keeper,  who  keeps  his 
accounts  so  well  and  so  accurately  that  nothing  more  could  be  desired.  The 
vouchers  are  in  proper  form  and  are  carefully  and  systematically  preserved 
for  easy  and  prompt  reference. 

I  think  I  should  note  here  that  the  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
penitentiary  are  drawn  in  cash  from  the  treasury  and  deposited  in  bank  by 
the  board  through  its  own  officers.  The  State  Auditor  does  not,  and  cannot, 
under  this  arrangement  have  any  supervision  over  the  character  or  extent 
of  the  expenditures,  further  than  to  see  that  the  appropriation  is  not 
exceeded. 

STATE  CONVICT  ROAD  FORCE. 

In  this  department  they  have  the  same  system  of  accounts  used  by  the 
State  penitentiary,  and  upon  examination  from  October  1,  1907,  to  September 
30,  1908,  they  were  found  to  be  correct,  and  all  disbursements  properly  sus- 
tained by  well  arranged  vouchers  in  proper  form.  The  accounts  here  are 
somewhat  complicated  by  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  to  keep  contingent 
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expense  accounts  for  all  the  various  camps  of  convicts  at  different  points 
In  the  Commonwealth. 

Here  again  the  supervision  of  the  Auditor  is  entirely  eliminated,  and  the 
wisdom  and  extent  of  the  expenditures  and  disbursements  must  depend  upon 
the  board  of  directors. 

STATE  FARM. 

I  made  several  visits  to  the  State  farm  for  conference  with  the  officers 
and  managers,  and  made  a  careful  examination  of  their  accounts  and 
vouchers  for  the  period  from  October  1,  1907,  to  September  30,  1908.  The 
accounts  there  are  carefully  and  systematically  kept,  and  the  vouchers  are  in 
proper  form  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  readily  accessible. 

Here,  as  at  the  penitentiary  and  in  the  road  force  department,  the 
expenditures  are  made  through  checks  drawn  by  the  officers  of  the  institution 
upon  banks.  The  Auditor  is  eliminated.  At  this  place,  and  in  every  other 
department  which  I  have  visited  where  the  vouchers  were  retained  by  the 
department,  I  have  examined  with  care  every  item  of  every  bin,  invoice  or 
statement  covering  the  department. 

LAUREL  REFORMATORY. 

This  institution  being  supported  by  State  funds  was  several  times  visited 
and  its  accounts  from  October  1,  1907,  to  September  30,  1908,  were  carefully 
examined.  They  were  found  to  be  well  kept  and  properly  sustained  by 
vouchers  carefully  arranged  and  preserved.  I  find  that  the  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  this  institution,  residing  in  Richmond,  handles  all  the  cash 
and  the  bank  account,  and  the  books  and  accounts  at  the  institution  are 
written  up  practically  from  his  cash  and  bank  accounts.  Here,  as  elsewhere, 
the  department  passes  out  of  the  view  of  the  Auditor,  the  funds  appropriated 
being  drawn  from  the  treasury  and  deposited  in  bank. 

DAIRY  AND  FOOD  COMMISSIONER'S  OFFICE. 

This  being  a  new  department  of  the  State  government,  and  the  clerical 
force  being  inexperienced,  I  found  the  accounts  incomplete  and  would  have 
had  great  difficulty  in  getting  accurate  information  but  for  the  fact  that  a 
competent  and  skilled  accountant  had  been  employed  to  complete  and  correct 
the  accounts  to  November  16,  1908.  With  the  aid  of  the  work  already  done 
by  this  accountant,  I  was  able  to  ascertain  that  the  business  of  the  depart- 
ment had  been  properly  conducted,  the  expenditures  properly  made  and  cor- 
rectly set  out  in  monthly  statements,  concluding  with  a  final  statement  show- 
ing proper  balances.  There  was  a  final  difference  of  $291.66  between  the 
department  and  the  Auditor,  which  was  caused  by  a  charge  against  the 
department  of  that  amount  by  the  Auditor  not  appearing  on  the  books  of 
the  department.  This  amount  was  really  drawn  from  the  dairy  and  pure 
food  appropriation  while  the  new  department  was  in  process  of  formation. 

AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  accounts  of  this  department,  which  carried  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  fertilizer  fund  for  1907  and  1908,  were  carefully  examined 
and  the  balances  proved.  Vouchers  for  one  year  were  all  examined  in 
detail.

There  has  been  In  this  department  a  great  improvement  in  the  method 
of  accounting  and  I  can  find  no  ground  now  for  such  criticism  as  that  made 
upon  the  department  in  a  report  made  by  others  in  1906. 

I  examined  the  immigration  fund  account  for  the  two  years  of  1906  and 
1907,  During  this  period  warrants  were  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  and  the 
proceeds  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  commissioner  and  disbursed  by  his 
check.  This  practice  will  be  discontinued  except  as  to  the  petty  expense 
account. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  expenditures  for  the  period  examined  are  not 
supported  by  vouchers,  being  of  such  a  nature  that  vouchers  are  not  easily 
obtained.  Many  items  are  for  railroad  fare  from  point  to  point,  'phone  mes- 
sages, telegrams,  baggage  transfers,  meals  at  cafes,  money  furnished  immi- 
grants to  put  them  on  their  way  to  homes,  etc.,  etc.  The  accounts  here 
were  further  complicated  by  transferring  "cash"  by  warrant  or  check  from 
one  account  to  another. 

I  would  suggest,  as  a  desirable  improvement,  that  the  money  paid  the 
department  for  ''tags"  and  representing  the  tax  on  fertilizers  be  paid  directly 
into  the  treasury,  through  the  Auditor,  and  that  the  tags  be  issued  upon 
presentation  of  the  Treasurer's  receipt  for  the  proper  amount;  and  I  would 
further  suggest  that  the  "tags*'  which  soon  assume  the  value  of  money,  ought 
to  originate  at  the  Auditor's  office,  be  there  charged  to  the  department  and 
the  account  balanced  finally  by  cash  and  Inventory. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  desirable  here,  and  elsewhere  when  practicable,  to 
avoid  the  necessity  for  cash  accounts,  and  cash  transactions,  in  the  several 
departments,  by  requiring  direct  payment  into  the  treasury  and  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  Treasurer's  receipt,  instead  of  money,  to  the  departments. 

SECRETARY  OP  THE  COMMONWEALTH. 

The  accounts  and  vouchers  of  this  office  were  carefully  reviewed  from 
April,  1907,  to  October  31,  1908.  The  receipts  arise  from  two  sources:  Fees, 
and  the  sale  of  State  publications.  The  transactions  are  carried  on  a  cash 
account,  one  side  of  which  represents  the  receipts  of  the  office  and  the  other 
the  payment  of  the  receipts  into  the  treasury.  I  found  this  cash  account 
defective  both  on  the  debit  and  credit  sides.  Items  on  the  debit  side  of  the 
cash  were  omitted  from  the  additions  when  payment  of  these  items  had  been 
immediately  made  to  the  Auditor,  and  it  was  necessary  to  write  up  the  credit 
side  of  the  cash  from  the  vouchers  in  the  office.  In  this  office  commissions 
and  expenses  are  deducted  from  the  receipts  before  payment  Is  made  into 
the  treasury.  Consequently  the  vouchers  for  the  net  amount  paid  Into  the 
treasury  did  net  balance  the  receipts  until  commissions,  expenses,  etc.,  were 
computed  and  added  to  the  total  of  the  vouchers. 

Briefly  stated,  the  situation  seems  to  be  that  an  attempt  Is  made  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  office  with  a  cash  account  only,  and  without  the 
aid  of  other  necessary  accounts.  The  receipts  of  this  office  from  the  sale  of 
State  publications  have  to  be  accepted  as  they  appear  on  the  books  for  the 
reason  that,  so  far  as  I  could  learn,  the  office  Is  not  charged  up  any  where 
with  the  publications  turned  over  to  It  for  sale,  nor  Is  any  Inventory  made 
of  the  publications  on  hand.  As  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  these 
publications  goes  into  the  Library  Fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Library, 
I  venture  to  suggest  that  it  might  be  well  to  transfer  the  care,  free  di»- 
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tributlon  and  sale  of  the  State's  publications  to  the  Library  and  the  library 
beard,  and  if  this  change  was  made,  the  librarian  should  be  charged  with 
the  publications  turned  over  to  him  for  sale  and  required  to  account  for  them 
by  payments  into  the  treasury,  or  distribution  under  the  law,  or  by  inven- 
tory. After  the  correction  of  apparent  errors,  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  office  were  properly  accounted  for. 

CORPORATION  COMMISSION. 

I  checked  up  the  receipts  of  the  Corporation  Commission  for  seal,  fines, 
copies,  etc.,  from  April,  1907,  to  November,  1808,  and  compared  these  receipts 
with  the  proper  accounts  in  the  Auditor's  office,  proving  the  statement  each 
month  during  that  period.  The  contingent  fund  of  the  commission  was  also 
checked  up  and  proved  by  vouchers  for  every  item.  The  financial  trans- 
actions of  the  commission  as  represented  by  these  small  accounts  are  a  mere 
incident  in  the  great  work  of  the  commission. 

STATE  BOARD  OP  EDUCATION. 

I  made  examination  of  accounts  from  April,  1906,  to  August,  1908. 

The  accounts  kept  in  the  office  of  the  board  are  mainly  the  comparatively 
small  expense  accounts  of  the  department  and  consist  of  lists  of  warrants 
drawn  on  the  Second  Auditor,  all  properly  sustained  by  vouchers  in  good 
form.    There  are  some  other  accounts  which  will  be  mentioned  later. 

This  department  "apportions"  the  State  school  tax  fund,  derived  from 
taxes,  and  the  "Literary  Fund,"  consisting  of  fines,  interest  and  appropria- 
tions, among  the  counties  of  the  State,  but  the  disbursement  of  the  school 
tax  fund  is  made  directly  from  the  Auditor's  office  and  the  disbursement  of 
the  "Literary  Fund"  directly  from  the  Second  Auditor's  office.  These  funds, 
therefore,  appear  on  the  accounts  of  the  board  only  as  totals  apportioned. 
Subsequently,  however,  in  the  reports  of  the  board,  these  great  sums  are 
accounted  for  in  detail  by  tabulated  statements  made  up  from  reports  of 
treasurers  and  school  officers,  showing  the  disbursement  by  counties  and 
districts. 

The  department,  in  addition  to  its  expense  accounts,  draws  warrants  on 
the  Literary  Fund,  through  the  Second  Auditor,  for  loans  on  schools;  support 
of  high  schools;  salaries  of  superintendents  and  State  board  of  examiners; 
summer  schools,  and  for  the  investment  of  the  Literary  Fund,  the  warrants 
being  listed  on  proper  accounts  and  supported  by  proper  vouchers. 

The  Peabody  Fund,  consisting  of  contributions  from  the  Peabody  estate 
in  aid  of  schools,  is  received  and  disbursed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion and  is  handled  by  a  bank  account  in  his  name  and  disbursed  by  his 
checks.  All  the  details  of  receipts  and  disbursements  are  published  in  the 
biennial  reports  of  the  board  and  are  sustained  by  suitable  vouchers. 

Every  item  of  all  of  the  vouchers  was  viewed  and  checked,  and  while 
the  vouchers  were  found  generally  sufficient,  there  were  some  which  were 
not  in  sufficient  detail.  But  this  deficiency  is  generally  corrected  by  subse- 
quent reports,  from  managers  and  others,  made  to  the  board. 

The  total  expenditures  for  public  schools  and  for  educational  institu- 
tions are  so  great,  being  over  two  millions  of  dollars  (and  adding  county  and 
district  taxes,  over  three  millions) ,  that  it  would  seem  desirable  to  employ  a 
competent  accountant  to  give  his  whole  time  to  the  department  of  educa- 
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tion,  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  board  and  following  the  funds  distributed  to 
the  counties  and  cities  and  to  their  final  disbursement. 

The  figures  and  details  of  this  great  interest  appear  in  the  reports  of 
the  Auditor  and  of  the  Second  Auditor  now  printed  to  September  30,  1908,  and 
in  the  biennial  report  of  the  board  of  education  for  1905-6  and  1906-7. 

TREASURER'S  OFFICE. 

In  the  Treasurer's  office  it  was  only  necessary  to  examine  the  settlementa 
between  that  office  and  the  Auditor's  office,  and  then  prove  the  bank  balances. 
To  check  the  "details''  of  the  office  for  the  period  of  two  years  would  have 
required  months  of  time,  and  would  have  resulted  in  no  good.  While  the 
affairs  of  this  office  might  be  conducted  differently,  It  is  doubtful  whether  any 
great  improvement  could  be  made  upon  the  method  of  accounting  employed. 
The  truth  is  that  the  Auditor's  office  maintains  a  constant  and  daily  super^ 
vision  of  the  Treasurer's  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  there  is  always 
final  agreement  between  the  two  after  the  correction  of  minor  errors  in  the 
multitudinous  items  which  the  office  handles. 

I  venture  to  suggest  that  it  might  be  wise  to  separate  the  item  of 
pensions  from  the  general  transactions  of  the  office,  and  I  think  it  might 
be  even  wise  to  separate  the  payment  of  pensions  from  the  general  affairs 
of  both  the  Auditor  and  the  Treasurer  by  the  deposit  of  a  sufficient  sum  for 
the  payment  of  pensions  on  a  separate  account  in  bank,  and  by  the  issue  of 
checks  directly  from  the  pension  department.  If  this  is  not  deemed  wise, 
it  is  at  least  desirable  that  the  Pension  Fund  should  be  carried  on  a  separate 
journal  in  the  Treasurer's  office,  so  as  to  facilitate  comparison  and  settlement 
with  a  similar  journal  now  kept  in  the  Auditor's  office. 

SECOND  AUDITOR'S  OFFICE. 

I  found  some  of  the  accounts  and  books  in  this  office  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition. 

The  Sinking  Fund  is  represented  only  by  a  cash  book  and  a  minute  book. 
There  are  no  ledger  accounts  to  show  the  holdings,  the  purchases,  the  sales, 
the  cancellations,  or  other  transactions  of  the  board  of  commissioners.  The 
officers  and  employees  of  the  office  have  a  method  of  ascertaining  what  they 
desire  to  know  by  reference  to  the  general  debt  registers  of  the  State  and 
the  minutes  of  the  board,  and  by  some  process  with  which  they  are  familiar 
•  they  make  up  necessary  statements. 

For  instance,  and  by  way  of  illustration,  there  is  nothing  whatever  to 
show  that  the  Sinking  Fund  owns  and  controls  the  State's  holdings  in  the 
R.  F.  &  P.  R.  R.,  unles  perhaps  the  receipts  of  dividends  at  intervals  on  the 
cash  book  might  suggest  the  fact. 

I  examined  >\ith  some  care  and  labor  the  books  carrying  the  accounts 
of  the  "Miller  Fund,"  but  I  found  nothing  upon  which  I  felt  that  I  could  rely 
for  full  and  accurate  information.  There  was  certainly  no  clear  statement 
of  the  invested  assets,  and  some  of  the  accounts  which  I  examined  were  to 
me  unintelligible.  I  think  this  is  true  of  the  "income"  account  and  the 
"Investment"  account,  both  of  which  contain  items  which  are  out  of  place 
on  these  accounts. - 

The  general  accounts  are  also  defective  for  want  of  reference  to  the 
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primary  entries.    Intimate  acquaintance  with  the  transactions  is  necessary 
to  an  understanding  or  settlement  of  the  accounts. 

"Interest  on  the  public  debt/'  one  of  the  largest  Items  of  the  State 
government,  is  represented  in  this  office  by  a  cash  book  only.  No  postings 
of  totals  set  out  any  where,  except  perhaps  as  memoranda  on  the  general 
stock  ledgers  or  registers. 

"The  Literary  Fund"  accounts  as  shown  to  me  were  confused  and  uncer- 
tain. The  resulting  balance  agreed  ^ith  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  but  I 
could  find  no  proper  ledger  statement  of  the  business  of  the  fund.  The 
handling  of  the  "Literary  Fund"  is  becoming  a  complicated  matter,  as  invest- 
ments are  made;  bonds  held  by  the  fund  are  sold  and  the  proceeds  added  to 
the  fund;  loans  are  made  on  bonds,  secured  by  mortgage,  to  the  various 
school  districts  in  the  State,  and  these  bonds  and  the  interest  on  them  are 
to  be  collected  and  properly  accounted  for. 

The  methods  which  I  saw  in  force  are  crude  and  unsatisfactory,  and 
will  in  the  future  lead  to  confusion  unless  th^y  are  radically  improved. 

There  is  no  proper  ledger  statement  of  the  State  debt  in  the  office. 
Information  as  to  the  amount  of  any  specific  issue  of  bonds,  or  concerning  the 
aggregate  debt  of  the  State,  must  be  sought  from  place  to  place,  and  under 
the  guidance  of  some  one  whose  long  presence  in  the  office  gives  him 
familiarity  with  the  individual  books  and  accounts  which  carry  the  debt. 
Neither  is  there  what  would  be  called  a  ''general"  interest  account  The 
transactions  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  "Miller  Fund,"  "interest  on  public 
debt,"  and  "Literary  Fund"  are  carried  on  small  books  for  the  special  pur- 
pose, all  of  them,  in  my  opinion,  badly  kept. 

This  office  needs  at  once  the  services  of  a  thoroughly  competent,  technical 
accountant,  who  should  be  authorized  to  open  a  ledger  to  carry  on  general 
accounts  all  the  transactions  of  the  office,  including  all  the  funds  that  have 
been  mentioned.  Each  day's  transactions,  touching  the  debt  and  all  the  funds 
mentioned,  ought  to  be  journalized  and  posted  to  a  general  ledger.*  In  my 
experience  I  have  never  seen  an  office  handling  such  great  interests  which 
seemed  so  badly  in  need  of  a  competent  accountant. 

The  office  doubtless  contains  all  the  data  necessary  for  the  accounting, 
but  needs  the  force  and  the  means  to  put  them  in  shape. 

There  is  every  reason  for  having  here  the  most  careful  and  exact 
accounting,  and  the  necessity  for  it  will  be  more  and  more  apparent  from 
year  to  year. 

The  transactions  of  this  office  in  connection  with  the  debt  and  the  great 
funds  it  handles,  are,  next  to  the  Indispensable  work  of  the  Auditor  and  the 
Treasurer,  the  greatest  and  most  important  in  the  State  government.  It  is 
essential  that  its  records  and  accounts  should  be  complete,  accurate  and  clear, 
and  they  ought  to  be  made  so  and  kept  so  at  whatever  cost  of  labor  and 
expense. 

AUDITOR'S  OFFICE. 

I  spent  much  time  in  this  office,  which  was  devoted  to  a  consideration 
mainly  of  the  principal  books  and  accounts  of  the  office.  To  check  up  In 
detail  would  require  the  constant  labor  of  a  very  efficient  man  the  year 
round.  The  principal  business  of  the  Commonwealth  Is  set  out  on  three 
ledgers,  known  as  one  for  "General  Accounts,"  another  for  "Treasurer's 
Accounts/'  and  a  third  for  accounts  other  than  Treasurers.     These  three 
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books  are  kept  by  W.  F.  Smyth,  the  principal  bookkeeper,  and  are  models  of 
neatness  and  accuracy. 

The  ledger  for  "General  Accounts"  carries  the  controlling  accounts  of 
the  office  and  exhibits  the  sources  and  the  amount  of  the  revenues  of  the 
State,  and  also  carries  the  appropriation  accounts  and  the  expenditures  made 
thereon.  The  "Appripriation  Accounts"  are  unnecessarily  complicated  by  the 
fact  that  the  fiscal  year  ends  on  the  30th  day  of  September  and  the  appropria- 
tion year  on  the  28th  of  February.  If  the  fiscal  year  and  the  appropriation 
year  were  made  identical  and  co-extensive  it  would  be  an  immediate  im- 
provement. The  only  criticism  I  have  to  make  on  the  "General  Ledger" 
refers  to  the  accounts  which  represent  the  receipts  of  the  government  from 
the  taxes  assessed  for  government,  schools  and  pensions.  The  accounts 
profess  to  give  the  actual  receipts  from  each  of  these  three  sources,  while  the 
truth  is  that  the  treasurers  remit  to  the  Auditor  In  bulk,  and  their  remit- 
tances are  distributed  arbitrarily  on  a  "Rough  Settlement"  book  and  posted 
to  the  ledger.  Consequently,  thie  account  for  the  support  of  government,  and 
the  account  for  the  support  of  schcols,  and  the  account  for  pensions,  do  not 
represent  the  actual  collections  for  those  specific  purposes,  but  an  arbitrary 
distribution  of  the  funds  remitted  by  the  county  treasurers.  This  fact 
indicates  that  the  county  treasurers  do  not  keep  accounts  so  as  to  separate 
and  show  their  receipts  from  each  particular  source.  There  is  also  here  the 
indication  that  the  county  treasurers  should  be  required  to  keep  accurate 
accounts,  and  to  remit  specifically  the  proceeds  of  each  source  of  revenue. 
Or,  if  this  is  not  to  be  done,  the  form  or  pretense  of  separation  ought  to  be 
abandoned,  and  the  levy  of  35  cents  on  the  hundred  made  without  the  di»- 
tinctions  now  used  by  which  the  tax  is  divided  into  20,  10  and  5  cents  on  the 
hundred. 

I  carefully  studied  the  ledger  of  "Treasurers'  Accounts"  for  more  than 
two  years,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  its  condition  would  be  a  pleasant 
surprise  to  any  of  these  \^ho  suppose  that  settlements  are  lax  or  delayed. 
During  the  whole  period  there  is  not  a  single  treasurer's  account  unsettled. 
In  many  cases  they  are  overpaid  so  that  refunds  to  the  treasurers  are  neces 
sitated. 

I  think  I  ought  to  add  that  the  treasurer's  accounts  are  finally  closed 
by  a  credit  for  the  amount  of  the  delinquent  and  unpaid  taxes  of  the  year, 
and  I  am  unable  to  form  any  opinion  as  to  the  merit  of  these  delinquencies, 
or  whether  by  proper  effort  and  action  some  of  these  delinquent  taxes 
might  not  have  been  returned  as  cash  collections.  This  question  reaches  out 
into  the  counties,  where  the  supervision  of  the  State  must  finally  go  for  the 
protection  of  the  revenue. 

On  the  ledger  carrying  accounts  other  than  treasurers,  called  familiarly 
the  "personal"  ledger,  I  found  the  assessments  of  railways,  canals,  insurance 
companies,  banks,  oyster  inspectors,  telephone  companies,  and  all  other  so- 
called  individual  accounts,  including,  of  course,  the  accounts  with  the  clerka 
of  courts  all  over  the  State.  The  accounts  on  this  ledger  represent  a  large 
revenue,  and  the  completeness  with  which  they  are  settled  generally  is 
extremely  gratifying.  Where  there  is  failure  in  the  collection  of  any  of  these 
accounts,  it  cannot  be  attributed  to  the  faithful  clerk  in  charge,  but  results 
from  the  peculiarities  of  the  law  and  the  difficulties  of  the  case;  as,  for 
instance,  the  insolvency  of  some  of  the  corporations  charged  with  taxes. 
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The  three  ledgers  mentioned  above,  with  the  journal,  which  is  tributary 
to  them,  represent  and  guard  the  great  revenues  of  the  Commonwealth. 
A  study  of  these  volumes  surprises  the  student  as  they  disclose  the  com- 
pleteness with  which  the  items  charged  are  collected.  Of  course  the  general 
ledger  and  the  journal,  in  addition  to  all  the  other  work  they  do,  constitute 
the  essential  check  on  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Treasurer's  office. 
Previous  to  1907  there  was  evident  confusion  in  these  three  great  books,  but 
since  they  have  been  in  charge  of  Mr.  Smyth  all  this  has  disappeared. 

The  "Rough  Settlement"  book  used  in  this  office,  referred  to  in  former 
reports,  is  both  useful,  and  perhaps,  essential  as  long  as  the  treasurers 
r^mit  in  bulk  and  fail  to  keep  dally  cash  accounts,  or  to  render  with  their 
remittances  statements  distributing  their  remittances  to  the  various  items  of 
revenue.  This  book  is  not  a  part  of  the  accounting  system  of  the  office,  but 
what  its  name  implies,  a  rough  or  tentative  settlement  from  time  to  time 
with  the  treasurers,  intended  to  get  their  accounts  in  shape  for  the  ledger. 

The  books  in  this  office  already  mentioned  are  supplemented  by  a  book 
known  as  the  "Settlement  Journal**  which  enables  the  clerks  at  different 
desks  to  furnish  the  bookkeeper  with  items  affecting  the  accounts  of  the 
treasurers  and  clerks  of  courts  and  many  corporations.  It  is  by  means  of 
entries  on  this  book  that  necessary  corrections  are  made  on  the  accounts  of 
the  treasurers  of  the  counties  for  erroneous  and  improper  assessments,  and 
other  items  of  this  kind.  Just  here  it  occurs  to  me  that  this  particular  book 
ought  to  be  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  principal  bookkeeper  and 
subject  to  his  direction,  as  it  is  the  basis  for  many  entries  on  the  accounts 
for  which  he  is  directly  responsible.  And  here  I  pause  and  venture  to 
suggest  that  the  present  bookkeeper's  character  and  efficiency  are  such  that 
it  would  be  wise  to  furnish  him  one  or  more  capable  assistants,  as  he  might 
suggest,  and  give  him  the  authority  to  supervise  and  direct  as  to  the  form 
of  all  the  accounts  in  the  Auditor's  office. 

The  "Journal,"  the  source  of  all  the  great  accounts,  and  primarily  the 
account  between  the  Auditor  and  the  Treasurer,  is  not  strictly  what  its  name 
implies,  but  rather  the  cash  book  of  the  Commonwealth.  On  this  book  the 
disbursements  and  receipts  of  the  Commonwealth  are  credited  and  charged 
to  the  Treasurer  and  all  items  affecting  the  general  accounts  are  posted  from 
it  to  the  ledger.  Some  of  the  sub-items  on  this  journal,  or  cash  book,  are 
necessarily  posted  to  the  accounts  of  the  treasurers',  or  other  accounts,  on 
the  individual  ledger,  but  many  of  the  sub-items  are  lost  at  this  point,  and 
appear  only  in  the  general  accounts  on  the  ledger. 

The  record  of  claims  received,  though  no  part  of  the  accounting  system 
of  the  office,  is  a  useful  record,  showing  when  claims  are  received,  and  when 
audited,  and  when  paid. 

An  important  record  of  the  office  is  that  which  shows  the  payments  of 
commissions  to  commissioners  of  the  revenue.  This  record  should  be  sup- 
plemented by  personal  accounts  with  every  commissioner  of  the  revenue 
and  other  person  to  whom  commissions  are  paid,  and  each  of  them  should  be 
credited  by, whatever  commissions  may  be  due  them  and  charged  when  the 
commissions  are  paid.  It  was  at  this  point  that  the  defalcation  of  former 
years  took  place.  I  regard  a  personal  account  with  each  commissioner  fo 
the  revenue, ,  showing  a  credit  and  debit  of  his  commissions,  as  essential  to 
accuracy  and  security. 
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The  other  hooks  and  accounts  In  the  office  are  all,  In  a  sense,  tributary, 
or  in  the  nature  of  memoranda.  As,  for- Instance,  the  record  of  the  assess- 
ment of  banks,  all  the  items  of  which  finally  go  to  the  ledger;  the  record 
of  franchise  taxes  and  registration  fees,  which  are  paid  on  application  of  the 
parties,  and  which  are  not  enforceable  except  by  the  loss  of  the  charter  and 
a  penalty  for  conducting  business  without  a  license.  Recently,  and  since  this 
office  was  visited,  the  old  franchise  tax  and  registration  fee  record  had  been 
abandoned,  and  now  facsimiles  of  the  original  assessments  made  by  the 
Corporation  Commission  are  furnished  and  kept  in  alphabetical  order  in 
suitable  files,  deposited  with  the  Auditor,  and  when  the  assessments  are  paid 
the  original  paper  is  marked  \slth  the  date  of  the  payment  and  set  aside  in 
alphabetical  order,  leaving  the  unpaid  assessments  as  originally  filed. 

The  record  of  adhesive  stamps  which  are  really  notarial  se^,  is  only 
a  memorandum.  The  real  charges  for  these  appear  on  the  journal  and  are 
posted  to  the  accounts  of  the  treasurers  and  clerks  of  courts.  In  addition 
to  these  personal  accounts,  the  bookkeeper  has  a  stock  account  for  stamps, 
on  which  the  Auditor  is  charged  with  all  the  stamps  printed  and  received, 
and  credited  with  all  which  are  sent  out  to  the  State  officers  for  sale. 

The  record  of  reports  of  the  judges  of  the  Commonwealth  of  allowances 
made  by  courts  is  a  necessary  guide  for  the  auditing  of  claims  which  are  sent 
in  by  the  various  courts,  but  it  frequently  happens  that  the  auditing  clerk 
is  compelled  to  correct  even  the  report  of  a  judge  so  as  to  make  the  allow- 
ance conformable  to  law. 

There  is  a  record  of  salaries  which  is  a  useful  guide  to  the  clerical 
force,  and  also  a  record  of  criminal  charges,  which  is  useful  only  for  the 
purpose  of  distributing  the  criminal  charges  of  the  State  amongst  the 
counties  of  the  State  so  as  to  furnish  the  information  in  this  particular 
required  by  law. 

One  clerk  in  the  Auditor's  office,  Mr.  Gobs,  witli  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Watkins,  now  practically  does  the  auditing  of  every  claim  against  the  Com- 
monwealth presented  in  the  office.  All  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  from  the 
outside  and  from  the  departments  of  the  State  government,  and  from  clerks 
in  the  office  who  prepare  particular  warrants,  must  pass  through  his  hands 
to  the  Treasurer  for  payment.  It  is  my  opinion  that  every  warrant  presented 
in  th'is  office  for  payment  should  be  accompanied  by  the  original  invoice  of 
material  supplied,  and  that  every  such  claim  presented  should  be  carefully 
scrutinized  and  approved  before  the  warrant  is  issued.  Whenever,  as  now 
happens,  a  simple  check  or  draft  on  the  Auditor  is  presented,  payment  should 
be  refused  until  the  original  evidence  of  the  debt  is  filed.  If  it  should  be 
objected  that  this  arrangement  would  greatly  increase  the  number  of  clerks 
to  be  employed,  I  answer  that  in  my  opinion  it  would  be  wise  to  have  a  suffi- 
cient force  of  auditing  clerks  to  do  this  work  at  whatever  cost. 

Appropriations  should  never  be  regarded  as  the  property  of  the  depart- 
ment or  Institution  to  which  they  are  made,  but  as  the  property  of  the  Com- 
monwealth until  some  valid  claim  against  the  department  or  institution  is 
presented,  and  then  the  amount  of  the  claim  should  become  the  property  of 
the  claimant.  The  system  which  now  partly  prevails,  and  which  seems  to  be 
on  the  increase,  will  result  in  ever  increasing  and  practically  unlimited 
expenditure. 

As  the  journal  and  ledger  entries  are  made  from  the  stubs  of  the  war- 
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rant  book  In  this  office,  the  claims  paid  should  be  each  day  checked  back 
so  as  to  verify  the  accuracy  of  the  entries  on  the  stubs  of  the  warrant  book. 

I  believe  that  the  land  and  property  books  which  bring  to  the  Auditor's 
office  the  assessment  of  taxes  are  carefully  checked  up  and  furnish  a  proper 
basis  for  the  Auditor's  accounts,  and  while  it  is  not  practicable  for  me  to 
discuss  the  question  of  assessments,  or  the  books  in  detail,  I  think  I  ought  to 
say  that  in  my  opinion  the  land  and  personal  property  books  of  the  State  are 
unduly  encumbered  with  purely  statistical  matter,  with  divisions  and  sub- 
divisions on  the  Subjects  of  taxation  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  them  diffi- 
cult of  preparation  and  hard  to  balance  and  settle.  It  would  seem  to  me  far 
better  if  that  part  of  the  land  and  personal  property  books  referring  to- taxa- 
tion was  greatly  simplified  by  abandoning  the  separation  into  white  and  colored, 
and  by  abandoning  the  separation  of  the  three  rates  of  taxation,  and  by  hav- 
ing only  real  and  personal  at  35  cents  a  hundred  Briefly:  If  the  statistical 
part  of  the  work  is  necessary  or  desirable,  and  must  be  continued,  the  land 
book  might  be  made  in  two  distinct  parts,  the  first  part  very  simple  in  form 
and  made  to  accomplish  the  assessment  and  the  collection  of  the  taxes  only; 
and  the  second  part  of  it  separate  and  distinct,  and  made  to  carry  any  mere 
statistical  information  which  is  desired  by  the  government. 

As  I  have  before  suggested,  I  believe  that  it  would  be  a  relief  to  the 
general  work  of  both  the  Auditor  and  the  Treasurer  if  the  pension  depart- 
ment was  put  on  a  separate  footing  and  the  books  of  the  Auditor  and  Treas- 
urer relieved  of  pension  entries,  except  in  the  sum  total. 

No  department  of  the  State  ought  to  be  allowed  any  longer  to  draw 
checks  or  drafts  on  the  Auditor,  but  required  to  file  warrants  accompanied 
by  itemized  bills  for  materials  supplied  or  service  rendered,  or  other  proper 
statement  showing  the  nature  of  the  claim  to  be  paid. 

With  reference  to  this  matter  I  could  write  at  length,  but  would  prefer 
to  make  this  brief  statement  here  and  at  the  proper  time  enlarge  upon  it 
before  the  committee. 

Every  institution  supported  by  the  State,  and  every  officer  or  department 
disbursing  funds  of  the  State,  whether  in  the  city  or  out  of  it,  ought  to  be 
required  to  file  an  itemized  statement  for  every  claim  paid  at  the  Auditor's 
office.  It  should  not  be  possible  for  any  of  these  to  draw  "Money'*  from  the 
State  Treasury,  but  it  ought  to  be  understood  that  the  money  in  the  treasury 
can  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  well  authenticated  and  valid  claims 
against  the  Commonwealth. 

The  legislature  ought,  immediately  upon  assembling,  pass  a  bill  au- 
thorizing the  Auditor  to  charge  off  all  outstanding,  unpaid  warrants  of  his 
office  from  1884  to  April  23,  1900.  The  simple  passage  of  such  an  act  would 
relieve  the  office  of  the  necessity  of  writing  and  rewriting  and  constantly 
estimating  these  outstanding  warrants  in  settling  with  the  Treasurer.  A 
proper  entry  setting  forth  the  act  and  the  Items  affected  would  enable  the 
Auditor  at  any  time  to  reinstate  any  of  these  claims  if  they  should  be  here- 
after presented. 

I  also  earnestly  recommend  similar  action  with  reference  to  a  long  list 
of  outstanding  checks  in  the  Treasurer's  office,  which  complicate  every 
monthly  settlement  with  the  State's  depositories.  This  list  has  been  growing 
for  years,  from  1902  (and  before  that  date)  until  now.  It  is  the  cause  of 
useless  labor  which  can  be  and  ought  to  be  avoided. 
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If  the  legislature  expects  from  time  to  time  to  require  the  examination 
of  the  accounts  of  the  various  departments  and  institutions  of  the  State,  I 
earnestly  recommend  that  the  Auditor  be  required  to  file  the  warrants  paid 
in  his  office  by  departments  or  institutions,  instead  of  by  the  day.  By  the 
present  plan,  all  the  vouchers  for  all  purposes  paid  in  one  day  are  filed  in 
a  package  for  that  day,  and  to  find  the  vouchers  of  any  one  department  for 
the  year  it  is  necessary  to  search  the  three  hundred  bundles  that  represent 
the  year.  If  these  vouchers  were  filed  by  departments  or  institutions,  it 
would  enable  the  examiner  to  lay  his  hands  upon  the  vouchers  for  any  given 
department  or  institution  for  the  whole  year  without  loss  of  time. 

It  is  my  deliberate  opinion  that  more  money  and  more  men  are  needed  in 
the  Auditor's  office,  and  that  when  the  money  and  the  men  have  been 
furnished,  the  recommendations  herein  for  the  closer  and  more  careful 
auditing  of  all  claims  against  the  State  ought  to  be  put  in  force.  It  ought 
to  be  understood  everywhere  throughout  the  State  that  every  expenditure  of 
every  officer,  employee,  department  and  institution  would  be  closely  scruti- 
nized before  payment,  and  every  claim  and  every  item  promptly  rejected 
which  was  not  fully  sustained  by  law  and  voucher.  The  men  and  the  money 
necessary  ought  to  be  freely  granted.  * 

The  results  and  exhibits  obtained  from  the  accounts  in  the  Auditor's 
office  prove  the  efficiency  of  the  system  and  the  work. 

On  comparing  the  Auditor's  report  with  similar  documents  from  other 
States,  I  find  it  superior  to  nearly  all  others  in  the  amount  and  variety  of 
the  information  it  affords,  in  the  choice  of  matter,  in  arrangement,  and  in 
the  clearness  of  its  statements.  It  will  answer  almost  any  question  for  an 
earnest  inquirer. 

Fortunately  for  me  and  for  the  committee,  the  fiscal  year  ended  Sep- 
tember 30,  1908,  and  I  am  therefore  able  to  hand  you  with  this  report  the 
full  printed  reports  of  all  the  departments  examined,  giving  you  in  detail  all 
necessary  figures. 

I  have  hardly  had  time  to  suggest  ''imorcvements"  or  "changes"  in  the 
methods  of  the  various  departments.  To  do  that,  time  is  needed  and  an 
opportunity  to  learn  more  particularly  how  and  why  matters  are  and  must 
be  conducted  in  certain  ways,  and  where  changes  are  admissible  and  possible. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  calling  attention  to  the  growing  ten- 
dency to  set  up  boards,  commissions  and  bureaus,  which,  under  the  broad 
powers  given  them  by  the  legislature,  control  and  direct  their  own  expendi- 
tures without  supervision  or  restraint  hy  the  Auditor  until  the  limit  of  the 
appropriation  is  reached. 

Moreover,  as  already  suggested,  some  of  the  departments  of  the  State 
government  are  assuming  the  same  attitude  and  auditing  their  own  expen- 
ditures, using  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  merely  as  their  banker,  and 
checking  on  them,  instead  of  presenting  to  them  well  authenticated  and 
itemized  claims  to  be  subjected  to  the  scrutiny  of  an  auditing  force. 

I  do  not  believe  that  new  plans  for  accounting  in  all  the  departments 
can  be  made  by  legislation.  Some  man,  or  some  body  of  men,  committee,  or 
board,  or  commission,  should  be  given  the  authority  and  the  power  to  formu- 
late and  install  the  necessary  changes  and  improvements,  and  the  power  to 
direct  or  order  the  use  of  the  forms  and  accounts  which  they  may  use.  I 
believe,  however,  that  the  authority  to  formulate  and  install  methods,  and  to 
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require  the  use  of  fixed  forms  should  be  by  preference  conferred  upon  the 
Auditor,  and  that  he,  relieved  of  all  clerical  or  detail  work,  should  devote 
a  large  part  of  his  time  to  the  instruction  and  discipline  of  all  officers,, 
employees,  departments  and  institutions  having  business  with  his  office. 

Changes  in  methods  need  not  be  very  great,  will  be  and  probably  ought 
to  be  made  from  time  to  time,  as  the  occasion  arises,  and  as  there  may  be 
opportunity. 

Many  professional  accountants  when  urging  methods  or  systems  and 
improvements  have  in  mind  communities  in  which  such  things  are  far  more 
needed  than  in  our  case. 

No  instant  or  radical  change  of  system  is  needed,  but  gradual,  per- 
sistent, intelligent  improvements,  involving  time,  care  and  patience. 

Our  system  is  the  growth  of  years,  is  based  on  practice  and  experience, 
and  is  on  the  whole  sound  and  safe,  though  not  perfect.  It  needs  change  not 
BO  much  as  rigid  execution  and  laborious  attention  to  details.  I  speak  of  the 
government  offices  at  the  Capitol,  and  know  nothing  of  the  methods  employed 
in  the  counties. 

I  think  the  finest  compliment  I  could  pay  the  officers  and  employees 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  that  which  I  would  prefer,  would  be  to  say  noth- 
ing of  their  fidelity,  which  no  one  has  doubted;  but  in  pursuance  of  the 
usual  custom,  I  will  say  that  I  have  found  no  trace  of  dishonorable  conduct 
or  intention,  but  everywhere  evidence  of  industry,  and  honest  purpose  to 
serve  the  people  and  the  Commonwealth  faithfully  and  well.  Everywhere  I 
have  received  the  most  courteous  treatment  and  the  kindest  assistance  of  the 
officers  and  employees  of  the  several  departments  and  institutions  which  I 
have  visited.

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  send  you  herewith  Mr.  Ashe's  report  on  Forest 
Conditions  in  Virginia  and  Proposed  Measures  for  Forest  Protection,  which 
has  been  prepared  at  your  request. 

In  addition  to  an  outline  of  the  methods  of  handling  forests,  it  directs 
attention  particularly  to  the  need  for  .the  adoption  by  the  State  of  a  definite 
forest  policy,  including  the  appointment  of  a  State  officer  to  carry  out  such 
a  policy  and  the  necessity  for  reducing  the  losses  by  forest  fires,  especially 
those  to  young  timber  and  those  on  land  which  is  restocking.  These 
recommendations  and  the  others  suggested  in  the  report  are  such  as  seem 
most  desirable  for  Virginia  to  put  in  practice  at  the  present  time,  in  order  to 
assist  in  placing  the  timberlands  of  the  State  on  a  profitable  basis. 

The  desirability  for  the  development  of  the  forest  lands  of  Virginia  is 
evident  when  it  is  considered  that  nearly  60  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the 
State  is  occupied  by  forests,  of  which  the  larger  portion  is  owned  by 
farmers.  The  forest  property  of  the  State  has  a  value  of  more  than  $100,- 
000,000,  while  its  economic  status  is  second  only  to  that  of  the  farming 
interests.      It  is  capable  of  extensive  permanent  development.     The  yearly 
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exports  of  forest  products  of  ail  kinds  from  the  State  exceed  $20,000,000  In 
value. 

This  report  is  preliminary  to  two  others, — one  a  detailed  report  on  the 
General  Forest  Conditions  of  Virginia,  which  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and 
one  outlining  a  system  of  management  of  the  old  field  or  shortleaf  pine  In 
middle  Virginia.

Introduction. 

At  the  request  of  the  Hon.  C.  A.  Swanson,  Governor  of  Virginia,  the 
U.  S.  Forest  Service,  in  the  autumn  of  1909,  made  an  examination  of  the 
forest  conditions  of  the  middle  and  eastern  portion  of  the  State.  The  cost 
of  this  investigation  was  Jointly  home  by  the  State  of  Virginia  and  by  the 
Forest  Service.  Although  the  original  plan  was  to  investigate  only  the 
second  growth  pine,  especially  the  stands  in  old  fields  in  these  portions  of 
Virginia,  it  was  decided,  since  the  examination  soon  showed  that  the  forests 
of  this  portion  of  the  State  are  being  consumed  much  more  rapidly  than 
they  are  being  replaced  by  growth,  and  that  much  of  this  cut-over  land  is 
being  badly  damaged  by  fire,  to  extend  the  field  of  the  examination  to  cover 
the  entire  State  and  to  broaden  its  scope  to  include  the  general  condition  of 
the  remaining  supply  of  timber  in  the  State;  the  condition  of  the  cut-over 
lands;  and  the  extent  of  the  damage  from  forest  fires. 

This  examination  has  demonstrated  the  necessity  for  a  State  forest 
policy,  the  object  of  which  shall  be  to  influence  owners  to  employ  some 
system  of  fire  protection  and  to  use  some  method  of  forest  management  that 
will  enable  them  to  realize  the  full  profits  of  their  properties,  and  by  so 
doing  provide  a  permanent  future  supply  of  timber  for  the  people  of  the 
State.  The  findings  of  this  investigation  may  be  summarized  here  as 
follows: 

Summary  of  Results. 

1.  The  annual  cut  of  lumber  in  Virginia  has  rapidly  increased  during 
the  past  20  years.  The  present  cut  of  more  than  1,200  million  board  feet 
{for  this  use)  is  four  times  the  cut  of  1880  and  three  times  that  of  1890.  In 
addition,  there  has  been  a  large  increase  In  the  cut  for  paper  pulp,  tanning 
extract,  railroad  ties,  mine  timber,  and  wire  poles.  The  timber  cut  each  year 
for  lumber  probably  amounts  to  three  times  the  quantity  which  is  replaced 
by  growth  each  year.  Two-thirds  of  this  cut  is  supplied  by  old  growth. 
Within  less  than  25  years  the  average  annual  cut  will  he  limited  to  the 
annual  growth,  since  the  reserve  of  old  timber  will  have  been  entirely  con- 
sumed if  the  present  annual  cut  is  maintained. 

2.  The  forest  area  of  the  State,  if  it  is  well  managed  and  its  capacity 
developed,  is  ample  to  maintain  the  present  cut. 

3.  Although  fires  destroy  a  comparatively  small  quantity  of  mature  tlm- 
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ber,  nevertheless  the  ground  or  grass  ilres  do  an  enormous  amount  of 
damage,  since  they  kill  seedlings  and  young  trees  both  of  pine  and  hard- 
woods, and  thus  delay  the  period  of  stocking  or  cause  poor  and  Irregular 
stocking.  Fires  also  injure  larger  hardwoods  by  causing  such  defects  as 
brashness  or  hollow  butts. 

4.  There  Is  an  extensive  area  of  unproductive  forest  land  in  the  State 
which  could  be  made  profitable.  A  great  part  of  the  cut-over  land  Is 
producing  only  a  small  portion  of  what  it  could  under  careful  manage- 
ment. Not  less  than  300,000  acres  of  mountain  forest  land  is  in  brush, 
producing  no  sawtimber  at  all,  and  fire  is  rapidly  increasing  the  area  of 
such  land.  The  CJommissioner  of  Agriculture  reports  an  increase  of  700,000 
acres  in  the  amount  of  waste  farming  land  in  the  State  since  1900. 

5.  The  radical  change  that  has  recently  taken  place  in  the  manner  of 
cutting,  from  culling  only  the  large  trees  to  clean  cutting,  is  destructive  to 
young  timber,  greatly  increases  the  fire  danger,  leaves  few  or  no  seed 
trees,  reduces  the  amount  of  the  yearly  growth,  and  lessens  the  value  of 
the  next  crop  of  timber. 

6.  The  price  of  low  grade  stumpage  in  many  parts  of  the  State  makes 
it  profitable  to  hold  cut-over  and  second  growth  lands  and  to  manage  them  as 
forest  investments.  On  cheap  lands  also,  profits  can  be  realized  from 
forest  plantations.  The  average  mill  price  of  lumber  has  increased  from 
$9.80  a  thousand  board  feet  in  1900,  to  $14.55  per  thousand  board  feet  in 
1908. 

7.  The  existing  forest  conditions,  if  continued,  will  result  in  (1),  an 
increase  in  the  future  cost  of  lumber  and  at  the  same  time  a  great  reduction 
in  the  profit  of  holding  timberlands,  and  (2),  a  reduction  of  the  future 
supply  of  timber  far  below  the  normal  industrial  requirements  of  the 
State. 

As  a  means  of  preventing  these  evils,  it  seems  desirable  that  the  State 
adopt  a  forest  policy  that  shall  have  for  its  primary  object  the  education  of 
land  owners  in  the  methods  of  protecting  forests  from  fire,  in  managing 
forests  to  obtain  the  highest  yield,  and  in  the  utilization  of  waste  land. 

To  carry  out  such  a  policy  it  would  be  advisable  that  there  should  be 
a  State  forest  officer,  whose  chief  work  should  be  to  advise  land  owners  con- 
cerning the  methods  of  managing  different  types  of  forest.  Educational  work 
of  this  character  should  be  supplemented  by  courses  in  the  schools  and 
colleges  of  the  State  and  by  lectures  at  farmers'  institutes. 

In  those  portions  of  the  State  where  individual  land-owners  are  unable 
to  cope  with  forest  fires,  there  should  be  means  of  establishing  a  State  forest 
fire  warden  system.  In  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  fires  until  the  people 
fully  realize  the  enormous  yearly  loss  occasioned  by  them,  and  are  better 
able,  as  individuals,  to  cope  with  the  problem. 

There  should  be  special  recognition  of  lands  designated  by  their  owners 
as  permanent  forests.  The  establishment  of  municipal  forests  should  be 
encouraged,  especially  for  the  protection  of  domestic  water  supply,  for 
parks,  recreation  purposes,  and  for  sanatoriums  for  the  treatment  of  citizens 
of  the  State  who  have  tuberculosis. 
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Economic  Position  of  the  Forests  of  Virginia. 

The  forests  of  Virginia  form  one  of  the  primary  sources  of  her  wealth; 
they  constitute  a  basal  resource  which  sustains  an  extensive  Industry  In  Its 
own  utilization,  and  about  which  are  grouped  many  subordinate  Industries 
which  facilitate  the  Industrial  development  of  the  State.  In  1909,  the 
capital  invested  in  forest  land  exceeded  $100,000,000,  more  than  three-fourths 
of  it  being  held  by  farmers.  The  sawmills  and  planing  mills  had  an  invested 
capital  exceeding  $15,000,000  and  an  output  of  finished  products  valued,  at 
more  than  $20,000,000  at  the  mills.  The  output  of  miscellaneous  forest 
products,  such  as  firewood,  posts,  poles,  hewed  ties,  bark,  and  pulpwood, 
exceeded  $10,000,000,  more  than  $5,000,000  of  this  being  the  direct  product 
of  the  farm  forest  lands  of  the  State. 

The  exports  of  lumber  from  the  State  amounted  to  between  $12,000,000 
and  $15,000,000  a  year;  the  exports  of  other  forest  products,  and  of  material 
like  pulp,  paper,  and  leather,  the  production  of  which  is  dependent  upon 
forest  products,  amounted  to  $10,000,0000  a  year.  The  export  of  this  material 
assists  largely  In  maintaining  the  balance  of  trade  of  the  State. 

In  addition  to  the  sawmills  and  planing  mills  furnishing  building 
material,  which  are  found  in  every  part  of  the  State  and  which  have  an 
invested  capital  of  about  $15,000,000,  other  industries  which  must  rely 
upon  the  forests  represent  a  capital  of  more  than  $17,500,000.  More  than 
$32,500,000  is  invested,  therefore,  in  industries  dependent  wholly  or  in  large 
part  upon  the  forest  resources  of  the  State,  which  can  be  maintained  only 
if  forest  production  is  maintained.    This  amount  is  apportioned  as  follows:

These  Investments  form  not  less  than  one-twelfth  of  all  the  capital  of 
the  State.    The  relative  value  of  the  timberland  of  Virginia  is  much  greater 
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than  it  is  in  states  with  more  accumulated  wealth.  In  Pennsylvania,  where 
the  value  of  the  forests  and  forest  products  is  about  the  same  as  in  Virginia, 
the  capital  invested  in  them  represents  only  about  one-fortieth  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  State;  in  New  York  they  represent  only  one  one-hundredth. 

EXTENT  AND  OWNERSHIP  OF  FOREST  LANDS. 

The  forest  lands  occupy  about  15,000,000  acres,  58  per  cent  of  the  area 
of  the  State.  Of  this,  more  than  1,000,000  acres  is  virgin  and  stationary, 
since  growth  Is  balanced  by  decay;  800,000  acres  is  badly  burned  brush  or 
waste  land,  which  is  capable  of  being  developed,  and  probably  200,000  acres 
more  is  such  land  which  can  not  be  developed;  200,000  acres  is  swamp  land, 
chiefly  red  heart  pine  land  on  the  Southside  and  Southern  Neck,  which  is 
largely  unproductive;  at  least  a  million  acres  is  cutover  land,  restocking 
slowly  on  account  of  fire,  and  twice  this  area  is  idle  agricultural  land 
restocking  slowly,  if  at  all.  At  least  two  million  acres,  or  two-thirds  of  the 
forest  area  of  the  State,  is  held  by  farmers  largely  as  farm  forests. 

In  1900  the  mills  were  reported  as  owning  only  2,573  million  feet  of 
timber,  less  than  enough  to  run  them  for  four  years  at  the  rate  of  cutting 
at  that  time.  The  standing  timber  in  the  State  can  be  roughly  estimated  at 
30  billion  feet,  and  outside  the  two  and  a  half  billion  feet  owned  by  the 
mills,  most  of  it  was  held  by  farmers  chiefly  in  comparatively  small  lots. 
The  recent  tendency,  however,  is  towards  centralization  of  holdings,  not  only 
by  domestic  sawmills  and  coal  and  investment  companies,  but  also  by  outside 
railroad  and  coal  companies.  These  by  employing  trained  men  to  manage 
their  holdings  are  able  to  make  them  far  more  remunerative  than  their 
former  owners,  who  were  ignorant  of  methods  of  augmenting  yields  and 
increasing  values. 

OUTPUT  OP  LUMBER  NOW  AT  MAXIMUM. 

In  1880  commercial  sawmilling  in  Virginia  was  confined  to  a  relatively 
small  portion  of  the  State,  there  being  only  600  mills  in  operation,  with  an 
^output  of  less  than  300  million  board  feet  a  year;  in  1890  the  output  was 
400  million.  In  1908  the  number  of  mills  in  operation  exceeded  2,100,  the 
output  of  lumber  exceeded  1,200  million  feet,  and  there  were  nearly  15,000 
employees.  There  has  thus  been  a  four-fold  increase  since  1880  and  a  three- 
fold increase  in  the  output  of  lumber  since  1890.  Fifteen  years  ago  the 
annual  cut  of  logs  was  practically  balanced  by  the  amount  of  the  annual 
growth.  With  no  increase  in  the  amount  of  annual  growth  the  annual  cut 
has  increased  three  times. 

The  fact  that  the  cut  of  1908  was  15  per  cent,  less  than  that  of  1907, 
was  doubtless  largely  due  to  the  panic,  but  it  is  nevertheless  evident  that 
the  production  of  lumber  in  Virginia  has  practically  attained  its  maximum. 
The  mills  in  the  Norfolk  and  Petersburg  districts,  which  produce  nearly 
one-half  of  the  total  output  of  lumber  in  the  State,  obtain  a  larger  propor- 
tion of  their  timber  each  year  from  the  sound  region  of  North  Carolina, 
where  many  of  them  have  acquired  extensive  holdings.  Only  by  drawing 
from  a  wide  outside  territory  have  they  been  able  to  maintain  their  output 
in  the  fact  of  a  constantly  "decreasing  cut  of  logs  within  the  State.    In  epite 
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of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  pines,  several  mills  report  a  constantly  decreasing 
cut  from  regions  which  two  decades  ago  produced  a  heavy  output  of  logs. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  the  Southern  Neck,  which  yields  at  the  present 
time  only  a  small  part  of  its  former  cut.  The  old  field  pine  of  the  Pied- 
mont counties,  which  ten  years  ago  was  not  considered  suitable  for  milling 
purposes,  is  now  being  rapidly  cut  Mecklenburg,  Lunenburg,  Brunswick, 
and  Halifax  counties  are  already  largely  cut  over.  On  account  of  the  small 
size  to  which  trees  are  being  cut  in  these  counties,  only  a  meagre  second 
cutting  will  be  possible,  and  after  the  second  cutting  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty-five  years  must  elapse  before  a  third  can  be  made,  since  the  forest 
must  not  only  practically  renew  itself  from  seed,  but  its  renewal  is  being 
retarded  by  frequent  fires  which  suppress  the  young  growth.  Such  condi- 
tions exist  on  two-thirds  of  the  shortleaf  (rosemary)  pine  land  west  of 
Emporia,  Petersburg,  and  Richmond,  and  over  a  large  portion  of  the  pine 
lands  on  the  Southern  and  Northern  Necks. 

There  is  probably  no  surer  indication  of  the  approaching  exhaustion  of 
the  supply  of  old  timber  than  the  small  size  of  the  logs  which  the  mills 
are  now  using.  In  1900  the  size  of  the  average  pine  log  cut  by  the  mills  in 
the  Norfolk  district  was  16  inches  in  diameter,  and  scaled  about  144  board 
feet;  at  the  present  time  the  average  size  is  less  than  14  inches  in  diameter, 
iind  scales  less  than  100  feet. 

There  has  been  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  proportion  of  high-grade 
lumber  produced.  In  1900  less  than  40  per  cent,  of  the  pine  lumber  was  of 
box  grade  or  lower;  at  the  present  time  more  than  three-fourths  grades  as 
box  or  lower,  while  the  proportion  of  clear  lumber  of  wide  width  is  ex- 
tremely small.  Only  a  few  of  the  mills  along  the  north  and  south  railroads 
passing  through  Washington,  Richmond,  and  Petersburg  produce  more  than 
10  per  cent,  of  lumber  better  than  box  grade. 

Other  States  are  Meeting  the  Problem  of  Waning  Timber  Supply. 

The  conditions  which  confront  Virginia  with  respect  to  a  permanent 
supply  of  timber  are  similar  to  those  in  many  other  states.  Several  of  these 
fltates  have  taken  steps  towards  meeting  the  problem  of  the  waning  supply 
by  the  acquiring  of  forest  lands  which  are  being  managed  to  produce  a 
future  supply  and  to  serve  as  demonstration  forests  for  the  instruction  of 
private  owners.  New  York  State  has  purchased  1,439,000  acres  of  forest; 
while  in  addition,  more  than  700,000  acres  in  the  Adirondacks  near  the  state 
land,  by  an  act  of  the  legislature,  is  held  by  the  owners  as  permanent  forest 
land.  The  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  acquired  about  1,000,000  acres,  while 
Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  Connecticut, 
Maryland,  and  Indiana  all  have  state  forest  lands. 

Conditions  in  Virginia  at  the  present  time  will  not  permit  the  acquisi- 
tion by  the  State  of  extensive  holdings,  although  it  would  undoubtedly  be 
desirable  for  the  State  to  own  and  control  certain  areas  of  rough  forest 
land  which  protect  the  headwaters  of  some  of  the  important  rivers.  In  the 
United  States  as  a  whole  four-fifths  of  the  forest  lands  are  in  private  owner- 
ship, and  the  larger  portion  will  probably  always  be  so  held.  Many  of  the 
states  have  realized  this  and,  in  addition  to  securing  state  forests,  are  seek- 
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Ing,  by  legislation,  by  education,  and  by  co-operation,  to  assist  owners,  until 
such  time  as  the  maintenance  of  the  earning  value  of  timberlands  will  be  a 
sufficient  incentive  to  guarantee  protection  and  business-like  methods  of 
management  by  the  owners.  This  is  the  course  which  seems  best  for  Vir- 
ginia to  adopt. 

Problems  of  Development. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  FIRST  CUTTING. 

The  time  to  begin  the  development  of  timber  land  is  when  the  first  cut- 
ting is  being  made.  Each  subsequent  cutting,  if  carried  on  under  the 
methods  of  ordinary  lumbering,  without  any  consideration  for  the  repro- 
duction of  valuable  species,  without  attempting  to  secure  a  high  acre  yield, 
and  without  effective  protection  against  fire,  reduces  the  possible  future  profit 
from  the  investment.  Each  repetition  of  destructive  lumbering  makes  more 
difficult  the  problems  of  future  management  and  defers  more  distantly  the 
date  when  it  will  be  possible  to  obtain  maximum  returns,  and  to  place  th& 
property  on  a  reasonable,  producing  basis.  The  owner  of  land  stocked  only 
by  brush  or  young  sprout  timber,  as  the  result  of  fire,  or  of  thinly  stocked 
land  on  which  there  is  not  enough  young  timber  to  offer  possibilities  of  a 
near  future  cutting,  is  disinclined  to  invest  money  yearly  in  fire  protection, 
or  to  make  improvement  thinnings,  when  it  must  be  many  years  before 
he  can  obtain  any  return.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  first  cutting  is  made 
with  the  expectation  of  maintaining  the  producing  capacity  of  the  forest,, 
later  cuttings  can  be  made  regularly  with  no  interruption  in  the  income 
from  the  property,  and  with  the  prospect  of  increased  yields  and  higher 
returns  from  future  operations. 

CHANGES  IN  METHODS  OF  LOGGING. 

Heretofore,  on  account  of  the  prevalent  culling  system,  involving  the 
removal  of  only  the  largest  trees,  logging  has  not  been  destructive.  The 
clean-cutting  system,  now  in  general  practice  throughout  the  northern, 
middle  and  eastern  portions  of  the  State,  is  far  more  destructive  in  its 
results,  through  the  removal  of  most  of  the  small  trees.  One  such  cutting 
will  produce  g^reater  changes  in  the  composition  and  in  the  producng  value 
of  a  forest  than  many  under  the  culling  system.  Moreover,  it  very  greatly 
increases  the  fire  danger.  Each  year,  as  it  becomes  easier  to  sell  low-grade 
lumber,  the  conditions  induce  clean  cutting  in  place  of  culling,  and  this  less 
desirable  system  is  gradually  extending  over  the  whole  State.  For  this 
reason,  the  opportunity  to  develop  conservative  lumbering  will  be  far  greater 
during  the  next  few  years  than  thereafter,  when  the  greater  portion  of  the 
forests  of  the  State  have  been  heavily  cut,  and  when  their  producing  capacity 
has  been  so  lowered  that  tho  owners  can  not  be  interested  in  their  rehabili- 
tation. When  this  condition  exists  much  of  the  timberland,  with  impaired 
earning  capacity,  must  inevitably  become  concentrated  in  the  hands  of  a 
few  far-seeing  owners,  willing  to  wait  for  its  slow  development  and  count- 
ing on  recouping  by  exacting  high  prices,  or  the  land  must  be  purchased 
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by  the  State  In  order  to  protect  the  people.  It  is  probable  that  at  least 
nine-tenths  of  the  forest  land  of  the  State  is  owned  by  residents  or  by 
domestic  corporations,  while  certainly  three-fourths  or  more  of  the  forest 
area  is  attached  to  farms  and  to  landed  estates.  The  great  number  of  these 
holdings  and  the  comparatively  small  size  of  many  of  them,  together  with 
the  diversity  of  the  interests  of  the  owners  augment  the  problem  of  intro- 
ducing rational  management  through  the  difficulty  of  effectively  reaching 
so  many  owners,  each  one  with  his  own  particular  interest  in  view. 


Difficulties  in  the  Management  of  Timberlands. 

Few  classes  of  property  involve  the  same  difficulties  of  management  as 
timberlands,  and  this  is  especially  the  case  with  small  tracts  which  are 
either  not  associated  with  farms,  or,  when  so  associated,  yield  only  a  small 
surplus  above  the  normal  farm  requirements.  One  of  the  deterrent  elements 
which  beset  the  forest  owner  may  be  called  the  time  factor.  In  no  other 
crop  or  investment  are  the  periods  of  realization  of  returns  so  far  apart,, 
or,  where  forest  plantation  is  considered,  so  distant.  The  shortest  rotation 
from  seed  to  maturity  for  even  rapid  growing  trees  is  about  twenty  years. 
Large-sized  oak,  suitable  for  furniture  and  quarter-sawed  stock,  can  not  be* 
produced  in  less  than  sixty  years  under  the  best  conditions.  This  tends, 
more  than  any  other  cause,  to  keep  owners  from  seeking  to  develop  their 
properties.  Another  difficulty  is  ignorance  of  methods  of  obtaining  repro- 
duction, especially  in  mixed  forests  where  it  is  desirable  to  reproduce  only 
certain  species.  The  desire  to  realize  present  profits  leads  to  cutting  to  so 
small  a  size  that  the  annual  increment  is  much  reduced  and  the  next  cutting 
is  greatly  deferred.  Also  the  hope  of  the  owner  that  the  land  may  rise  in 
value  or  be  used  for  farming  results  in  a  disregard  for  forest  possibilities. 
The  most  serious  problem  in  the  management  of  young  growth  of  hard- 
woods lies  in  the  danger  of  fire  and  the  difficulties  of  fire  protection. 

In  many  places  at  the  present  time  an  additional  drawback  to  the  adop- 
tion of  forest  management  is  the  lack  of  local  markets  which  could  take  low- 
grade  timber  and  so  make  thinnings  or  improvement  cuttings  yield  a  profit. 
In  many  parts  of  the  State  all  of  the  upper,  knotty  portion  of  the  trees  is 
left  in  the  forest  unused,  because  only  the  best  grades  can  be  marketed  profit- 
ably. Not  only  one-third  of  the  contents  of  each  tree  is  thus  wasted,  but  its 
presence  when  dry  adds  to  the  fire  danger.  In  the  case  of  hickory  where 
the  proportion  of  waste  in  lumbering  is  larger  than  with  any  other  tree, 
usually  less  than  one-half  of  each  tree  is  used. 

While  many  of  these  hindrances  to  forest  management  are  permanent, 
others,  like  the  forest-fire  danger  and  the  impossibility  of  selling  the  low- 
grade  timber  profitably,  will  eventually  be  reduced  or  disappear.  All,  how- 
ever, are  of  sufficient  weight  to  make  it  necessary  to  encourage  owners  in 
managing  their  properties  and  even  to  assist  them  for  several  years,  until 
they  learn  methods  of  management;  until  the  appreciation  in  the  value  of 
stumpage  places  timberlands  on  an  earning  parity  with  farm  lands,  and 
until  the  fire  danger  is  reduced. 
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Forest  In  Its  Relation  to  Water  Power. 

In  addition  to  the  direct  benefits  to  the  owners  of  forests  through  In- 
creased profits  from  systematic  management,  and  to  the  community  through 
the  support  of  forest  industries  and  through  the  abundance  of  lumber  and 
its  consequent  cheapness,  there  are  indirect  benefits  due  to  forests  of 
which  the  entire  Commonwealth  partakes.  These  benefits  come  from  the 
ameliorating  eftects  of  the  forests  upon  climate,  and  their  influence  on 
stream  flow  when  the  forest  humus  is  undisturbed  by  fire.  When  forests 
protect  the  headwaters  of  rivers  which  have  their  sources  In  rough  or 
mountainous  regions,  more  stable  stream  flow  Is  assured,  there  are  shorter 
periods  of  low  water,  and  the  crests  of  floods  are  lower.  This  permits  the 
more  thorough  utilization  of  the  rivers  for  power,  and  minimizes  the  de- 
Btruction  of  riparian  property  by  floods.  This  protective  function  of  the 
forest  attains  its  maximum  in  the  Bast  on  the  streams  of  the  southern 
Piedmont  region,  where  the  soils  are  close  textured  clays  which  absorb 
water  slowly,  where  the  snowfall  is  light  and  the  rainfall  is  heavy,  con- 
centrated, and  irregular.  These  are  effects  in  which  the  private  forest 
owner  is  not  interested  and  for  the  accomplishment  of  which  he  cannot  sub- 
ordinate his  personal  profits.  The  State,  however,  in  guarding  the  walfare 
of  its  domain  as  a  whole,  can  consider  such  Infiuences,  and  by  co-operation 
with  private  owners,  be  the  means  of  maintaining  necessary  forest  cover 
In  those  sections  where  its  presence  is  desirable.  Some  States,  like  Maine 
and  New  Jersey,  through  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  New  York, 
by  legislative  enactment,  have  already  gone  so  far  as  to  make  the  rights 
of  the  people  of  these  respective  States  in  such  land  paramount  to  the 
present  financial  interests  of  the  owners,  and  have  restricted  the  use  of 
-such  land  to  forestry.  The  present  condition  in  Virginia,  in  respect  to  the 
James  and  Roanoke  Rivers  which  are  fed  by  streams  rising  In  the  Ap- 
palachian Mountains  and  which  are  subject  to  violent  fiuctuations  on  ac- 
count of  the  heavy  rainfall,  is  sufficiently  grave  to  justify  a  consideration 
^f  the  relation  of  the  forests  on  their  basins  to  the  stability  of  their  flow. 

{ 
Becommendations  for  a  Forest  Policy. 

The  most  important  problems  in  connection  with  the  conversation  of 
the  present  forests  and  the  maintenance  of  an  abundant  and  cheap  supply 
of  timber  for  the  future  are: 

(1)  Protection  of  the  forests,  especially  of  the  second  growth,  from 
fire. 

(2)  Conservative  lumbering. 

(3)  Management  of  the  forest  lands  for  a  sustained  yield. 

(4)  The  use  of  idle  and  waste  land  by  planting  trees. 

(5)  Education  in  forestry. 

(6)  Needed  legislation. 

(1)    PROTECTION  PROM  FIRE. 
Forest  lands,  especially  second-growth  lands,  can  not  be  profitably  held 
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unless  strictly  protected  from  fire.  Seme  growth  will  always  be  made  in 
spite  of  fires,  but  the  same  principle  is  involved  as  In  the  production  of 
lower  yields  of  tilled  crops.  It  costs  practically  the  same  to  produce  thirty 
liushels  of  corn  to  the  acre  that  it  does  to  produce  fifteen,  but  the  production 
of  thirty  bushels  assures  a  profit;  while  fifteen  bushels  entails  a  loss. 

The  enormous  injury  which  fires,  even  light  ground  fires,  do  to  timber, 
especially  to  young  timber,  is  not  understood.  Fully  two-thirds  of  the  forest 
area  of  Virginia  is  burned  every  year  or  every  few  years.  The  fire  damage 
is  greatest  to  seedlings,  which  are  entirely  consumed.  Young  hard  wood 
timber  on  cut-over  lands  is  reduced  to  sprouts.  Old  pine  timber  is  only 
slightly  damaged.  In  some  sections  it  is  even  advisable  to  burn  old  pine 
lands  at  frequent  intervals  as  a  protective  measure.  This  is  done  to 
prevent  the  accumulation  of  dry  herbage,  which  during  a  dry,  windy  period 
might  cause  a  disastrous  fire.  But  such  burnings  must  be  carefully  regu- 
lated. 

The  burning  of  forest  lands  in  Virginia  was  an  Indian  custom.  Samuel 
Kercheval  in  his  History  of  the  Valley,  published  in  1832,  mentions  that 
in  the  Valley  at  the  time  of  its  settlement,  there  were  more  than  700,000 
acres  of  open  land  on  which  the  forest  growth  had  been  suppressed  by  the 
yearly  fires,  while  Beverly  and  others  state  that  the  pine  forests  in  the 
tidewater  section  before  1700  were  so  open  that  a  deer  could  be  seen  for 
a  mile.  This  open  land  was  the  first  which  was  appropriated  for  farms  by 
the  pioneers.  The  custom  of  burning  was  long  followed  to  maintain  suitable 
conditions  for  hunting  and  to  improve  the  range  for  cattle.  And  because 
timber  has  had  little  value  compared  with  other  property,  public  opinion 
has  remained  lax  in  Its  condemnation  of  burning  woodland.  Forests  now 
have  a  definite  earning  value,  which  will  continue  to  Increase  with  In- 
dustrial development,  and  nothing  will  tend  to  lower  the  amount  and  value 
of  their  Increment  more  than  fires. 

Fires  cause  five  kinds  of  damage  to  forests: 

(a)  Actual  damage  to  old  timber  by  killing  It,  and  by  causing  hollows 
and  defects  which  reduce  the  value  of  the  trees. 

(&)  Damage  to  young  growth  by  suppressing  It.  Some  trees  like  white 
pine  and  yellow  poplar,  and  even  shortleaf  pine,  are  gradually  eliminated 
from  the  young  growth  by  frequent  fires,  since  white  pine  does  not  sprout 
at  all,  while  yellow  poplar  and  shortleaf  pine  sprout  only  feebly  after 
fires,  and  are  crowded  out  by  more  vigorously  sprouting  species  like  oak. 
Chestnut  and  other  tender  species  are  frequently  killed,  or  form  several 
stems  by  the  sprouting  after  the  fire,  which  prevents  the  formation  of  large- 
sized,  single-stemmed  trees,  and  reduces  the  value  of  the  mature  timber. 
Fires  have  greatly  reduced  the  value  of  many  of  the  stands  of  pine  in  old 
fields  by  thinning  them,  which  had  made  the  trees  scattered  and  short- 
bodied  and  the  wood  knotty. 

(c)  Frequent  fires  sometimes  prevent  restocking,  or  permit  only  partial 
restocking  after  lumbering,  and  the  land  lies  Idle  or  partially  so  for  several 
years.  There  are  extensive  areas  In  the  mountains  In  the  Valley  of  Vir- 
ginia where  this  condition  exists. 
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highest  permanent  earning  value  in  forest.  It  is  advantageous  for  owners 
as  well  as  desirable  for  the  State  to  know  the  location  and  area  of  the 
absolute  forest  lands.  Some  of  this  land  has  a  high  temporary  earning 
value  as  farm  land,  when  first  cleared,  but  on  account  of  erosion,  roughness, 
or  for  other  reasons,  this  earning  value  can  not  be  maintained.  The  clearing 
of  land  of  such  a  character  may  not  only  involve  a  great  and  wasteful  ex- 
penditure of  labor,  but  may  result  in  the  permanent  injury  of  the  land,  and 
necessitate  planting  it  at  considerable  additional  expense  in  order  again  to 
establish  it  in  forest.  In  addition  to  the  great  areas  of  rough  land  in  the 
mountains,  there  are  smaller  areas  of  comparatively  smooth  land  which 
can  be  likewise  included.  Much  of  the  shale  soil  in  the  Great  Valley,  where 
it  is  deeply  dissected  and  non-calcareous  as  in  portions  of  Roanoke  and 
Pulaski  Counties;  some  of  the  shallow  soiled,  sandstone  lands;  some  of  the 
gravel  lands  with  a  sandy  matrix;  the  swampy,  the  very  sandy,  and  the  sour 
or  log-encumbered,  peaty  lands,  may  all  be  included  among  the  absolute 
forest  lands. 

Temporary  Forest  Land: — ^Al though  much  of  the  forest  occupies  land 
which  is  evidently  agricultural,  it  may  be  from  twenty  to  forty  years  be- 
fore economic  conditons  make  it  profitable  to  clear  such  land.  In  the 
meanwhile,  it  should  be  managed  as  forest  land  with  the  object  of  obtaining 
the  maximum  yield  in  three  or  four  cuttings. 

Farm  Forest: — ^Two-thirds  of  the  forest  land  in  the  State,  or  10,000,000 
acres,  is  connected  with  farms  or  estates.  Experience  has  shown  that  about 
one-fourth  the  area  of  the  farms  must  be  kept  in  timber  to  supply  fuel  and 
domestic  requirements;  at  the  present  time,  more  than  one-half  is  in  forest 
This  land  must  be  managed  not  only  to  furnish  the  timber  which  is  needed 
on  the  farm,  but  also  as  far  as  possible,  to  produce  a  surplus  for  sale,  and 
since  the  farm  forest  frequently  occupies  land  which  if  cleared  would  have 
a  producing  value  in  farm  crops  of  from  $10  to  $50  an  acre,  it  is  necessary 
that  the  greatest  intelligence  be  exercised  in  the  care  and  management  of 
this  forest  in  order  that  its  earnings  shall  equal  those  of  the  other  portions 
of  the  farm.  Through  thinnings  to  stimulate  growth  and  cuttings  to  elimi- 
nate defective  trees  and  species  of  low  value,  and  measures  to  lessen  insect 
depredation,  these  forests,  if  carefully  managed,  can  be  made  extremely 
productive. 

Some  Problems  of  Management: — In  addition  to  fire,  which  presents  the 
greatest  difficulty  in  holding  forest  lands  in  many  portions  of  the  State, 
some  of  the  important  problems  of  management  which  may  be  common  to 
the  farm  forest  and  to  larger  forest  areas  are: 

The  prevention  of  scrub  oaks  from  supplanting  the  loblolly,  shortleaf, 
and  white  pines. 

The  replacement  of  white  pine,  yellow  poplar,  and  ash  In  hardwood 
forests,  especially  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge. 

The  elimination  of  slow^-growing  species  and  those  of  low  value  from  the 
mixed  forests  of  the  Piedmont  Region. 

The  control  of  the  scrub  pine,  which  is  replacing  the  more  valuable 
shortleaf  pine. 

There  are  also  many  other  economic  forest  problems  which  require  in- 
vestigation, among  which  may  be  mentioned: 
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The  rate  of  growth  of  the  dlfTerent  forest  trees  and  forest  types  of  the 
State  to  enable  owners  to  ascertain  the  productive  values  of  their  forest 
lands. 

The  method  of  management  of  the  important  pines  in  the  State,  lob- 
lolly, shortleaf,  white,  and  scrub  pines,  with  reference  to  such  questions  sb 
method  of  thinnings  and  number  of  seed  trees  to  be  left. 

The  management  of  sprout  chestnut  for  the  production  of  poles,  ties, 
and  extract  stock. 

The  leaving  of  seed  trees  to  insure  reproduction,  and  the  requirements 
of  the  various  forest  types  in  this  particular. 

Management  of  land  for  the  production  of  railroad  ties  and  pulp  stock. 

(4)  THE  USE  OF  IDLE  AND  WASTE  LAND  BY  PLANTING. 

I 
The  Census  of  1890  gave  the  area  of  idle  farming  land  of  the  State  as 
about  2,000,000  acres.  In  1905,  the  Commiasioner  of  Agriculture  reported  an 
Increase  of  700,000  acres  In  uncultivated  land  on  the  farms  in  five  years. 
If  there  has  been  no  reduction  of  the  area  of  idle  land  since  then,  about 
one-fourth  of  the  cleared  area  of  the  State  is  not  in  cultivation.  Much  of 
this  land  could  be  planted  profitably  in  rapid-growing  trees  during  the 
winter  when  farm  labor  is  not  needed  for  other  activities.  When  the  labor 
conditions  of  the  State  again  become  favorable,  this  land  can  be  put  back 
in  cultivation. 

(5)  EDUCATION  IN  FORESTRY. 

An  educational  and  cooperative  policy  such  as  has  been  recommended 
should  be  supplemented  by  courses  in  forestry  in  the  State  colleges,  designed 
especially  to  train  land-owners  in  the  methods  of  protection,  conservative 
lumbering,  means  of  obtaining  reproduction  of  the  valuable  species,  and 
ways  of  making  thinnings  in  order  to  stimulate  growth.  If  agricultural 
courses  are  established  in  the  public  high  schools,  short  courses  in  farm 
forestry  should  be  given  as  a  part  of  them.  Lectures  on  forestry  should 
form  a  part  of  the  Farmers*  Institute  courses.  In  time  it  might  become 
desirable  to  carry  on  experimental  work  to  develop  the  best  method  of 
cutting  and  thinning,  and  of  obtaining  reproduction  of  certain  species.  The 
importance  of  thorough  education  In  forestry  is  apparent  when  it  is  re- 
membered that  more  than  one-half  of  the  area  of  the  State  is  in  forests; 
that  a  portion  of  nearly  every  farm  must  be  kept  In  timber,  and  that  the 
value  of  the  forest  investment  in  the  State  exceeds  1100,000,000. 

(6)  LEGISLATION  NEEDED. 

Existing  statutes  relating  to  forestry  and  to  the  protection  of  forests 
deal  chiefly  with  forest  fires.     (Code,  Sects.  3701,  3702). 

The  present  forest  fire  law  states  the  conditions  under  which  brush  can 
be  burned,  and  fixes  a  penalty  for  violation.  There  is  also  a  law  which  re- 
lates to  forest  and  grass  fires  that  are  caused  by  locomotives  and  which  fixes 
a  penalty  for  violation.     (Chapter  269,  Laws  1908).    In  spite  of  the  high 
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fine  that  may  be  imposed  for  firing  woods,  |500  and  imprisonment  in  jail 
for  twelve  months,  (Chapter  43,  Laws  1908),  more  than  200,000  acres  were 
burned  in  Virginia  during  1909. 

These  laws  could  be  strengthened  by  legislation,  which  would  aim 
especially  at  their  better  enforcement,  and  at  the  prevention  of  fires  rather 
than  penalizing  for  starting  them.  The  most  effective  requirement  to  pre- 
vent railroad  fires  has  been  one  for  clearing  the  rlghtBK)f-way.  When  the 
right-of-way  is  not  wide  enough  to  prevent  sparke  starting  fires  beyond  it, 
a  strip  adjoining  the  right-of-way  might  be  cleared,  with  the  consent  of  the 
owners.  While  this  would  not  be  possible  In  the  case  of  grass  lands,  it 
would  undoubtedly  very  largely  reduce  the  loss  to  the  people  from  such 
fires  and  relieve  the  courts  of  many  cases. 

Organization: — In  the  development  of  a  forest  policy  for  the  State, 
the  fundamental  need  Is  to  meet  the  forest  fire  problem  and  to  advise  land- 
owners  In  regard  to  management  and  the  use  of  timber.  To  do  this  ade- 
quately, It  seems  advlslble  for  Virginia  to  adopt  the  methods  which  are 
being  used  In  many  other  States — appoint  a  Forester  who  shall  confer  with 
and  advise  tlmberland  owners  and  have  direction  of  the  enforcement  of  all 
the  forest  laws.  The  position  of  such  a  Forester  should  be  entirely  non- 
partisan, since  his  duties  are  wholly  economic  The  Forester,  who  should 
be  a  technlcaly  trained  man,  whose  standing  will  be  certified  by  the  U.  S, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  should  be  apolnted  by  a  Forestry  Board, 
which  should  exercise  supervision  over  his  work.  Such  a  board  should  in- 
clude some  of  the  executive  ofilcers  of  the  State  and  representatives  of  the 
various  forest  Interests.    It  might  be  composed  of: 

The  Governor  of  the  State. 

The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  other  representatives  of  the  farm- 
ing Interests. 

The  State  geologist. 

The  director  of  the  agricultural  experiment  station. 

Lumbermen  who  represent  the  timber  manufacturing  and  logging  in- 
terests. 

A  representative  of  the  game  Interests. 

This  board  should  served  wltlhout  pay,  but  should  be  reimbursed  for 
traveling  expenses.  It  should  meet  twice  a  year  or  oftener,  and  should 
direct  the  work  of  the  Forester,  and  make  recommendations  for  Improving 
the  forest  policy  of  the  State. 

Duties  of  Forester. — The  Forester  should  advise  owners  of  tlmberlands 
In  regard  to  methods  of  protecting  tlmberland  from  fire,  of  thinnings  and 
Improvement  cuttings,  of  cutting  to  obtain  maxlum  yields  and  to  obtain  the 
reproduction  of  valuable  species,  and  of  planting  waste  or  other  land  in 
trees.  He  should  have  charge  of  the  enforcement  of  the  forest  fire  laws  of 
the  State.  He  should  collect  data  relative  to  forest  destruction,  forest  con- 
ditions, and  forest  Industries,  and  give  lectures  In  the  Farmers'  Institutes. 
He  should  co-operate,  when  he  thinks  it  desirable,  with  counties,  towns,  or 
persons.  In  preparing  plans  for  the  protection  and  management  of  forests. 

Forest  Warden. — In  the  many  parts  of  the  State  where  the  danger 
of  fire  Is  great  and  Its  damage  Is  excessive,  there  should  be  a  forest  warden 
system,  such  as  Is  used  In  many  other  States.    The  greatest  value  of  sudi  a 
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system  is  in  preventing  fires  and  creating  a  sentiment  against  permitting 
them  to  start.  During  very  dry  seasons,  the  warden  should  patrol  vigilantly; 
and  in  such  seasons  he  should  even  have  power  to  suspend  the  right  to 
hunt,  especially  hy  night,  when  there  is  great  danger  of  fire.  Wardens 
should  he  appointed  only  where  landowners  petition  for  such  appointment, 
in  order  that  he  may  he  assured  of  support  and  co-operation  in  his  work. 
Although  forests  pay  only  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  taxes,  their 
maintenance  at  the  present  time  is  so  essential  for  the  industrial  advance- 
ment of  the  State  that  the  State  and  counties  would  he  justified  in  spending 
a  portion  of  those  taxes  to  pay  forest  wardens,  since  the  henfits  of  their 
work  will  accrue  to  the  entire  community.  Wardens  should  be  paid  by  the 
hour  or  day  as  their  services  are  actually  required.  Wardens  should  have 
power  to  summon  persons  to  assist  them  in  fighting  fires,  to  arrest  for  viola- 
tions of  the  forest  fire  laws,  and  to  bring  suit  against  offenders  to  recover 
the  costs  to  State  and  county  of  fighting  fires.  The  liability  of  any  county 
for  forest  protection  should  be  limited  to  |500  in  one  year. 

Private  Forests: — Where  owners  of  forest  lands  agree  to  comply  with 
certain  regulations  in  the  protection,  cutting,  and  management  of  their 
forests,  they  might  be  given  the  right  to  employ  authorized  deputy  wardens, 
with  power  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the  fire  laws.  Forests  lands 
managed  under  these  regulations  would  be  in  efTect  demonstration  forests, 
and  would  serve  to  show  the  value  of  protection  and  systematic  lumbering 
in  maintainging  the  producing  capacity  of  the  forest.  One  of  the  require- 
ments should  be  that  the  land  must  be  held  in  forest  and  managed  in  an 
approved  manner  for  a  definite  period,  not  less,  for  example,  than  ten  or 
twenty  years. 

Oifts  of  Forest  Lands: — Provision  should  be  made  for  the  acceptance 
by  the  State  of  gifts  of  forest  lands.  Small  areas  of  cut-over  or  other  forest 
lands  which  are  acquired  in  this  manner  could  be  used  as  demonstration 
forests,  and  managed  as  such  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

Registered  Forests: — ^There  should  also  be  some  special  recognition  of 
lands  of  low  value,  not  suited  for  farming,  which  are  designated  by  their 
owners  as  permanent  forests.  Such  lands  might  be  examined  by  the  State 
Forester  and  a  member  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  to  ascertain 
their  condition  and  suitability  for  permanent  forest  purposes.  If  found 
suitable,  the  owners  might  be  permitted  to  list  the  land  in  the  county  and  in 
the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  as  Registered  Forests.  The  owners 
would  agree  to  retain  the  timber  for  not  less  than  twenty-five  years  in  the 
case  of  pine,  or  fifty  years  in  the  case  of  hardwoods,  and  to  manage  in  ac- 
cordance with  rules  promulgated  by  the  State  Forester.  When  thus 
registered,  it  might,  under  the  power  conferred  by  the  Constitution  (Art. 
XIII,  Sect.  168)  be  classified  for  a  special  method  of  taxation.  Such  a 
system  would  be  of  greatest  value  in  the  case  of  plantations  and  small  tracts 
of  second-growth,  which  must  be  held  a  long  time  before  they  become 
merchantable  and  before  the  owner  can  realize  from  them  through  sales. 

Further  Co-operation  with  United  States  Forest  Service:— More  detailed 
information  concerning  the  forest  resources  of  the  State  is  necessary.  The 
amount  of  the  standing  timber  in  the  various  counties  should  be  ascertained, 
and  the  value  of  the  forest  types  in  various  portions  of  the  State  for 
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permanent  forestry  should  be  determined.  In  order  to  acquire  these  facts, 
as  well  as  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  annual  forest  fire  loss,  it  Is  recom- 
mended that  the  State  cooperate  with  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  in  making  a 
detailed  examination  of  the  forest  conditions  in  Virginia,  and  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  by  the  Legislature  to  cover  the  State's  portion  of 
the  costs  of  such  a  forest  survey.  Such  a  detailed  forest  examination 
would  cost  about  $12,000,  one-half  of  which  would  be  paid  by  the  Forest 
Service,  provided  the  other  half  were  paid  by  the  State  of  Virginia,  Such 
forest  examinations  have  been  made  in  cooperation  with  the  Forest  Service 
by  California,  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  New  Hampshire,  Delaware,  and 
North  Carolina. 
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Inaugural  Address 


In  the  presence  of  God  and  these  witnesses,  I  have  just  taken  the  oaths 
which  constitute  me  the  Chief  Executive  of  this  great  State.  The  honor 
conferred  hy  the  people  is  the  greatest  that  Virginia  can  give,  the  responsi- 
bility which  comes  with  it  is  correspondingly  great  and  Impresses  me  with 
a  sense  of  my  own  weakness  and  insufficiency.  On  the  threshold,  therefore, 
d  this  great  office,  I  acknowledge  my  dependence  upon  the  God  of  States  and 
individuals,  and  humbly  trust  that  the  love  I  cherish  for  my  State  may  be 
guided  by  that  wisdom  which  is  profitable  to  direct,  and  that  I  may  have 
strength  to  put  behind  me  everything  which  shall  tend  to  hinder  or  obscure 
my  duty  to  the  Old  Dominion. 

Difficult  and  important  as  my  work  shall  be,  I  have  to  guide  me  on  the 
way,  the  history  and  achievements  of  the  fifty  illustrious  men  who  have 
filled  the  high  office  of  Governor  of  Virginia,  and  especially  the  fruitful  and 
successful  administration  of  him,  who  I  am  proud  to  call  my  friend,  and 
who  will  leave  behind  him  a  record  of  duty  ably  and  efficiently  performed,  of 
good  works  finished  and  of  others  inaugurated  which  it  will  be  my  duty  as 
well  as  my  pleasure,  so  far  as  I  can,  to  carry  to  complete  fruition. 

I  trust  it  will  be  understood  that  in  declaring  the  policies  for  which  I 
stand,  it  will  be  necessary,  in  this  address,  to  refer  to  the  message  of 
Governor  Swanson,  who  has  very  fully  gone  over  most  of  the  questions  to  be 
discussed,  and  has  made  it  difficult  for  me,  without  repeating  what  he  has 
said,  to  make  myself  thoroughly  understood. 

Confederate  Soldiers  Should  Be  the  First  Object  of  Our  Care. 

Redeeming  the  pledges  which  afTection  and  veneration  induced  me  to 
make,  I  present  to  this  General  Assembly,  as  the  first  and  most  worthy  object 
of  its  care,  the  Confederate  Soldiers  of  Virginia;  the  men  who  have  drenched 
its  soil  with  their  blood,  shed  in  defence  of  Constitutional  liberty,  and  the 
homes  and  firesides  of  our  people;  the  men  who  along  with  their  comrades 
from  other  States  have  made  a  new  record  of  heroism  and  devotion,  and  have 
written  high  upon  the  scroll  of  fame  a  testimonial  to  American  manhood 
which  has  contributed  to  the  glory  of  our  common  country,  and  made 
Virginia,  the  birthplace  and  home  of  our  greatest  Confederate  leaders,  famous 
throughout  the  civilized  world.  The  Confederate  soldiers  did  more  than  fight 
for  Ccnstitutional  liberty,  they  came  back  from  the  fields  of  battle  to  desolate 
and  impoverished  homes;  they  found  the  labor  system  overturned,  but 
struggling  against  the  Inherited  tendencies  which  had  come  down  to  them 
from  generations  past,  and  with  a  determination  and  devotion  which  had 
characterized  them  for  four  years  In  the  field,  they  gave  themselves  to  labor 
for  their  loved  ones,  and  they  and  their  sons  have  made  and  are  making  old 
Virginia  keep  step  with  the  march  of  progress,  and  they  and  their  sons  have 
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made  the  Southern  States,  with  Texas  first  and  Virginia  second,  the  richest 
part  of  the  richest  country  In  the  world. 

Surely  Virginia  will  not  let  one  of  these  old  veterans  suffer  in  his 
declining  years,  but  will  stretch  out  to  him  the  strong  arms  of  her  love  and 
shield  and  nourish  him  because  of  that  love.  Other  things  can  wait,  but  the 
Confederate  soldier  must  answer  the  roll  call,  and  before  many  years 
nothing  will  be  left  of  him  but  tender  memories  and  the  record  of  glorious 
deeds. 

Assessments  Should  be  Equalized,  and  a  Commissioner  of  Taxes 
As  a  Permanent  Officer  of  the  Government  Appointed. 

Familiar  with  every  secticn  of  the  State,  and  with  our  present  method 
of  assessing  and  collecting  taxes,  I  venture  to  say  that  no  more  important 
question  than  the  equalization  of  taxes  will  come  before  our  General 
Assembly. 

The  tax  requirements  of  our  State  are  not  burdensome,  and  yet  we  have 
not  only  maintained  and  improved  all  of  our  State  institutions  and  agencies, 
but  we  have  made  great  progress  In  all  directions,  and  as  Governcr  Swanson 
states,  if  we  had  kept  our  surplus  money  in  the  treasury,  instead  of  paying 
off  our  debt,  we  would  now  have  nearly  five  millions  of  dollars  to  our 
credit.  Just  now,  in  consequence  of  liberal  appropriations  to  schools,  roads 
and  Confederate  pensions  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  we  find  that 
new  sources  of  revenue  must  be  sought  in  order  to  maintain  the  advance 
which  none  of  us,  however  economical,  would  be  willing  to  see  checked. 
Our  need  of  funds,  however,  is  only  temporary  and  will  be  met  for  the 
current  year  if  the  bills  already  drawn  and  offered  shall  be  passed,  especially 
if  we  practice  that  economy  which,  I  insist,  is  necessary  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  State,  and  next  year  if  a  proper  and  equal  assessment  is  made  the 
revenues  of  our  State  will  permit  us  to  carry  forward  cur  plans  for  still 
greater  progress.  Just  now  the  important  question  to  be  considered  is  how 
to  secure  a  proper  and  equal  assessment  of  property  as  a  basis  for  taxation 
during  1911.  We  ought,  for  the  present,  to  adopt  the  best  available  plan 
which  will  enable  us  to  accomplish  this  result,  and  then  create  a  tax  com- 
mission, if  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  to  study  the  system  of  taxation  In 
this  and  other  States,  and  permanently  adopt  that  system  which  promises  the 
best  results. 

COMMISSIONER  OF  TAXES. 

After  the  assessment  of  this  year,  while  deprecating,  unless  absolutely 
necessary,  the  creation  of  new  offices,  and  highly  commending  our  honored 
Auditor  for  the  admirable  adminlstraticn  of  his  most  important  office,  I 
think  a  Commissioner  of  Taxes  should  be  appointed  as  a  permanent  officer 
of  the  government,  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  himself  familiar  with 
every  section  of  the  State,  its  property,  resources,  and  interests,  and  estab- 
lishing in  every  county  and  city  a  basis  of  assessments  conforming  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Ccnstituticn,  and  also  charged  with  the  supervision  of 
all  officers  of  the  government  whose  duty  it  is  to  assess  and  collect  taxes; 
and  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  system  of  accounting  throughout  the 
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State.  I  favor  the  appointment  of  one  competent  man  rather  than  the 
appointment  of  a  commissicn,  because  I  believe  that  one  man  can  better  do 
the  work  than  three  or  five,  and  at  less  expense  to  the  State.  Property 
owners  should  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  courts,  and  have  thrown 
around  them  every  safeguard  of  their  interests.  Clerks  of  courts  should  be 
required,  when  the  list  of  transfers  is  made,  to  furnish  to  the  tax  commis- 
sioner a  copy  showing  the  number  of  acres  and  the  purchase  price  of  land 
sold,  and  vendors  should  be  required  to  set  out  in  their  deeds  the  true 
consideration  paid.  With  this  information,  having  due  regard  for  waste 
lands,  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  ascertain  the  fair  market  value  of  lands 
throughout  the  State  as  required  by  the  Constitution.  The  commissioner 
could  gradually  make  himself  familiar  with  the  value  of  personal  property, 
and  perhaps  in  time  devise  a  plan  by  which  the  intangible  personal  property 
can  be  reached.  The  commissioner  in  devising  his  plan  and  generally  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  should  have  in  view  the  rights  of  the  tax-payer  as 
well  as  the  requirements  of  the  State.  There  should  be  no  double  taxation, 
no  doubtful  expedients,  no  heavy  and  unjust  burdens  laid  upon  our  mining, 
manufacturing  or  commercial  enterprises,  but  the  very  fairness  and  justice 
of  the  plan  adopted  ought  to  be  a  strong  appeal  to  the  tax-payer  to  meet 
the  State  half  way  and  assume  his  fair  share  of  the  public  burden. 

THE  MARYLAND  PLAN. 

This  has  been  proved  by  the  Maryland  plan.  In  that  State,  by  the 
security  tax  act  of  1896,  all  bonds,  certificates  of  indebtedness,  in  whatever 
form  made  or  issued  by  any  private  or  public  corporation,  Incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  that  State,  or  any  other  State  or  country,  were  required  to  be 
assessed  at  fair  market  value,  and  made  subject  to  a  uniform  local  rate  of 
thirty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed  value.  Bonds  which 
paid  no  interest  and  shares  of  corporations  which  paid  no  dividend  were 
excepted.  In  addition  to  this  local  tax,  the  regular  State  tax,  which  averages 
about  seventeen  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  was  required.  In  1896, 
prior  to  the  act,  this  property  in  Baltimore  was  assessed  at  16,000,000.

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I  am  informed  that  the  falling  off  in  1904  was  due  to  the  passage  of  an 
act  which  required  all  funds  held  in  trust  to  be  taxed  at  the  residence  of 
the  beneficiary  instead  of  at  the  residence  of  the  trustee  as  formerly. 

The  increase  in  the  assessed  value  of  this  species  of  property  is 
attributed  by  the  Maryland  officers  to  the  willingness  of  holders  to  pay  a 
fair  and  certain  tax  which  does  not  vary  with  local  requirements.  In  a  letter 
written  me  by  a  prominent  officer  of  the  State,  the  following  statements 
are  made: 

"In  1896,  the  securities  assessed  in  Baltimore  city  were  estimated 
to  amount  to  about  $6,000,000,  producing  in  city  taxes  at  the  full  rate 
(2  per  cent.)  $120,000  per  annum.  The  revenue  of  the  State  in  that 
year  (17%c  rate)  was  about  $10,650.  In  the  very  next  year,  when 
there  was  a  State-wide  re-assessment,  and  largely  as  a  direct  con- 
sequence of  the  30c  security  tax  act,  the  State's  revenue  jumped  to 
$97,000,  and  the  city's  revenue  to  $165,000,  on  this  class  of  property. 
The  real  estate  assessments  in  Baltimore,  on  the  other  hand, 
decreased  in  total  amount  by  $22,000,000. 

"Under  the  present  reasonable  rate  of  taxation  a  great  stimulus 
has  been  given  to  the  investment  of  money  In  securities.  Much 
capital  has  undoubtedly  found  its  way  here  which  would  have 
remained  outside  under  the  old  conditions." 

I  commend  this  law  to  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly.  I  am 
convinced  that  with  a  fair  and  equal  assessment,  and  a  proper  listing  of 
personal  property  and  incomes,  the  rate  of  taxation  might  be  lowered  and 
still  produce  ample  funds  for  the  needs  of  the  State. 

Repeal  of  the  Law  Permitting  the  Deduction  of  the  Indebtedness 
of  Stockholders  from  Value  of  Bank  Stock. 

In  this  connection,  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  th» 
acts  approved  March  12,  1908,  which  permits  a  bank  in  giving  in  its  stock 
for  taxation  to  deduct  the  indebtedness  of  its  stock-holders  "provided  said 
indebtedness  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  total  actual 
value  of  all  of  its  shares  of  stock."  A  fair  construction  of  this  act  might 
permit  a  few  stock-holders  to  deduct  their  entire  indebtedness  from  the  total 
value  of  the  stock,  although  that  indebtedness  would  exceed  ten  per  centum 
of  the  value  of  the  stock  owned  by  deducting  holders.  But  whether  this  is 
true  or  not,  such  a  deduction  for  debts  owed  is  not  permitted  from  any 
other  property.  A  farmer  whose  plantation  is  encumbered  by  a  deed  of  trust 
for  half  of  its  value  Is  not  entitled  to  any  deduction  from  the  assessed  value 
of  his  farm  upon  which  he  pays  tax,  although  the  owner  of  the  debt  secured 
also  pays  tax  on  the  debt.  The  act  is  not  fair  or  just,  is  a  plain  discrimi- 
nation in  favor  of  the  owner  of  bank  stock,  and  ought  to  be  repealed. 

Bank  Examiners. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  recommendations  made  In  the  message  of 
Governor  Swanson,  and,  therefore,  concurring  in  his  recommendation  for 
the  appointment  of  Bank  Examiners,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  bill  should  be 
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carefully  drawn,  and  as  It  will  probably  affect  the  business  of  the  banks  and 
of  the  country  as  well  as  require  the  examination  of  the  institutions,  it 
should  have  regard  for  the  city  and  country  bank  alike,  the  large  and  the 
small.  It  should  require  the  examinations  to  be  thorough,  and  the  men 
selected  should  be  competent,  reliable,  and  of  the  highest  character.  No 
greater  blessing  could  be  conferred  upon  the  people  and  the  banks  than  the 
adoption  of  some  law  for  their  government  which  would  afford  absolute 
protection  to  the  depositors. 

Public  Schools. 

High  schools  important.  Primary  schools  more  so.  Teaching  up'to-date^ 
methods  of  agriculture  iDill  greatly  add  to  wealth  of  State,  and  tend  to 
solve  the  high  cost  of  living. 

In  speaking  of  our  public  school  system,  endorsing  what  Governor 
Swanson  has  so  well  said  in  his  message,  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go 
over  the  ground  at  any  length. 

I  take  the  greatest  interest  in  the  wonderful  advance  which  has  been 
made  by  our  public  schools,  and  congratulate  those  who  are  in  charge  of 
them.  I  had  the  honor  to  be  the  patron  in  the  Senate  of  the  High  School  law, 
under  which  so  many  high  schools  have  been  established,  and  feel  an  abiding 
Interest  in  the  high  schools,  especially  in  the  opportunities  they  afford  for 
training  teachers  for  the  primary  schools,  which  after  all  are  the  most 
important,  as  they  touch  every  family  and  child  in  the  State.  I  am  not  an 
educator,  but  passing  along'  the  roads  in  the  country  and  the  streets  in  the 
cities,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  children  going  to  school  have  too  many  books, 
and  a  distinguished  professor  from  our  University,  In  a  lecture  delivered  in 
one  of  our  Virginia  cities  some  months  ago,  said  that  it  would  be  better  not 
to  tax  the  children  with  so  many  studies,  which  after  all  cause  confusion 
and  result  in  a  smattering  of  many  things  and  a  clear  understanding  of 
nothing,  but  to  teach  them  a  few  branches  thoroughly.  This  is  not  intended 
as  a  criticism  but  as  a  suggestion,  which  I  am  sure  will  be  acted  on  if  deemed 
valuable. 

UP-TO-DATE  AGRICULTURAL  METHODS. 

There  is  one  feature  of  education,  however,  with  which  I  am  deeply 
concerned,  and  that  is  to  teach  our  boys  and  our  men,  young  and  old, 
up-to-date  methods  of  agriculture.  I  gathered  the  following  from  the  news- 
papers and  my  own  experience.  Last  year  twelve  thousand  Southern  boys, 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  cultivated  an  acre  of  com  each  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  average  yield  of  corn  in 
the  United  States  in  1909  was  a  little  more  than  twenty-five  bushel^  to  the 
acre.  The  best  record  was  made  by  a  boy  in  South  Carolina,  who  produced 
one  hundred  and  flfty-two  and  a  half  bushels;  a  Mississippi  boy  produced  one 
hundred  and  forty-sever  bushels;  a  boy  in  Arkansas  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  bushels,  and  a  boy  in  Virginia,  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  bushels. 
Our  boy,  young  Ralph  Bellwood,  of  Chesterfield,  was  the  fourth  in  twelve 
thousand;  this  year  I  undertake  to  say  he  will  be  first,  and  will  gain  credit 
for  himself  and  his  State.    The  average  raised  by  each  of  the  twelve  thousand 
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boys  was  sixty  bushels,  or  more  by  ten  bushels  than  double  the  average  pro- 
duction in  the  United  States.  In  1909,  Virginia  produced  forty-seven  millions* 
three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand  bushels  of  corn;  if  we  double  that 
quantity  and  value  it  at  seventy  cents  a  bushel,  it  is  worth  a  dollar,  our 
income  as  a  State  will  be  increased  thirty-three  millions,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  thousand  dollars.  We  are  already  the  first  potato  producing 
State  in  the  Union,  we  are  increasing  our  crop  of  hay,  but  these  crops,  which 
like  com  responds  to  cultivation  and  fertilization,  may  still  be  greatly 
increased.  I  have  especially  mentioned  the  crops  of  com  and  potatoes  to 
show  what  can  be  done  by  intensive  farming,  and  to  stress  the  importance  of 
educating  our  boys  and  men  away  from  the  old  ruts  into  which  our  farmers 
have  fallen.  The  instructions  given  to  the  twelve  thousand  boys  mentioned 
above  are  available  for  every  farmer  in  the  State,  but  if  they  will  not  take 
hold  of  the  new  methods  unless  brought  to  their  doors  it  is  to  the  interest  of 
the  State  to  bring  them  to  their  doors>  and  impress  them  upon  our  farmers. 

ENCOURAGE  THE  BOYS. 

Indeed,  our  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  division  superin- 
tendents, and  teachers,  and  such  men  as  T.  O.  Sandy,  of  Nottoway,  and  his 
assistants,  under  the  direction  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricnl- 
ture,  are  selecting  boys  in  the  public  schools  all  over  the  State,  numbering 
something  like  five  thousand,  twenty-eight  living  in  Nottoway,  who  have 
pledged  themselves  to  cultivate  one  acre  of  com  each  under  the  directions 
above  mentioned,  and  will  thus  open  five  thousand  schools  in  every  section 
of  the  State,  as  these  crops  will  be  discussed  in  their  respective  neighbor- 
hoods, and  by  five  thousand  object  lessons  impress  upon  the  men  that  they 
must,  in  their  own  interest*  adopt  new  methods.  Thinking  men  have  reached 
the  conclusion  that  we  have  just  commenced  an  agricultural  advance,  the 
like  of  which  has  never  been  seen  before.  To  encourage  the  boys,  I  propose 
to  ofiTer  them  certificates  of  merit  as  follows:  Special  certificate  to  the  boy 
under  eighteen  producing  the  largest  yield  of  com  per  acre,  not  to  be  less 
than  one  hundred  bushels;  certificate  number  one,  to  all  boys  under  eighteen 
who  produce  one  hundred  bushels  of  com  per  acre  or  over;  certificate 
number  two,  to  all  boys  of  the  required  age  producing  seventy-five  bushels 
per  acre  or  over,  and  certificate  number  three,  to  all  boys  under  eighteen 
producing  fifty  bushels  per  acre  and  over. 

INCREASE  VIRGINIA'S  WEALTH  AND  PROSPERITY. 

Certainly,  the  conditions  are  so  hopeful  and  the  benefits  to  the  State  to 
immediate  and  great,  that  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of  the 
goveruTient  should  extend  all  possible  aid  and  encouragement  to  this  great 
movement.  The  importance  of  this  subject  will  be  better  understood  when 
we  remember  that  Virginia  has  nearly  twenty-six  millions  of  acres  of  land, 
and  hardly  as  much  as  one-fifth  under  cultivation,  supporting  a  population 
of  over  two  millions.  Establish  the  intensive  system  and  demonstrate  Its 
efficiency,  and  people  will  pour  in  and  purchase  our  lands;  the  financial  ques- 
tions engaging  the  attention  of  this  legislature  will  solve  themselves,  and 
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Virginia  will  be  one  of  the  richest  and  most  prosperous  States  in  the 
Union,  and  will  have  done  much  to  reduce  the  costs  of  living  which  is  a 
problem  the  world  is  now  facing  and  which  must  be  solved  in  the  near 
future. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

Through  the  literature  which  it  distributes,  and  the  Institutes  which 
it  holds,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  doing  valuable  work  in  bringing 
home  to  our  farmers  up-to-date  methods  of  agriculture  and  fruit  raising,  and 
other  matters  of  interest.  The  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner,  which  is 
freely  distributed,  contains  a  great  deal  of  valuable  and  interesting  informa- 
tion, and  should  be  In  the  home  of  every  man  who  is  interested  In  advancing 
the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State. 

Good  Roads. 

Permanent  plan  of  State  aid  to  counties.    One-half  of  franchise  tax  on  rail- 
roads to  he  set  aside  for  that  purpose. 

The  discussion  of  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State  naturally  brings 
up  the  question  of  good  permanent  highways.  I  favor  economy  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  government,  but  economy  demands  good,  permanent  highways 
-over  which  the  farmer  can.  In  bad  weather,  haul  his  crop,  and  while  the 
land  cannot  be  worked  cultivate  the  social  benefits  and  pleasures  to  which 
quick  and  easy  transportation  so  greatly  contribute.  I  have  long  been  in 
favor  of  establishing,  so  far  as  the  legislature  can  do  so,  a  certain,  permanent 
plau  of  State  aid  to  the  counties,  enjoining,  however,  upon  the  legislature, 
in  view  of  the  dlfTerent  conditions  existing  in  the  various  sections  of  the 
State,  that  these  conditions  be  carefully  considered  and  met  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  fund  set  apart  by  the  State.  The  fact  that  ten  counties  in  the 
State  did  not  avail  themselves  of  their  part  of  the  fund  available  in  1909, 
might  indicate  that  some  changes  should  be  made  in  the  method  of  distribu- 
tion. 1  consider  good  permanent  highways,  next  to  the  agricultural  interests, 
th'^  vital  question  in  Virginia  to-day.  I  do  not  undervalue  our  schools,  but 
they  are  firmly  established,  under  wise  and  progressive  management,  and  in  a 
progressively  improving  condition,  and  do  not  so  much  need  our  care  as  do 
our  public  highways. 

PERMANENT  ROAD  FUND. 

I  favor  the  recommendation  make  by  Governor  Swanson  in  his  message, 
that  at  least  one-half  of  the  franchise  tax  on  railroads,  which  is  a  constantly 
increasing  sum,  be  set  apart  for  State  aid  to  the  counties  to  be  used  in 
building  highways,  and  it  should  be  understood  that  this  sum  will  be 
increased  from  time  to  time  as  the  resources  of  the  State  permit,  and  that 
it  is  the  settled  policy  of  the  State  to  help  along  the  work  of  building  good 
Toads  in  every  possible  way. 
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STATE  SHOULD  PURCHASE  QUARRIES. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  quarries  at  suitable  and  convenient 
points  be  purchased  by  the  State,  and  the  long-term  convicts  be  required  to 
crush  rock  to  be  distributed  to  the  counties  for  road  purposes  free  of  cost* 
It  is  believed  that  the  railroads  will  haul  the  rock  at  a  nominal  cost  in  view 
of  the  benefits  which  permanent  highways  will  bring  to  their  respective  lineSr 
and  that  \vith  the  material  given  and  the  help  of  the  convicts  furnished  by 
the  State,  the  counties  can  gradually  construct  permanent  highways  whlcli 
will  add  to  the  value  of  our  lands,  increase  the  convenience  and  pleasure  of 
rural  life,  and  keep  our  boys  at  home. 

Oysters  and  Fish, 

Should  create  demand  for  present  and  future  output.  Stop  agitation  and 
declare  fixed  policy,  having  regard  for  interest  of  State  and  of  our  fellow- 
citizens  engaged  in  the  business.  Fish  traps  not  to  occupy  more  than 
half  of  stream. 

The  laws  in  reference  to  oysters  and  fish  have  engaged  my  attention  for 
some  years,  and  during  my  visits  to  the  Tidewater  section  and  whenever  an 
opportunity  presented,  I  have  endeavored  to  gain  information  which  would 
aid  me  in  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  State  and  its  citizens  engaged 
in  this  industry,  \\hether  tongers,  planters  or  fishermen.  I  think  it  will 
be  admitted  by  all  that  the  oyster  beds  are  now  well  protected  and  the  raida 
of  depredators  from  other  States  entirely  stopped.  It  is  also  true  that  while 
in  some  localities  oysters  may  not  be  as  plentiful  as  formerly,  that  during 
the  seasons  of  1908-9  and  1909-10  the  supply  of  oysters  has  been  greater  than 
the  demand,  and  that  many  planters  during  the  season  first  named  did 
not  take  up  their  oysters.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  an  essential  need 
of  the  industry  is  to  take  steps  to  create  a  demand  which  will  enable  us  not 
only  to  dispose  of  what  our  natural  rocks  and  planted  grounds  are  now  pro* 
ducing  but  make  desirable  the  leasing  and  planting  of  the  ground  at  the 
disposal  of  the  State  suitable  for  that  purpose,  and  which  if  all  could  be 
leased  would  add  materially  to  our  income. 

The  constant  agitation  of  this  question  and  the  consequent  uncertainty 
attending  it,  do  not  tend  to  the  growth  of  the  oyster  and  fish  industries^ 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  General  Assembly  should,  as  far  as  possible, 
declare  the  fixed  policy  of  the  State  in  reference  to  these  important  matters*, 
having  regard  not  only  for  the  interests  and  revenues  of  the  State  but  the 
interests  of  the  large  number  of  our  worthy  citizens  who  are  engaged  In  the 
business. 

Some  regulation  ought  to  be  made  in  reference  to  the  setting  of  traps, 
fykes,  weirs,  and  other  fixed  devices  in  the  mouths  of  our  streams  for 
the  purpose  of  catching  fish.  In  some  instances  the  mouths  of  our  rivers  are 
so  obstructed  as  to  prevent  the  fish  ficm  going  up  the  streams,  which  is  a. 
most  important  matter,  especially  in  the  spawning  season.  I  think  at  least 
half  of  the  width  of  the  streams  should  be  unobstructed;  that  is,  that  no 
device  of  any  kind  for  the  taking  of  fish  ought  to  be  permitted  to  be  placed 
at  a  greater  distance  from  the  shore  than  one-fourth  of  the  width  of  the 
stream. 
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And  In  thlB  connection,  I  suggest  the  necessity  for  general  laws  protect- 
ing fish  In  our  streams  above  tidewater.  Some  of  our  citizens  have  been 
making  efforts  to  stock  these  streams  with  desirable  fish,  but  a  few  men 
with  nets  and  seines  are  permitted  to  defeat  their  efforts. 

Corporations;  Their  Control  and  Protection. 

The  business  of  this  country  Is  now  being  done  very  largely  by  cor- 
porations. And  It  Is  admitted,  even  by  those  who  have  some  prejudice 
against  these  organizations,  that  combinations  of  capital  are  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  certain  services  to  society.  Railroad,  express,  and  steamboat 
companies,  are  necessary  for  transportation  and  convenience;  telegraph  and 
telephone  companies  have  largely  increased  the  working  power  of  business 
men  and  added  to  the  comfort  of  our  wives  and  daughters;  mining  com- 
panies provide  us  with  fuel  and  ore  and  other  things;  manufacturing  and 
commercial  companies  produce  and  furnish  articles  of  necessity,  comfort  and 
luxury,  besides  building  up  communities  and  furnishing  markets  for  the 
produce  of  our  farms. 

To  accomplish  the  objects  for  which  they  are  created,  many  of  these 
corporations  are  granted  large  powers,  such  as  the  condemnation  of  land  for 
which  they  have  to  be  Invested  with  the  right  of  eminent  domain;  and  to  a 
certain  extent,  that  is,  within  certain  boundaries,  every  railroad  company 
is  practically  a  monopoly,  and  uncontrolled  has  the  power  to  put  up  rates, 
make  discriminations  and  requirements  which  are  not  for  the  best  Interests 
of  the  people,  and  it  is  necessary  that  society  should  carefully  guard  the 
powers  conferred  and  should  exercise  reasonable  powers  of  control  over 
the  business  and  operations  of  public  service  corporations.  But  once  admit 
that  these  corporations  are  necessary  for  the  progress,  advancement,  con- 
venience and  well  being  of  communities,  and  that  they  are  the  creatures  of 
law,  and  that  law  is  the  crystallzed  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and 
you  put  them  In  a  position  where  they  are  entitled  to  the  protection  as  well 
as  subject  to  the  control  of  the  law  making  power. 

It  is  manifestly  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State  that  all  of  her  citizens* 
whether  individuals  or  corporations,  should,  in  the  exercise  of  their  proper 
and  lawful  powers  and  functions,  have  the  greatest  freedom  of  action,  and 
that  there  should  be  no  improper  Interference  the  one  with  the  other.  I  will 
go  further,  and  say  that  the  prosperity  of  the  State  will  be  advanced  by  the 
existence  of  confidence  and  good  feeling  amongst  all  of  its  citizens,  working 
together,  as  they  should,  for  the  common  good.  There  is  a  feeling  among 
some  people  that  the  State  is  powerless  to  execute  its  law  against  great 
combinations  of  capital,  and  that  these  corporations  although  legally  con- 
stituted are  a  menance  to  society  and  entitled  to  neither  favor  or  protection 
at  the  hands  of  the  State.  I  have  no  sympathy  with  such  sentiments. 
Virginia  is  strong  enough  and  wise  enough  to  enact  and  execute  laws  which 
will  so  control  the  powers  of  these  great  public  service  corporations  as  to 
make  them  minister  to  the  needs  and  prove  a  blessing  to  our  people.  They 
should  be  so  controlled,  and  should  be  required  to  bear  their  just  share 
of  the  public  burdens,  and  then  they,  in  common  with  all  the  citizens  of 
this  Commonwealth,  should  have  the  assurance  of  protection  in  the  exercise 
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of  their  lawful  powers  and  functions,  and  In  their  rights  of  property. 
Expressed  in  a  few  words,  these  great  combinations,  and  all  corporations  and 
individuals,  should  be  made  to  understand  and  acknowledge  the  supreme 
power  of  the  State  for  control  and  direction  and  for  the  imposition  of 
proper  taxation.  And  they  should  be  assured  of  that  protection  which  the 
State  should  extend  to  the  weakest  and  not  withhold  from  the  strongest 
and  most  powerful  of  its  citizens.  Any  other  position  would  be  a  confession 
of  weakness  and  be  unworthy  of  this  great  Commonwealth. 

Cities  Should  Have  Power  to  Simplify  and  Make  Their  Government 

More  Efficient. 

I  respectfully  suggest  to  the  General  Assembly  the  necessity  for  a 
change  of  the  laws  controlling  the  cities  of  the  State,  so  as  to  simplify  and 
make  more  efficient  their  government. 

The  present  system  is  conceded  to  be  cumbersome,  expensive,  and  in 
many  respects  inefficient.  The  functions  of  municipal  government  are  much 
more  largely  executive  and  administrative  than  legislative.  Practical  experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  the  difficulty,  if  not  impossibility,  of  securing  effective, 
prompt  and  economical  administration  of  municipal  aftairs  by  the  means  of 
numerically  large  councils.  The  experience  of  many  cities  of  the  country 
seems  to  prove  that  small  governing  bodies,  giving  practically  all  of  their 
time  to  the  affairs  of  the  city,  with  direct  and  easily  ascertained  responsi- 
bility to  the  people,  furnish  the  simplest  and  most  satisfactory  form  of 
government. 

The  cities  of  the  State,  through  delegates  representing  the  municipal 
governments  and  the  commercial  bodies,  in  recent  conferences  at  several 
places,  have  with  practical  unanimity  decided  to  ask  for  an  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  which  will  permit  those  cities  which  desire  to  do  so,  to 
adopt  that  form  of  government  best  suited  to  their  needs,  subject  to  such 
general  restrictions  as  the  legislature  may  impose.  This  seems  wise  and 
proper,  but  as  time  must  elapse  before  a  Constitutional  amendment  can  be 
secured  it  appears  desirable  that  general  laws  should  be  passed,  reducing 
the  minimum  number  of  councilmen  and  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a 
small  administrative  board,  which  shall  have  charge  of  the  administrative 
affairs  of  the  city  now  exercised  by  the  various  standing  council  com- 
mittees, subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed,  leaving 
it  optional  with  each  city  as  to  whether  it  will  come  under  and  accept  the 
benefits  of  the  law  or  not.  Such  a  law  would  not  and  is  not  intended  to  be 
a  reflection  upon  the  men  constituting  city  governments,  but  is  intended  and 
would  undoubtedly  relieve  the  present  system  of  some  of  its  most  objection- 
able and  cumbersome  features  and  go  a  long  way  toward  expediting  the 
business  affairs  of  municipal  administration. 

Military. 

Necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  State,     Efficiency  should  be  maintained. 

At  the  foundation  and  giving  power  to  every  government  is  the  posses- 
sion of  physical  force  sufficient  to  enforce  its  laws  and  protect  the  rights  of 
persons  and  property  of  its  citizens. 
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Experience  has  shown  that  this  power  can  best  be  exercised  by  men 
organized  and  trained,  and  under  the  direction  and  control  of  competent 
officers.  Holding  these  views,  I  regard  the  military  of  the  State  as  most 
important  to  its  safety,  and  as  necessary,  certainly  at  times,  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  its  laws,  and  I  think  that  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances  the 
dignity  of  the  Commonwealth  should  be  maintained  and  its  laws  enforced. 
It  is,  therefore,  necessary  that  the  efficiency  of  our  volunteers  should  be 
maintained,  and  to  this  end  the  State  should  extend  to  them  every  possible 
encouragement  and  aid.  I  even  venture  to  hope  that  enthusiasm  may  be 
so  created  that  every  man  belonging  to  our  military  may  feel  a  just  pride  in 
the  relation  which  he  sustains  to  the  State,  and  all  of  us  work  together  for 
the  common  good.  Certainly,  I  shall  strive  by  fair  and  just  treatment  to 
deserve  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  men  of  whom  as  Governor  it 
will  be  my  pride  and  pleasure  to  be  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Becommendations  of  Governor  Swanson. 

There  are  many  recommendations  made  by  Governor  Swanson  in  his 
message,  which  I  am  sure  will  impress  themselves  upon  the  legislature  with- 
out any  reference  to  them  in  this  address.  Nor  is  it  necessary  to  do  more 
than  allude  in  a  general  way  to  our  State  institutions  and  agencies.  But  we 
should  not  be  satisfied  with  ansrthing  which  can,  by  diligent  effort  on  our 
part,  be  improved,  nor  should  we  reach  the  conclusion  that  perfection  has 
been  attained. 

Progress  and  improvement  should  be  the  watchword  of  eVery  State 
officer,  and  of  every  member  of  the  various  boards  controlling  our  State 
institutions.  I  sincerely  hope  that  each  one  is  impressed  with  the  importance 
of  his  position  and  his  power  for  good,  and  will  use  his  best  efforts  to 
advance  the  interests  committed  to  his  charge.  I  trust  that  each  member  of 
these  boards  will  make  himself  familiar  with  the  conduct  and  management 
of  his  institution,  will  approve  what  is  right  and  not  hesitate  for  any 
reason  to  correct  what  is  wrong.  The  good  of  the  institutions  should  be  the 
first  consideration. 

Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections. 

Departing  somewhat  from  the  rule  just  laid  down,  I  wish  to  make  special 
reference  to  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  which  was  established 
by  the  legislature  by  act  approved  March  13,  1908.  This  board  has  to  deal 
with  people  who,  as  a  rule,  cannot  help  themselves,  whose  complaints,  in 
many  cases,  cannot  be  heard  except  by  the  members  of  the  board,  and  who, 
because  they  have  violated  the  laws  of  the  State,  are  thought  by  some  to 
have  no  claim  upon  its  protection  or  mercy.  This,  however,  is  not  true.  No 
man  in  a  civilized  community  ever  gets  beyond  the  protection  of  the  law. 
If  he  has  a  vestige  of  right  he  can  invoke  the  law,  and  his  weakness  and 
helplessness  should  be  the  strongest  reason  why  the  law,  which  ought  to 
be  no  respecter  of  persons,  should  come  to  his  aid.  The  law  should  be 
vindicated,  its  infraction  should  be  punished,  but  if  with  punishment  there 
can  go  hand  in  hand  influences  for  betterment  and  reformation,  the  heart 
of  society  will  send  them.  The  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections  is  to 
be  commended  for  the  work  it  has  done,  and  should  be  encouraged  to  do 
even  better  work  in  the  future. 
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Our  State  Board  of  Health  Should  Be  Sustained. 

Since  its  organization  in  1908,  with  funds  fairly  adequate  to  its  pur- 
poses, our  State  Board  of  Health  has  performed  valuable  and  faithful  service, 
and  promises  to  be  even  more  efficient  in  the  future.  It  is  far  better 
to  prevent  disease  than  to  cure  it,  and  the  efforts  of  the  State  through  its 
board  to  stamp  out  diseases  which  can  be  prevented,  and  to  cure  diseases 
before  they  become  confirmed,  is  one  of  the  signs  of  progress  which  our  Com- 
monwealth has  shown.  The  board  has  made  an  arrangement  which  puts 
antitoxin  within  reach  of  all  of  our  people,  and  in  many  ways  afford  advan- 
tages to  our  physicians  which  greatly  aid  them  in  their  practice.  I  recom- 
mend liberal  appropriations  for  its  support. 

The  Epileptic  Colony  in  Amherst  Should  Be  a  Separate  Institution. 

I  fully  agree  with  Governor  Swanson's  recommendations  with  reference 
to  the  Epileptic  Colony  at  Amherst.  The  establishment  of  this  colony  will 
serve  to  relieve  the  congestion  at  our  hospitals,  and  will  provide  accommo- 
dations for  epileptics  far  more  conducive  to  their  happiness  and  relief  than 
it  is  possible  for  them  to  have  at  hospitals  for  the  insane. 

Epileptics  are  not  insane,  and  should  not  be  confined  or  treated  with  those 
who  are.  Some  doubt  has  been  expressed  as  to  the  power  of  the  legislature  to 
conduct  this  colony  as  a  separate  institution,  but  I  cannot  find  any  Constitu- 
tional inhibition,  and  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  General  Assembly 
has  full  power  to  organize,  maintain  and  control  this  institution  as  may 
seem  best  for  the  welfare  and  relief  of  its  inmates. 

Virginia  State  Horticultural  Society. 

This  organization  deserves  the  aid  and  encouragement  of  the  General 
Assembly.  It  is  stimulating  and  developing  production  of  fruit  in  the  State, 
and  is  making  wonderful  strides.  The  display  of  fruit  made  by  this  society 
at  Lynchburg  and  Winchester  has  attracted  widespread  interest  and  excited 
comment  on  the  advantages  of  the  State  for  that  industry.  The  apple  crop 
is  year  by  year  increasing  in  value,  and  the  income  it  brings  to  the  State 
and  the  prices  of  land  upon  which  the  apples  are  grown,  are  increasing 
in  proportion.  The  development  of  this  and  other  fruit  crops  means  increase 
of  wealth  for  Virginia. 

Public  Accountant. 

The  recommendation  of  Governor  Swanson  for  the  appointment  of  a  pub- 
lic accountant  is  one  in  which  I  desire  especially  to  concur. 

I  believe  the  officers  charged  with  the  collection  of  the  State's  revenue  are 
honest,  and  wish  to  account  for  every  cent  received,  but  experience  has 
taught  me  that  honest  people  are  sometimes  very  careless,  and  that  a  simple, 
uniform  system  of  accounting  would  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  officers 
and  the  State. 
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Prompt   and   Efficient   Law   Enforcement — Courts   to    Disregard 

Technicalities. 

It  should  be  the  concern  of  all  connected  with  the  legiBlative,  Judicial 
and  executive  branches  of  the  government,  to  see  to  it  that  the  laws  are 
promptly  and  justly  enforced;  that  innocent  men  charged  with  crime  are 
protected,  and  guilty  men  punished  quickly  and  with  certainty.  My  exper- 
ience teaches  that  lynchings,  as  a  rule,  have  their  origin  in  the  want  of 
confidence  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  the  due  execution  of  the  law,  and 
this  distrust  grows  out  of  the  practice  which  has  obtained  in  Virginia  and 
other  States  of  permitting  what  are  known  as  technicalities  to  stand  between 
guilty  men  and  their  punishment.  This  practice  is  now  so  firmly  fixed  that 
it  will  be  impossible  for  our  courts,  although  fully  realizing  the  evil,  to  estab- 
lish different  rules,  but  the  remedy  is  fully  within  the  power  of  the  legisla- 
ture, and  a  law  should,  in  my  Judgment,  be  enacted  which  will  forbid  our 
courts  from  setting  aside  the  verdicts  of  Juries  and  granting  new  trials  in 
criminal  cases  except  upon  the  merits  of  the  case.  My  experience  covers  a 
good  many  years,  and  I  have  yet  to  see  the  first  innocent  man  convicted, 
though  I  admit  it  must  sometimes  happen.  I  have,  however,  seen  a  good 
many  guilty  men  escape.  In  England  lynchings  never  occur  because  the 
law  is  strictly  and  promptly  enforced  and  the  people  are  willing  to  trust  to 
it 

Decide  Contested  Election  Cases  on  Their  Merits. 

And  in  this  connection,  I  think  it  will  be  well  for  the  legislature  to 
declare  by  statute  that  elections  shall  not  be  set  aside  for  any  informality 
of  list  of  voters  or  notice  of  election  or  of  any  other  defect  that  does  not 
make  the  result  uncertain,  and  that  whenever  it  shall  appear  that  the  people 
have  spoken  and  their  will  made  known,  the  result  shall  be  sustained. 
Nothing  so  stirs  up  and  divides  communities  as  contested  election  cases, 
and  the  law  suggested  would  tend  to  greatly  diminish  the  number  of  such 
cases. 

Primary  and  Election  Expenses  of  Candidates  Should  Be  Limited. 

The  amount  which  candidates  for  State  offices  should  be  permitted  to 
spend  in  securing  nomination  and  election  should  be  limited  by  law  to  a  sum 
which  will  put  it  in  the  power  of  any  man  to  be  a  candidate  for  any  position. 
Under  existing  conditions,  a  man  who  cannot  raise  ten  or  twelve  thousand 
dollars  is  practically  disqualified  to  become  a  candidate  for  Governor  or 
United  States  Senator,  and  even  if  he  can  raise  this  large  sum,  he  is  at 
great  disadvantage  when  confronted  by  a  wealthy  opponent,  who  is  able  to 
spend  much  more.  I  do  not  mean  to  convey  the  idea  that  the  money  is  not 
properly  spent  for  such  things  as  clerk  hire,  postage,  printing,  advertising, 
rent  of  halls,  traveling  and  other  legitimate  expenses.  But  in  any  case, 
without  some  restriction,  the  poor  man  has  but  small  show,  and  whatever  his 
virtues  and  Intelligence  may  be  and  however  much  his  fellow-citizens  may 
desire  his  services,  his  lack  of  wealth  stands  in  the  way  of  his  worthy  ambi- 
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tion  and  the  wishes  of  the  people.  It  ought  not  so  to  be.  The  amount  to  b» 
spent  in  any  campaign  should  be  put  within  reach  of  every  worthy  man  and 
penalties  for  violations  should  be  sufficient  to  secure  obedience. 

Temperance — ^Wbat  Has  Been  Done  in  Virginia. 

Seven  years  ago,  the  fight  for  temperance  commenced  in  Virginia  under 
conditions  which  made  it  almost  hopeless.  The  first  bill  offered  in  Decem- 
ber, 1902,  provided  that  whenever  any  person  should  apply  for  license  to 
sell  liquor  by  retail  in  the  country  or  in  towns  and  cities  containing  less  than 
five  thousand  inhabitants,  the  court  before  granting  the  license  should  be 
satisfied  "that  the  applicant  is  a  fit  person  to  conduct  such  business,  and  that 
he  will  personally  superintend  the  same,  and  will  keep  an  orderly  house,  and 
that  the  place  at  which  it  is  to  be  conducted  is  a  suitable,  convenient  and 
appropriate  place  for  conducting  such  a  business,  and  one  at  which  police 
protection  is  afforded,  and  if  it  shall  further  plainly  appear  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  court  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  district  or  town  in 
which  the  privilege  is  sought  to  be  exercised  are  in  favor  of  the  application, 
that  the  sale  of  ardent  spirits  at  that  place  will  not  be  contrary  to  sound 
public  policy  or  injurious  to  the  morals  or  the  material  interests  of  the 
community,  the  court,  may  upon  the  execution  of  bond,  etc.,  grant  such 
license."  This  bill,  after  being  amended  so  as  to  apply  to  the  country  and 
towns  of  under  five  hundred  inhabitants,  with  certain  territory  contiguous 
to  cities  and  watering  places  and  sea  side  resorts  excepted,  was  passed,  and 
became  the.  law  of  Virginia  on  the  11th  of  April,  1903.  Before  the  passage 
of  the  bill  there  were  in  the  State  approximately  2900  places  where  liquor 
was  sold  or  manufactured.  Now,  under  the  operation  of  the  law  Just  men- 
tioned, the  Byrd  bill  passed  in  1908,  and  of  the  local  option  law,  there  are 
only  857  such  places,  and  the  change  has  wrought  such  improvement  in 
conditions  that  no  effort  has  been  made  to  repeal  the  first  mentioned  law,  not- 
withstanding the  opposition  which  it  at  first  encountered.  The  order 
of  the  State  has  greatly  improved,  and  the  nameless  crime  once  so  frequent 
is  rarely  heard  of.  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  deal  with  this  subject  at 
greater  length,  because  my  views,  which  have  not  changed,  have  been  so 
often  expressed  and  are  so  well  known,  that  to  repeat  them  here  would  be 
to  uselessly  prolong  this  address.  I  simply  reiterate  my  steadfast  oppo- 
sition to  the  saloon,  and  my  confidence  in  the  people  of  Virginia,  who  have 
the  right  to  settle  this  question  as  to  them  shall  seem  best. 

Virginia  has  made  wonderful  strides  in  the  last  few  years,  and  in  every 
direction;  its  schools  have  taken  a  higher  stand,  its  institutions  have  been 
improved  and  enlarged,  its  agricultural  methods  have  advanced  and  its 
products  increased.  Its  mining,  manufacturing  and  commercial  interests  have 
kept  step  to  the  march  of  progress,  but  let  us  not  forget  that  after  all  that 
can  be  said  of  the  wealth  of  our  State,  that  her  sons  and  daughters  are  her 
real  treasures,  and  that  the  homes  and  firesides  of  her  people  are  the  real 
foundations  of  civic  virtue,  civic  righteousness,  and  material  prosperity.  See 
to  it  that  at  any  and  every  sacrifice  our  boys  are  protected  from  temptation, 
and  our  homes  kept  pure,  and  Virginia's  sons  and  daughters,  coming  from 
them  to  mingle  in  the  great  stream  of  State  and  National  Life,  will  remember 
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the  traditions  of  their  State,  will  feel  the  Wood  of  Virginia  ancestry  in  their 
veins,  and  will,  at  the  call  of  State  and  country,  respond  as  nobly,  as 
intelligently,  and  as  gloriously  as  their  fathers  did,  even  when  we  remember 
who  those  fathers  were  and  the  works  they  wrought  for  their  country's 
greatness.  * 

And  now,  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  Judges  of  our  Supreme 
Court,  while  remembering  the  genius  of  our  organic  law  which  separates 
our  government  into  legislative,  judicial  and  executive  branches,  and  pro- 
vides that  there  must  not  be  any  interference  on  the  part  of  one  branch 
with  the  other,  I  beseech  your  help  in  my  efforts  to  administer  the  executive 
branch  of  this  government.  I  have  no  dread  of  interference,  but  will  expect 
and  welcome  your  counsel  and  assistance.  I  sincerely  trust  that  con- 
ferring and  advising  together,  though  a  trinity,  we  may  work  in  unity,  for 
the  honor  and  welfare  of  a  State  which  has  written  so  much  important 
history  in  the  past,  and  whose  sons  and  daughters  stand  prepared  to  make 
good  all  of  her  traditions,  and  because  of,  and  profiting  by  them,  to  make 
the  Virginia  of  the  present  and  future  purer,  stronger  and  greater  than  sh« 
has  ever  been  before. 
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
